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POTASH PROTECTION AS A PANACEA 
FOR PRODUCTION PROBLEMS—IN- 


DUSTRY IN UNITED STATES FACES: 


PECULIAR SITUATION. 





Mr, The recently established potash industry of the 
United States is facing a peculiar problem affecting 
both production and distribution, and the principal 

shied factor appears to be an unwillingness on the part of 








consumers to purchase the American product—held 
at a high price—because of the conviction on their 
part that in course of time there will be a return to 
ante-bellum import conditions and an inrush of Ger- 
man or Alsatian potash. This impression is ex- 
tremely hard to uproot, despite the fact that the War 
Trade Board has announced definitely, following a 
conference with the French High Commission in the 
United States, that France will be unable to ship 
potash from the mines in Alsace, at least, until April, 
since the product of these mines will be in urgent 
demand for agricultural purposes in France. Under 
such conditions and the most favorable circumstances 
no Alsatian potash could be available in this country 
before June. 


This would make American agriculture dependent 
solely upon domestic potash for the crop year of 
1919. And yet such is the apathy of American 
consumers of this fertilizer that there is no demand 
for the: American product, and the situation among 
the producers, particularly in Nebraska, is little less 
than acute. 


_ This statement is not too strong. After investiga- 
tion of the situation at the brine lakes sources of 
potash by Federal officials it is announced that 
many concerns in Nebraska are facing possible 
bankruptcy. A large number have temporarily 
closed, and large quantities of American potash in 
the hands of the producers cannot be sold” unless 
there shall be a change in the market.

States whatever foreign material may be necessary to 
meet the total domestic requirements. 

This plan, while not essentially an embargo upon 
foreign materials, does call for generally restrictive 
legislation which, in the opinion of experts sum- 
moned before the committee, would tend to the devel- 
opment of the abundant potash deposits in this coun- 
try by the prevention of “‘dumping’’ of the cheaper 
German or Alsatian product. The necessity to the 
producers here of some variety of protection is seen 
in the fact that the American product has sold during 
the war period tor approximately $4.50 a unit, while 
the pre-war price per unit of the German product was 
less than one-fourth of this amount. 

The producing possibilities in this country since 
the creation of the war-born industry are as yet 
barely realized. Within a few years the production 
has been developed steadily, until today the total out- 
put is approximately one-fourth the former importa- 
tion. In 1913, the last year prior to the war, there 
were imported into the United States no less than 
1,092,588 short tons of potash-bearing materials— 
kainit, manure salts, muriate, sulphate, bicarbonate, 
etc., etc., — equivalent to 270,720 tons of the 
“actual’’ potash. 

Today there are approximately 100,000 tons of 
potash produced in Nebraska during 1918 lying in 
storage warehouses throughout the Southern States 
and immediately available for agricultural use. 
Nebraska is producing from its brine lakes at the 
rate of 600 gross tons a day of potash salts, or 
219,000 tons a year. This is equivalent to 50,000 
tons of “‘actual” potash. During the first six months 
of 1918 this district alone produced 43,219 tons 
gross, or 10,232 tons “‘actual” potash. 

From the mixed salts of Searles Lake, California, 
an unusually rich deposit, about 4,000 tons a month 
gross weight, is being recovered, or 2,000 tons a 
month of “‘actual” potash. During the first six 
months of 1918 14,000 tons of salts were recovered. 
The Searles Lake supply alone is held ample to 
supply the needs of the United States for 80 years. 

Potash has also been produced during the war 
period from Pacific Coast kelp, from distillery wastes, 
from alunite, from furnace dust, etc. Kelp recovery 
during the first half of 1918 was responsible for 
6,512 tons gross, or 2,412 tons of “‘actual’’ potash, 
or I1 per cent. of the entire domestic production. 
Distillery wastes during the same half-yearly period 
added 7,721 gross tons, or 1,397 “‘actual’’ tons 
the total, or 1,200 tons a month gross production. 
One alunite plant in Utah is averaging 20 tons a day 

of potassium sulphate, or 10 tons of ‘‘actual’’ potash 
—5 per cent. of the domestic supply—while cement 
dust recoveries totaled 5,909 gross and 658 tons of 
“‘actual’’; blast-furnace dust, 79 tons of ‘‘actual.” 
Still other additions were derived from potash slates, 
green sand, Wyoming leucite rock, etc. 

So much for production. The attitude of the 
consumer is, as the Federal investigators have stated, 
one of watchful waiting for a reduction in price, 
and there are already indications that this holding 
off in buying orders has exercised an ameliorative 
effect upon prices, even if not upon the minds of the 
producers. Within a month American-made potash 
has been held at $4.35 per unit of 100 pounds ex 
store at Baltimore, Norfolk, Cincinnati and other 
distributing points, with approximately 100,000 
tons of material upon which to draw. It has not 
moved ; for, while fertilizer manufacturers stand ready 
to move every pound of the material at a price, that 
price has not yet been reached. Within the past 
few weeks, however, there has been a change in dis- 
tribution methods on the part of the producers, with 
the result that today potash is offered in New York 
City at $3.75 per unit. That is, potash will be 
delivered here today at $3.75, where a month ago 
it was quoted at $4.35 per unit at the storehouses in 
the cities named. 

The immediate problem does not appear to be so 
much the protection of the American consumer from 
the inroads of cheap foreign products, which cannot 
possibly come in for several months, but the protection 
of the consuming public from the war-time price 
scale established by the American producer. Neither 
“dumping” nor “‘profiteering’’ is conducive to the 
best interests of any industry, and the recent soften- 
ing of prices by potash producers is in line with the

attitude of other war-time industries which have been 
obliged, in order to move stocks, to charge a certain 
percentage of the exorbitant war labor and operation 
cost to “profit and loss,’’ and by increased operating 
activity and by readjustment of production and dis- 
tribution conditions to establish not alone a permanent 
domestic market, but to prepare for further extensions 
of the field of commerce into Canada and near-by 
consuming countries. A more general realization of 
this would do more to insure normal business condi- 
tions than any possible legislation. 

Similar problems are even now being faced by the 
chemical and dyestuff industries, and while neither is 
averse to legislation tending to stabilize production, 
demand and prices, the real issue with them, as with 
the new potash industry, is the prevention of “dump- 
ing’’ on the part of foreign producers and the move- 
ment of stocks into consumption at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. Yet, with the handicap of production 
reconstruction to face, the war-torn nations of Europe 
cannot afford to ship many materials to. this country 
at prices which prevailed before the war; and, fur- 
ther, will doubtless be willing to obtain as high a 
price as possible, even paralleling the domestic prod- 
uct, should they be given the opportunity to enter into 
that “‘fair-field-and-no-favor competition” concerning 
which so much has been heard since the signing of 
the armistice and the meeting of the world’s peace 


delegates at Versailles.

COTTONSEED PRODUCTS CONFEREES 
OPPOSE PROPOSED OIL IMPORT EM- 


BARGO AS MODE OF CONTINUING 
WAR PRICES. 





Another attempt to sustain artificial war-time 
prices by reversion to the machinery of the embargo 
was given little support and considerable criticism 
at the conference in Washington last week between 
the cottonsed growers, millers, ginners, refiners and 
lard substitute manufacturers and officials of the 
Food Administration. 

A proposal was made by representatives of the 
Southern industry to establish an embargo upon 
foreign-origin oils, but not only was this not adopted, 
but in its stead a co-operative program was indorsed, 
the principal feature of which was the continuance 
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of the price stabilization program of the past war 
months. The interests seeking embargo restrictions 
to bolster the cottonseed and products industry are 
to be granted a hearing by the Food officials, but 
the broader-minded representatives of the varied in- 
dustries represented were at one that such an em- 
bargo would not alone be a tactical error, but an 
economic mistake. 

The shortsightedness of an embargo policy at 
this time can be evidenced in three brief points: 

If exports of domestic oil cake and meal continue 
even at present rates there would not be sufficient 
oil to meet the requirements of the lard substitute 
makers, should foreign oil be shut out. 

Existing treaties with Japan and China preclude 
the establishment of any such unjustifiable embargo. 

Should such an embargo be declared, soya bean 
oil now sent to the United States from the Far East 
—335,984,148 pounds during the year ended De- 
cember 31, 1918—would be shipped to Europe, 
and refined soya bean oil at 9@10 cents a pound 
would take the place of refined cottonseed oil from 
the United States at from 20@22'% cents a pound, 
f. o. b. New York. 

In other words, an embargo on any group of 
- products placed solely to foster the sale of a related 
group of products of domestic manufacture would 
simply result in the shutting off of exports of the 
domestic commodity. Had it not been for the 
foreign oils imported into the United States during 
the war years, we should have experienced a similar 
famine in fats to that in Europe in the margarine, 
soap and allied industries. ; 

An embargo—except the placing of strict limita- 
tions upon non-essential movements—is a dangerous 
economic weapon, since it is a weapon available to 
the hands of every world nation, and affords an 
opportunity for instant retaliatory action. 

The cottonseed products industry in the United 
States is too vast, too wealthy, too important, to adopt 
as a policy the closed door to foreign products while 
seeking an open door for its own, and we congrat- 
ulate the broadminded representatives of the industry 
who, so to speak, put an embargo on the embargo 
because they realized that the best interests, not alone 
of the industry, but of the nation, demanded the 
relegation of war measures to the industrial scrapheap 
with the submarine and the gas bomb. 

It is not an economic possibility to insure the con- 
tinuance of war prices in time of peace—industry 
today must return to normality by the quickest and 
most effective method available, and that seems to 
be—in many other industries other than cottonseed 
products—a quick turnover at fair prices, the dis- 
tribution of stocks even at a reduction, that new 
production may solve the labor problem, and at the 
same time regain at the earliest moment that general 
market which was its mainstay prior to the war. 

Secretary Redfield and the other secretaries of 
President Wilson’s Cabinet are appealing for an im- 
mediate return to normal production and distribution, 
to customary purchases on the part of consumers. 
The first essential to this is the modification of the 
war price list to approximately normal, and this can- 
not be accomplished by any individual action on the 
part of any one industry to the end that its war price 
maximums shall be sustained at the expense of the 
consumer, whether in the United States, the Far 
East or Europe.

After months of controversy in House and Senate 
committee, and after fully six years of endeavor on 
the part of Secretary Lane, the Congressional con- 
ferees reached an agreement on the so-called oil land 
leasing bill, which authorizes the sale of public lands 
containing coal, phosphate, sodium, oil, oil shale or 
gas, including such lands in the national forests, the 
Grand Canyon national park, but excluding such 
lands reserved and withdrawn from army or navy 
use. Not alone has Secretary Lane been prominent 
in urging the passage of this legislation, but the 
President and the departments of the Government 
have pressed upon Congress the necessity for provid- 
ing by law for the development of the millions of 
acres of oil land now withdrawn from exploitation, 
not to speak of the lands containing coal, phosphate 
and the other minerals specified in the draft of the 
proposed law. 


Advocates of the measure urge that the solution 


offered by the bill is the best now to be obtained to 
the perplexing problems incident to the protection of 
entries on the lands, subsequently withdrawn by 
Presidential order, and that the royalties provided 
for will insure the public a fair return, while at the. 
same time stimulating production of materials es- 
sential to American industry. The bill has stringent 
provisions in respect to frauds, gives the Secretary 
of the Interior broad powers to reject lease or pur- 
chase if he deems it to public advantage so to do, 
and carries heavy penalties for violations of the pro- 
visions of the measure. The adoption of the con- 
ference report has been urged by cable by President 
Wilson, but there is every prospect that the oppo- 
sition which marked the attempt to agree in confer- 
ence will be carried to the floor of both houses, and 
that still further delay will result, even if the bill 
does not go over until the next Congress. 


The legislation was made necessary by certain 
land withdrawals, notably in California oil terri- 
tory, made by President Taft, and later by Presi- 
dent Wilson. The bill in substance as agreed upon 
has passed the House during three Congresses, al- 
though the Senate in each instance has refused to 


‘ accept the policy or the substance of the House bill. 


It had been hoped that the measure would be adopted 
in time to permit.the opening of such lands to aid 
the war industry program, but even now there is 
determined opposition to its provisions on the follow- 
ing grounds: 

Conservation laws passed after long and 
closely contested struggle are nullified by the 
measure. 

Coal lands in Alaska and in the national 
forests are thrown open to existing coal cor- 
porations and to railroads, the latter being per- 
mitted, with the acquiescence of the Secretary 
of the Interior, to take out leases upon 2,560 
acres of such lands for each 200 miles of rail- 
road in actual operation. 

Phosphate, oil and gas, oil shale, and sodium 
lands will also be subject to sale or lease to

Chicago, Feb. 13, 1919. 


The fifth annual convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Paint Jobbers closed 
here Wednesday evening with one of the 
most successful sessions of its history to 
its credit. While the West won the presi- 
dency in the election of George C. Cun- 
ningham of Omaha, Neb., the East won 
next year’s convention, as New York will 
more than likely to get this convention 
because it was clearly the choice of the 
majority of those in attendance. 

This matter, however, is to be décided 
by the board of directors at a future date. 

The convention opened Tuesday morn- 
ing in the Green Room at the Congress 
Hotel. The sessions were strictly busi- 
ness and were entirely executive. It is 
stated that the members immediately took 
up the after-the-war situation and satis- 
factorily adjusted a program for conduct- 
ing their industry during the reconstruc- 
tion period. 

Reports made by President Hugh Reilly 
of Washington, D. C., who presided, and 
by Edward R. Drake of Chicago, the sec- 
retary of the association, indicated a very 
flattering condition of affairs so far as 
the management was concerned. These 
reports are to be placed in circulation 
later on. There was a decided unani- 
mity of action with reference to all mat- 
ters before the convention and business 
proceeded along a constructive line. The 
association plans to practically double the 
membership in the next two years, 

The election took place in the closing 
session. Others elected, besides Mr. Cun- 
ningham, were Otto F. Schuele of Buflalo 
and George E. Watson of Chicago, as 
treasurer. Secretary Drake was re-elected 
to the position he has held for several 
years and also made national councillor 
to the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States. The convention indicated that its 
business was growing to such an extent 
that it was desirous of obtaining the serv- 
ices of the permanent secretary at some 
nearby future date. Several new mem- 
bers were elected. 

Memorial resolutions were adopted by 
the convention as tributes to the late I. 
D. Wagener of Kansas City, president of 
the Wagener Paint & Glass Company, 
and Raymond W. Evans, the late vice 
president of the Eagle Picher Lead Com- 
pany of Chicago. 

Mr. Watson was elected treasurer from 
the floor, and becomes a director ex- 
official, succeeding Mr. Cunningham, who 
was re-elected to the directory for two 
years. Besides Mr. Cunningham, these

USE MORE PAINT. 


National - Wide ‘alii to Cost 
$500,000 to Be Opened March |. 


Philadelphia, Feb. 14, 1919. 


Preparations are going forward at what 
might be termed “full speed ahead” for 
the opening on March 1 of the nation- 
wide “Use More Paint” campaign, which 
was originally proposed in November, 
1915, but had to be postponed until now 
because of the war. Manufacturers of 
paint, through the Paint Manufacturers’ 
Association, and master painters through 
their affiliation with the International As- 
sociation of Master House Painters and 
Decorators, are fostering the movement 
and have planned to spend a total of at 
least $500,000 to carry out the idea, which 
is to be pushed for the next five years at 
the rate of $100,000 per year for adver- 
tising. The — of the campaign is 
not alone to sell more paint, but also to 
get co-operation between the purchasers 
and the painters, who must ultimately be 
called upon to do the actual applying of 
the paint. 

Publicity campaign headquarters are 
about to be opened in the Bourse by the 
Educational Committee in charge of the 
campaign, and these will be in charge of 
Phillips Wyman, business manager, who 
has adopted as slogan for the work, “Save 
the surface, and you will save all.” All 
of the necessary pledges have been ob- 
tained insuring the necessary funds for 
the work. The Blackaman-Rose Company 
of New York City will have charge of the 
advertising, and is now preparing offices 
in this city for campaign headquarters. 
Of the $100,000 to be spent this year and 
subsequently in equal yearly sums, 55 per 
cent. will be devoted to advertising in na- 
tional mediums, 30 per cent in rural pub- 
lications, and the remainder for booklets 
and other literature. An advisory com- 
mittee, of which Ernest Trigg is chairman 
and George B. Heckel secretary, will su- 
pervise all expenditures. 





Paint Shipments Heavy on Opening of 
Mississippi River Transportation

St. Louis, Mo., Feb, 12, 1919. 
The 1919 season of transportation on 
the Mississippi River was opened last 
week with the sailing from St. Louis of 
the towboat Oscar F. Barrett with a tow 
f barges, including large shipments of 
aints to New Orleans.

Berry Bros. Named in Complaint by 


Federal Trade Commission. 


The Federal Trade Commission has is- 
sued formal complaint against Berry 
Brothers, Inc., Detroit, manufacturers of 
varnish; Evart W. Hinkley, Boston, man- 
ager of the Boston branch of Berry 
Brothers, and William H. Kennedy, Bos- 
ton, salesman for. Berry Brothers in the 
Boston territory. 

The complaint states the commission 
has reason to believe the concern, its 
Boston manager and salesman, “with the 
intent, purpose and effect of stifling and 
suppressing competition,” secretly paid 
large sums of money to Harry C. Ayers, 
a foreman finisher of Estes & Sons, Han- 
cock, Mass., and to George W. Crooker, a 
foreman finisher of the Maine Manufac- 
turing Company, Nashua, N. H., as an 
inducement to them to influence their 
employers to purchase varnish of Berry 
Brothers. They are also charged with 
giving presents and gratuities of theatre 
tickets, meals, cigars and entertainment, 
and with secretly paying money to em- 
ployes of both their customers and pro- 
spective customers and their competitors’ 
customers and prospective customers. 

The concern and individuals named 
were cited to appear before the commis- 
in Washington, March 17.

IMPORT AND EXPORT TRADING WITH 
FINLAND ARRANGED BY WAR BOARD 


Shipments Must Be Approved by Inter-Allied Trade Committee— 
Articles Permissible Designated. 


Washington, Feb. 14, 1919. 


materials, including oils and 
turpentine; various drugs, dyes and dye- 
stuffs; perfumery, including essential 
oils, and numerous other commodities of 
interest to the trade, can now be imported 
into the United States from Finland with- 
out import certificates, according to a de- 
cision of the War Trade Board. 


The board announced that arrange- 
ments have been made whereby both ex- 
port shipments to and import shipments 
from Finland may be resumed. 

All shipments for export to the above-men- 
tioned country must be covered by an import 
certificate issued by the Inter-Allied Trade 
Committee at Helsingfors, except shipments of 
the commodities listed below. 

The procedure for the exportation of vom- 
modities to Finland’ is, in all cases, as fol- 
lows:—1. Exporters should apply for licenses 
to the Bureau of Exports, Washington, D. C., 
or any branch office thereof, using applica- 
tion form X or X-A. 2. Exporters in the 
United States, before filing applications for 
export licenses, must receive advice from the 

rospective importer in Finland that there has 
Been issued by the Inter-Allied Trade Commit- 
tee, at Helsinefors, a certificate stating their 
approval of the proposed consignment. The 
number of this certificate should be forwarded 
by the importer in Finland to the American 
exporter, who should specify such number on 
the application for export license. 

The details of all import certificates issued 
in Finland will be transmitted by the Amer- 
ican representative on the Inter-Allied Trade 
Committee to the War Trade Board, Washing- 
ton, D. C., where the same will be used to 
verify the applications that are presented for 
consideration. 

Imports from Finland to the United States 
will be subject to the same rules and reg- 
ulations which govern the importation of com- 
modities from other countries in Europe. The 
following commodities, referred to above, do 
not require import certificates and will be 
licensed freely if the applications are other- 
wise in order:— 

Artists’ Material (excluding oils and tur- 
pentines). A 

China clay. 

Drugs, various. 

Dyes and dyestuffs. , 

Flower seeds (except seeds of oil-bearing 
plants). 

Ink (other than printers’ ink). 

Medicines, proprietary and patent. 

Mineral waters (unsweetened). 

Perfumery, including essential oils. 

Photographic goods, but not chemicals there- 
for. 

Pumice stone. 

Salt, table. 

Theatrical properties, wigs and cosmetics, 
excluding costumes and footwear. 

Toilet preparations, excluding soap. 

Tooth brushes, beard brushes, and mustache 
brushes. 

Shipments of all commodities, including 
foodstuffs, provided the value of no one com- 
modity exceeds $200 in value.

Trading Permissible with Territory 
Controlled by Czecho-Slovaks. 


Persons in the United States can now 
trade and communicate with persons re- 
siding within the territory under the con- 
trol of the Czecho-Slovak National Coun- 
cil, according to a ruling of the board. 


In this connection the board said that 
pending further announcement, the terri- 
tory now opened to trade is the area con- 
stituting the provinces of Bohemia and 
Moravia, as existing on August 1, 1914, 

In accordance with this authorization, appli- 
cation will now be considered for licenses 
to export or import all commodities to con- 
signees or from consignors’ in Czecho- 
Slovakia. 


Graphite Import Restrictions. 


The board has removed all restrictions 
on graphite importations during the 
month, notwithstanding the recommenda- 
tion of the director of the Bureau of 
Mines to continue them until July, 1919. 
The French Government has authorized 
the export of 1,500 tons of graphite from 
Madagascar to the United States during 
the first half of 1919. Some weeks ago 
1,000 to 1,500 tons was offered f. o. b. 
Madagascar at 5%c. per pound. Large 
stocks exist in France. 

The Department of Commerce reports 
importations during November, 1918, as 
follows:—From France, 100 tons, value 
$21,230; Canada, 189 tons, value, $15,115; 
Mexico, 456 tons, value $11,400; total, 
745 tons, value $47,745. 


Lard Compound and Substitutes. 


Lard compound and lard substitutes 
have been removed from the export con- 
servation list of the War Trade Board. 
Coffee of all kinds has also been removed. 

All commodities, with certain excep- 
tions, may now be imported freely into 
Belgium, according to announcement of 
the War Trade Board. Those which re- 
quire Belgium import licenses included 
potato flour and spirits. 


Portugal Closes Certain Ports. 


By reason of the disturbed conditions 
existing in the northern part of Portugal, 
the Portuguese Government has closed to 
navigation all ports between Arvv*iro and 


Caminha, including these ports, according 
to announcement of the War Trade Board. 


BRITISH EXPORT CHANGES. 


Further Relaxations of War Regula- 
tions Made by Board of Trade. 


London, Eng., Jan. 30, 1919. 


The British Board of Trade has issued 
another list of items which have been 
released from certain regulations of the 
board under war export prohibitions.

That the government is aiming at co- 
ordination for transport and the fostering 
of foreign trade is evidenced in the an- 
nouncement of the dissolution of the Ex- 
port Control Committee and the appoint- 
ment last week of Conrad E. Spens as 
Assistant Director of Traffic, to whom 
the duties of the committee were trans- 
ferred.

Because the Shipping Board has an- 
nounced that the allotment of shipping 
made by it for the East Coast of South 
America trade will be sufficient to take 
care of all cargo now offered, the War 
Trade Board has cancelled W. T. B. R. 
501, issued January 13, 1919. The steam- 
ship companies have been instructed to 
disregard any outstanding preferences 
heretofore granted. 


A joint conference of the Agricultural 
Commission of the American Bankers’ 
Association and the Agricultural Com- 
mittees of 42 State Bankers’ associations 
will be held in Washington February 26 
and 27, with the Secretary, assistant sec- 
retaries, and bureau chiefs of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, representatives of the 
Bureau. of Education and the Federal 
Farm Loan Board. The object of the 
conference is to shape the bankers’ plans 
for 1919 in the matter of dealing with 
agricultural problems. 


A new general import license, to be 
known as PBF. No. 5, has been issued by 
the War Trade Board, covering the im- 
portation of goods previously exported 
from the United States. This general li- 
censé will remain valid indefinitely, until 
revoked, and under it importers will be 
privileged to enter such shipments of 
goods, regardless of value, as have been 
previously exported from the United 
States, without the necessity of first hav- 
ing to produce an individual import Ifcense 
from each shipment. 


By vote of 216 to 117, the House on 
Friday voted to recommit the bill ,for 
validation of informal .war contracts 
when the conference report on that meas- 
ure came up for consideration. The House 
also instructed its conferees to oppose 
the so-called minerals relief amendment 
which the Senate inserted in the bill. 
This amendment was designed to give re- 
lief to persons who at the suggestion of 
the government had invested money in 
the production of minerals needed for war 
purposes which had previously been im- 
ported, and rarely produced in this coun- 
try, including manganese, tungsten, 
chrome, etc. 

Predictions made a year ago that the 
deposits of tungsten ore or wolframite in 
South China, including territory in the 
colony of Hong Kong, would prove to be 
one of the most important additions to 
the world’s supply of this ore. Shipments 
of ore from Hong Kong alone, not includ- 
‘ing shipments from Canton, Swatow and 
other points made through Shanghai and 
other transshipment ports, have totaled 
$1,831,590 in value up to December 14, 
last year.

GOVERNMENT DYE 
INVESTIGATION ON 


Seeks Information to Assist Solu- 
tion of Present Economic 


Problems. 


That the government is collecting vital 
information during its wide investigation 
of the dye and chemical situation in this 
country for the purpose of presenting the 
facts in the settlement of the economic 
problems that will arise at the peace 
table was learned from the address of 
Lieut. W. W. Jones, an investigator for 
the government, who spoke at a meeting 

st week of the American Dyes Institute 

t_the Hotel Biltmore. 

It was at the suggestion of C. Cyril 
Bennett, secretary of the association, 
which was recently combined with the 
American Dyestuffs Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, that Lieutenant Jones addressed 
the members. Lieutenant Jones, who has 
been placed in charge of the investiga- 
tion of the dye and chemical situation, 
under instructions from Bernard M. 
Baruch, former chairman of the War In- 
dustries Board, now attending the peace 
conference, was able to reach the major- 
ity of the factors of the industries at this 
meeting. 

The dye and chemical men of this coun- 
try seek the protection of the government 
in fostering the industry which they so 
wonderfully have built up during the past 
four years under adverse conditions. It 
was learned that the association is di- 
recting its best efforts to the enactment 
of such protective measures by the gov- 
ernment. To accomplish this end speed- 
ily is the aim of the amalgamated bodies. 
To aid the government investigator, the 
association has sent out a questionnaire 
to its members covering prices and all 
other phases of the dye and chemical sit- 
uation. 

The officers of the association who were 
elected at a recent meeting, Walter H. 
Cottingham, president of Sherwin-Wil- 
liams Company, Cleveland, president; H. 
E. Danner, New York, treasurer, and C. 
Cyril Bennett, secretary, are working in 
co-operating with the government official. 

As a means of protection for the do- 
mestic industry, it was suggested that an 
import license law be passed or the estab- 
lishment of a sufficiently high tariff. Mr. 
Bennett pointed out the necessity of im- 
mediate protection of the home industries 
by the government, and urged that a 
be taken to shield the American dye mak- 
ers from the possible German invasion. 
Plans to overcome the latter resistance 
in the dye and chemical, as well as 
other industries, have already been for- 
mulated by France and England to pro- 
tect their individual home trades, he 
stated. 

“We are ready to co-operate with the 
government in every way in its investi- 
gations of the dye and chemical indus- 
tries,” said Mr. Bennett. “It is urgent 
that the government take prompt action 
with regard to protecting the wonderful 
industry which has been built up in this 
country during the past four years. The 
dye industry has been subject to long in- 
vestigation, and it is time that the gov- 
ernment follow the action instituted by 
England and France to establish early 
protective measures.”

American Commerce Co. Wins Legal 
Action in British Courts Involv- 


ing Saccharine Duties. 
London, January 24, 1919. 


In a decision handed down yesterday, 
by Justice Bray, the American Com- 
merce Company, Ltd., were the victors 
over Frederick Boehm, Ltd., in a suit in- 
stituted by the former to recover £300 as 
money paid by them on behalf of the de- 
fendants. The suit grew out of the sale to 
the defendants by the plaintiffs of 100 
pounds of saccharin to be shipped in Feb- 
ruary-March from New York to a British 
port at the price of 22s. a pound, c. i. f., 
duty paid. After the contract was made, 
and before the goods were delivered, the 
import duty’ on saccharin was increased 
by 60s. a pound, and the plaintiffs were 
obliged to pay £300 for increased duty 
when the goods arrived. 

In deciding the issues, Justice Bray said 
that the statute presupposed an obligation 
on the part of the buyer to pay the duty, 
otherwise this difficulty could never have 
arisen; without an obligation to pay the 
duty, there could not have been any obli- 
gation to pay increased duty. The de- 
fendants, it was decided, should have pro- 
tected themselves by expressly providing 
that the sellers must pay any increased 
duty which might be imposed, and, as they 
had not done so, the plaintiffs must have 
the benefit of the statute and would have 
judgment, with costs.

Washington, Feb, 14, 1919. 

A resolution calling upon the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to furnish to the 
Senate information regarding the freight 
rates on fertilizer materials was adopted 
by the Senate this week. The resolution, 
which was offered by Senator Gore, of 
Oklahoma, chairman of the Committee on 
Agriculture, was as follows :-— 

That the Interstate Commerce Commission 
be, and is hereby, directed to furnish the Sen- 
ate the following information in regard to the 
owas consolidated freight classification No. 


1. The freight rate as proposed under said 
classification on cottonmeal seed cake and 
hulls and other fertilizer materials, including 
nitrate of soda, acid phosphate, potash, etc., 
in less than carload lots, as compared with 
ron om gd freight rates on such articles and ma- 
erials. 


2. The proposed rates under such classifica- 
tion on said articles and materials in less 
than carload lots, as compared with the pro- 
posed rates in less than carload lots on com- 
mercial fertilizers; and 

8. The freight rates under the proposed clas- 
sification on such articles and materials in 
less than carload lots, as compared with the 
rates proposed on such articles as automobiles 
and furniture, in like lots.

: The Texas Company and Kuhne-Libby 
Company, with offices in New York city, 
have filed a joint complaint against the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railway Com- 
pany et al., on account of demurrage 
charges on shipments of gasoline. It is 
stated in the complaint that in January, 
1917, seven tank cars of gasoline were 
shipped to the complainants, at Marcus 
Hook, Pa., from Sistersville, W. Va., and 
that demurrage charges o $1,617 were 
assessed. This is declared to be unfair 
and unreasonable, and reparation of this 
amount, with interest from June 9, 1917, 
is claimed. 

It is proposed by the commission to 
amend the regulations in connéction with 
the transportation ot explosives and 
other dangerous articles by freight and 
express. A hearing on this is to be held 
here February 24, before Examiner Wil- 
son. 

It is also proposed to amend the regu- 
lation rejative to the transportation of 
cylinders containing compressed gasses 
By removing two clauses.

WORTHLESS STOCK. 


Sale Must Be Stopped by Congress, 


Declares Secretary Glass. 


Washington, Feb. 14, 1919. 

Congress should pass immediately 
drastic legislation to protect the people 
of the country and the capital now avail- 
able for investment against the flotation 
of worthless securities, Secretary Glass 
told the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee yesterday. 

To conserve ready money for legitimate 
and imperative reconstruction and read- 
justment uses, and to prevent Liberty 
Bonds, which carry a government fuar- 
antee, from being swapped tor worthless 
oil and other stocks, the head of the na- 
tion’s financial system declared that the 
people should be protected from “threat- 
ened grave injury’ by the enactment of 
a law drafted by the Capital Issues Com- 
mittee. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has 
given official indorsement and the strong- 
est possible support to a measure long 
advocated by the Reporter, and which 
has previously been urged by Mark L. 
Requa, director general of the oil division, 
U. S. Fuel Administration, who has had 
direct and personal knowledge of many 
worthless oil-stock selling schemes. 


Land Lease Bill Conference Report 
Bitterly Opposed. 


Washington, Feb. 15, 1919. 

The conference report on the coal, oil 
and phosphate lands leasing bill was sub- 
mitted to the House this week after the 
Senate and House had put through a con- 
current resolution authorizing Senator 
Pittman to sign Senator Phelan’s name to 
the conference report. The trouble arose 
over the fact that only three of the five 
Senate conferes on the bill were in Wash- 
ington, Senators Pittman, Shafroth and 
Smoot, and Senator Smoot refused to sign 
the report, believing that it did not deal 
liberally enough with the prospectors and 
the States in which the public lands are 
located. Senator Pittman was in Cali- 
fornia, and the other conferee, Senator 
Fall, was in New Mexico. Senator Phelan 
wired his willingness to approve the re- 
port, and a resolution was put through. 

The conservationists, headed by Gif- 
ford Pinchot, former chief forester of the 
United States, president of the National 
Conservation Association, are making a 
campaign against the adoption of the con- 
ference report, charging that the bill as 
agreed to, practically gives away to pri- 
vate interests resources now belonging to 
the people, worth millions of dollars.

There is a tendency toward lower 
prices in the dry color market, but the 
changes come very slowly. The hold- 
ers of stocks seem to think that they 
should have a chance to dispose of them 
at prices in accordance with the cost 
of production, even if there has been 
a reduction in the price of raw mate- 
rials. However, in most lines the mat- 
ter of stocks on hand is not a serious 
one, as they are not large. There is a 
good deal of hesitancy about cutting 
prices at this time, however, as labor 
and other costs have come down very 
little, if any, since the fighting ceased. 
Of course, manufacturers are no long- 
er fearful of losing the help, as they 
were while the fighting lasted but while 
three is now plenty of labor the cost is 
as high as ever. There has been no 
season’s price for paris green named as 
yet by the leading producers, but it is 
expected that it will be announced next 
week. In this case, as in some others, 
the producer with no stocks on hand 
would probably be willing to name a 
price lower than would the producer 
who still has a supply on hand. There 
has béen a reduction in the price of car- 
bon gas black, which is now offered at 
14@25c. Iron blues continue weak, and 
there has been a further cut of five 
cents a. pound. 


Blacks. 


There is a fair export demand for 
blacks, and the trade is not dull enough 
to be discouraging to producers, al- 
though there has not been as active a 
domestic demand recently as was gen- 
erally looked for at this time. The 
consuming trade, as in other lines, is 
waiting for lower prices. The idea 
seems to be that there is no danger of 
any higher prices anyway, and that 
therefore it is perfectly safe to hold 
back orders as long as possible. This 
is the feeling so generally met with, 
however, that there is nothing peculiar 
about it in this market. There has been 
a reduction in the price of carbon gas, 
which was formerly quoted at 16@40c., 
and leading producers now quote it at 
14@25c. In other lines, however, quo- 
tations are nominally unchanged. Bone 
is quoted at 5%@12c.; charcoal at 6c.; 
drop at 5%@l165c.; ivory at 16@30c.; 
vine at 4c., and lampblack at 15@45c.

TURPENTINE. 


The demand for turpentine continues 
very quiet, and the fact that the price 
is held steady is largely because of the 
fact that the market is quiet. If there 
was a chance of developing an active 
demand just under the market, the 
price might be lowered to create the 
demand. As long as there seems to be 
little interest regardless of price, there 
is little incentive to cut quotations. The 
sellers’ price in this market is now 70@ 
Tle, as compared with a quotation of 
14@72c. a week ago. Consumers are 
disposed to hold back until they see 
What the promise of the new season is, 
and to expect a very large increase in 
production. The situation is such that 
the consumer is in a position to hold 
back—even ignoring the fact that the 
consumer of turpentine can always turn 
to something else that will do about as 
Well if the price of turpentine does not 
suit him. The producers of naval 
stores admit that there will be a prob- 
able increase in production of 20 per 
cent. over the yield of last season, and 
consumers are disposed to believe that 
an increase of at least 25 per cent. is to 
be looked for. Naturally, it will take 
an increase in export business to hold 
the price at the level of today’s market 
if there is going to be a 25 per cent. 
increase in production, a domestic con- 
sumption of increases very slowly 
When the consuming trade considers the 
price high. There should be a good 
foreign demand for American turpen- 
tine during the year 1919; but this is 
something that depends entirely upon 
the political situation in foreign coun- 
tries, and this is something that it is 
certainly difficult for any one to try to 
forecast.

It has been evident to holders of 
rosin that unless there is going to be 
a very considerable carry-over into the 
new crop season there must be a more 
active demand developed in the near 
future than that which has been seen 
during the last few months. At one 
time there was talk of a shortage, and 
certainly the market made an advance 
that could only have been justified by 
an absolute famine. It is generally 
acknowledged now, however, that the 
advance was forced too far. The close 
of hostilities and the withdrawal of the 
active support given by government 
consumption caused most markets to 
hesitate, but just when there was a 
period of the greatest uncertainty in 
most markets the price of rosin was 
run up to a level unknown before. The 
advance was predicated upon the great 
export business that was to develop at 
once. Naturally the development of 
this business required time, and there 
has been little domestic demand since 
the great advance occured. There has 
been some shipments from Southern 
ports this week, but the mevement 
abroad has been very slow compared 
with what was expected, and there is 
no demand at all just now from domes- 
tic consumers. Day after day the 
Southern markets report “no sales,” 
and it is not to be expected that prices 
could hold steady at such an extremely 
high level under conditions like these. 
There has been a very material decline 
for the extreme top, but the price of 
rosin is still high. It is high enough 
to encourage as great a production as 
possible and the labor shortage, which 
was such a serious matter last spring, 
is something that there need be no 
trouble about now, although of course 
higher wages must be paid than those 
which prevailed before the war. There 
has been a weak undertone to the mar- 
ket for some time and there has been 
a sharp break in prices this week. 
The low grades, which a week ago 
were quoted at $13.80 a barrel, are now 
offered at $13.25. There has not been 
as much pressure on the higher grades, 
but water white is offered at $17.10, 
which is a decline of 15 cents on the 
week, and if there was any pressing 
for sale this price could undoubtedly 
be shaded. The idea now seems to be 
to move some rosin. Holders have 
been very firm all along, and the mar- 
ket has held rather steady, not because 
there was any demand, but because 
there was no disposition to attempt to 
force the situation by pushing rosin 
for sale. There is undoubtedly more 
than enough rosin in this country to 
meet all demands up to the time the 
new crop will be moving freely, and 
there will have to be a decided im- 
provement in the export demand to 
give any real strength to the market.

BARYTES.—There is a steady rou- 
tine demand for barytes, and while the 
consumption is, of course, by no means 
normal, it seems to be improving right 
along. Sellers continue to ask $22 a 
ton at the mills, and this price does not 
include the price. of the package. The 
bags add about $3 a ton to the cost. 
There has been no reduction in the 
cost of production as yet, and there 
seems to be no reason for expecting 
that there will be any reduction in the 
chief cost item—that of labor—so that 
there is not much talk of a price re- 
duction in the near future. 

BLANC FIXE.—There continues to 
be a slow demand for blanc fixe, and 
as was stated in the column last week 
there is nothing offering higher than 
4%c, now, while most of the business 
in dry is done around 3%c. There is 
little doing in pulp, which is quoted at 
$40@50 a ton. P 

CASEIN.—There is an improving 
demand for casein, and there promises 
to be an active business doing in the 
near future. Receipts of foreign casein 
have been light for a long time, and 
there is much interest in the question 
of whether the bulk of the South 
American production will go to Eu- 
rope or come here. The market is 
steady and most of the trading being 
done seems to be around 20c. a pound. 
The stories of very cheap foreign casein 
being offered seem to lack confirmation. 
The market is quoted at 18c. to 20c. 

CHALK.—The United States Gov- 
ernment has discovered that there is 
no chalk produced in this country. 
During the war there was an attempt 
to develop domestic production of all

GLUES. 


There is a good undertone to the 
glue market, and a steady improve- 
ment in the domestic demand. It is 
true that some people at the close of 
hostilities anticipated a more active 
demand early in 1919 than has as yet 
appeared. This was the case in most 
lines, but now it is recognized that 
there must be a gradual and not a 
rapid return to normal conditions, and 
no one any longer expects- anything 
but a gradual improvement in any line 
of business. There is no longer any 
labor shortage, and this is enabling 
some industries which use glue exten- 
sively to get back to a normal con- 
sumption. There has been no par- 
ticular change in the situation since 
our last report. Extra white is quoted 
at 36@45c a pound; medium white at 
31@35c.; cabinet at 26@38c.; low grade 
cabinet at 20@25c.; foot stock at 14@ 
18c.; brown foot stock at 15@19c., and 
common bone at $13@17c. 


WINDOW GLASS. 


There is a better feeling to the win- 
dow glass trade than there has been 
for a long time. The plan that has 
been agreed upon by the leading pro- 
ducers will prevent any over-produc- 
tion this year, and the fact that there 
has been a stability given to prices 
is bringing in a fair amount of busi- 
ness. The domestic consumption this 
spring may not be large enough to be 
called normal, but it promises to be 
quite good; and the constantly increas- 
ing export demand is a most encour- 
aging feature to the situation. For a 
long time the price of glass in South 
America has been very high, and a 
great deal of American window glass 
is wanted there as soon as it can be 
moved. There is also a steadily in- 
creasing demand from the Far East. 
Now that France has entered the mar- 
ket as a heavy buyer of American 
window glass there is an increased in- 
terest in the prospects for European 
business. The war has put many of 
the European producers out of busi- 
nss for some time to come, and there 
promises to be a very pressing demand 
for American window glass during the 
next year if political events abroad are 
of such a nature as to permit the work 
of repair to be pushed.

American crushers are not holding 
pack because of the prices in South 
America, for the Argentine seed at 
present quoted prices is the cheapest 
seed the Eastern crushers can get; but 
the question is to get delivery on the 
seed and to move it. The political and 
jlabor troubles in Argentina have 
muddled up the situation to a very 
great extent, and made it very difficult 
to do business in that country. The 
Buenos Aires market has — fluctuated 
very little this week, but this does not 
mean that it has been particularly 
steady. The government of Argentina 
seems trying to give some stability to 
the market by fixing an export price, 
and this is probably the reason why the 
Buenos Aires market holds steady. It 
is announced by advices from Buenos 
Aires that the government has fixed a 
minimum export price on seed that 
would be equivalent in the money of 
this country to $2.05 one-half a bushel. 
It would seem, however, that it would 
be very difficult to maintain this or any 
other fixed price in that country unless 
it was justified by conditions, as Ar- 
gentina is but a very small consumer 
of flaxseed. The Argentine crop is a 
large one and the export movement thus 
far has been so light that the weight 
of the crop must be felt. However, the 
railroad situation has prevented the 
movement of the seed so that it is the 
Argentine producer who is carrying the 
burden. Some people think that the 
situation in that country will result in 
low priced Argentine seed later in the 
year, but, of course, this is only a 
theory. There is talk of an increase in 
acreage in the Northwest this spring, 
and if there is as much new land brok- 
en as there promises to be, there may 
be an increase in the flax acreage, for 
flax is a new soil crop. 


The crux of the situation at the mo- 
ment is that there is very little seed of- 
fering, and that crushers are willing to 
pay the present level of values for what 
they can get prompt delivery on in all 
markets, This is not a weak situation,

DULUTH. 


Duluth, Minn., Feb. 12, 1919. 


Trading in the flaxseed market was 
comparatively light during the past week, 
in view of the small receipts and offerings 
from any quarter. 

The spot market was especially strong, 
its figure being advanced 7c. on bidding 
attributed mainly to operators for ship- 
ments scheduled to go down to Minneap- 
olis crushing plants. Not a ear of seed 
was received on the tracks here during 
the five days and stocks in the elevators 
amounted to only 65,000 bushels, so that 
picking up any seed wanted immediately 
became a_ difficult proposition. A dis- 
quieting development for operators was 
the placing of an embargo for the time 
being against fresh shipments from over 
the Northwest to this point owing to the 
elevators being filled up. Any receipts of 
grain of any kind on this market during 
the last two weeks ‘have been confined to 
that routed prior to the restrictions being 
placed in effect. Individual permits for 
shipments from any point are now only 
issued under the guarantee that the grain 
will be promptly taken care of at the 
terminals. 

Apart from the prospect of liberal Ar- 
gentine imports, the flaxseed trade situa- 
tion is regarded as stronger by specialists 
in view of a reported better general in- 
quiry for linseed oil owing to a brighter 
outlook in the building trade. According 
to advices received by operators, how- 
ever, considerable seed is still in the 
hands of growers over the Northwest, 
awaiting the opportunity to move it. 
Predictions are also being made that the 
acreage sown to flax next spring: will 
show an increase in spite of the efforts 
certain to be made to get as large an 
area as possible planted to wheat. Farm- 
ers over North Dakota and Montana are 
asserted to be preparing to break con- 
siderable new ground next spring, and 
that will be seeded to flax.

BUENOS AIRES. 


There has been little change in quota- 
tions in the Buenos Aires market this 
week. The price remains practically sta- 
tionary in a market that was quiet large- 
ly because of conditions that could not be 
classed as market conditions _ strictly. 
There would be a good demand from the 
United States if the seed could be deliv- 
ered and moved, but there were no ex- 
ports to the United States this week,-and 
the total exports for the year are only 
168,000 bushels, as compared with 2,125,- 
000 bushels last year. It is true that up 
to this time last year there had been no 
exports from Buenos Aires except those 
to the United States, but the total ex- 
ports thus far this year are only 530,000 
bushels. The fact that thé government 
has fixed a minimum export price will 
not encourage the movement, and unless 
there is a decided increase in exports 
soon the weight of the seed will become 
very heavy upon _ holders. The visible 
supply is now 2,600,000 bushels. .

LINSEED CAKE AND MEAL. 


There is no change in the situation in 
cake and meal as far as the Eastern 
crushers are concerned. “It is simply a 
question of waiting and hoping,” was the 
way the representative of one of. the 
largest oil companies put it. There is no 
chance to move the large accumulations 
of cake and meal until there is a chance 
to move it abroad, and it is simply a 
question of waiting until the export sit- 
uation makes this movement, possible. 
There will be a good demand at a good 
price when the goods can be moved.

OTHER NAVAL STORES. 


TAR AND PITCH.—There continues 
to be a rather quiet market in both tar 
and pitch, and the undertone of neith- 
er market is as good as it was a short 
time ago. For some time pitch has 
been quoted at $8@8.25 a barrel. There 
seems to be no longer any chance of 
getting more than $8, and, while holders 
hesitate to shade the $8 price, the mar- 
ket is not particularly strong at that 
level. Kiln burned tar has been quoted 
at $13@13.50 a barrel, but there is no

NAVAL STORES COMBINE. 





Turpentine and Rosin Interests Form 
$3,000,000 Corporation to Stim- 


ulate Foreign Trade. 


What purports to be a combination of 
producers in a stock company for the ex- 
press purpose of carrying on and promot- 
ing foreign trade under the provisions of 
the Webb-Pomerene act, legalizing com- 
bines for such trading, is found in the an- 
nouncement of the organization of the 
Naval Stores Producers’ Export Com- 
pany, made public at New Orleans last 
week, 

This plan was put into execution follow- 
ing a meeting of men representing about 
a third of the entire turpentine and rosin 
producing interests of the South. The 
feeling is prevalent that the balance of 
the trade will join the export company, 
which, according to provisions, will be a 
$3,000,000 corporation incorporated under 
the laws of Delaware. While the-office of 
the corporation will be in that State, it 
is understood that the logical headquar- 
ters will be established in New Orleans. 


For the purpose of completing the nec- 

essary formalities to legalize the newly 
organized combination, there will be a 
meeting of the interests the latter part of 
the month at which the charter will be 
signed. It is understood that the cor- 
poration will follow in the steps of the 
Southern Pitchpine Export Company, 
which has already combined for the pur- 
pose of entering into foreign trade, 
_ According to the proposed agreement, 
it is understood that the naval stores 
producers will furnish the corporation 
separate data on the amount of rosin pro- 
duced by them between March 1, 1919, 
and March 1, 1920. In addition, the pro- 
ducers will turn over to the export com- 
pany after its completion an amount of 
rosin equal to 20 per cent. of that amount, 
and as compensation will receive capital 
stock of the corporation. 

It is primarily iritended to trade in 
rosin, but there are also provisions made 
for the handling of turpentine. It is in- 
tended that the capital stock held by the 
separate producer will continue to depend 
upon the amount of the individual pro- 
duction, upon which a check will be kept, 


According to estimnates, based on the 
operation of the new company, it is fig- 
ured that the production of rosin for the 
season 1919-1920 will total 1,300,000 bar- 
rels of 500 pounds, an increase of 20 per

There has been 
no reduction in the price of the lead- 
ing vegetable oils this week, but there 
js no particular strength to the mar- 
kets, and as the shipping situation im- 
roves there will be a constant ten- 
dency toward lower price levels. 
Linseed oil remains unchanged, and 
the fact that there is strength shown 
in the seed markets prevents any talk 
of a price reduction at this time. It 
is claimed that linseed is too high as 
compared with other oils, but it is to 
be remembered that the price must be 
governed by the price of flaxseed, and 
the price of the oil at the present 
level does not seem to be out of line 
with the price of seed. The consump- 
tion of edible oils is heavy and is con- 
stantly increasing; but the demand 
from the paint trade and the soap- 
makers continues rather slack. There 
are exports of cottonseed, linseed and 
soya bean oil from day to day, but in 
most cases the lots moved are small, 
and the export movement has not as 
yet given the relief to the situation 
that many expected that it would 
give by this time. 

Following will be found detailed re- 
ports of the different vegetaBlle, ani- 
mal and fish oils: — 


LINSEED OIL. 


The price of linseed oil still remains 
unchanged at $1.45 a gallon. The price 
seems as firmly established for the 
time being as the price of cottonseed 
oil which has the United States gov- 
ernment behind it. Just to break the 
monotony, some of the leading produc- 
ers have advanced the price on single 
barrels to two cents over the five-bar- 
rel price, instead of the old difference 
of one cent a gallon. The market is 
still in a rut, and the demand con- 
tinues to be for only what is needed 
for immediate consumption. The con- 
suming trade compares the prices of 
linseed with the prices of some other 
oils, and calls it high. The producer, 
however, has nothing to consider ex- 
cept the price of seed, and the price of 
seed does not come down. There is a 
peculiar situation in the seed market, 
and the oil market will have to wait 
until it develops. There is plenty of 
seed in Argentina, but the chances to 
move it to this country at this time 
are not good, and there is little coming. 
There must be a much freer movement 
of Argentina seed in this direction 
than has been seen in the last six 
months, if there is going to be oil 
enough to meet even a reduced con- 
sumption. It is a situation that must 
work itself out, and the changing in 
the price of oil a few cents would mean 
little or nothing. There is still some 
talk of resale oil coming out from time 
to time, but there is not enough of this 
to have any effect on the situation. If 
there was an active demand the situa- 
tion would be a far different one, but 
the consumer would be reluctant about 
buying beyond immediate needs at this 
me no matter what the price, and so 
there is nothing for the crusher to do 
but to wait developments. The crusher 
is only a middleman, and cannot force 
conditions. There is some export de- 
mand, but not enough to have much 
market weight.

COTTONSEED OIL. 


The cottonseed oil situation is a 
government affair and not a market 
matter. There can be no real market 
under existing conditions, and the cot- 
ton growers are determined that condi- 
tions shall not be changed if they can 
help it. The government says what 
cottonseed oil shall sell at, and that 
must be the price as long as the gov- 
ernment says so. The meeting in 
Washington to discuss the situation, 
which is reported elsewhere in this 
paper, shows how great the uneasiness 
is over the situation, and yet it seems 
to be the opinion in the trade that 
there will be nohing done to radically 
change the situation, either by remov- 
ing or lowering the fixed price or by 
attempting to artificially support the 
market at the expense of competing 
oils. It is claimed by some that the 
stocks on hand are not abnormally 
large, and that the situation will work 
out all right without any further ac- 
tion being taken during this crop year. 
The matter seems to be largely a ques- 
tion of how much can be exported be- 
tween now and the Ist of,next August. 
That the price would not be as high 
as that fixed by the government were 
there an open market goes without 
saying, but there does not seem to be 
any equity in withdrawing the support 
given by the fixed price of oil made 
from seed bought at a price also fixed 
by the government and not allowing 
more than a fair margin of profit to 
the crushers. There is a question of 
how to obtain protection on. accumu- 
lated stocks in many other materials 
where there was no fixed prices, and 
holders of stocks are quite as reluctant 
to chance their prices as holders of 
cottonseed oil are to have the govern- 
ment change its fixed price. There is : 
good routine consumption, and the 
market seems to be able to get along 
without speculation, although the ex- 
isting situation is not a natural one. 


OTHER VEGETABLE OILS. 


ASTOR OIL.—See drug market. 

CHINA WOOD OIL.—There is little 
change in the situation in this market. 
There is a demand only for what is 
needed for immediate consumption, and 
this promises to be the case for some 
time tocome. There is no great abund- 
ance of pure China wood oil in this 
country, and there is little on the way. 
However, there seems to be a certainty 
of lower prices in the future, and na- 
turally consumers are not going to buy 
except what they have to have. There 
has been nothing accomplished as yet 
in the move to secure some more satis- 
factory test and contract. The matter 
of adulterated China wood oil is not 
something that is new. There is, of 
course, a greater temptation to adul- 
terate when the price is high, but adul- 
terated oil is as old as the trade. 

The satisfactory method seems to be 
a strict inspection in the producing 
country; but this is not practical for 
any one except firms which are repre- 
sented in the Orient. There has been 
no satisfactory method of dealing with 
adulterated oil after it has been put 
on thé market yet found, and the con- 
sequence is that a price higher than 
that popularly quoted can be obtained 
for oil that was inspected before it 
was shipped and which is known to be 
pure. This is the reason that China 
wood oil is offered below 20 cents by 
some people while other people are able 
to get as high as 24 cents.

COPRA.—The market displayed easy 
conditions this week, and, in the opin- 
ion of a number of holders, buying in- 
terests’ revival is impending. Offer- 
ings have been heard from a number 
of sources, but demand during the pe- 
riod closed was not evident. Offer- 
ings are on a basis of 6% @6%c. per 
pound in bags, New York; coast, 6c. 
Five hundred tons were offered at the 
Pacific coast at 6c. 

A total of 249,478 pounds of copra 
was imported by the United States 
from British Honduras in the year 
ending June 30, 1918, statistics issued 
recently showed. The Honduras in- 
dustry is one of great promise, said 
an importer. 


CORN OIL.—The corn oil market 
showed somewhat steady téndencies. 
The recent declines in prices have ar- 
rived at a level which may be termed 
permanent, said a holder. 300d in- 
quiries for export continue, but the 
reluctance of those in a position to 
buy is still noticeable. In the opin- 
ion of one holder, “buyers are sitting 
tight.” Torn oil people are now pre- 
pared to ship stocks abroad, but since 
the removal of the ban on exportation 
of this oil there has been no unusual 
movement of stocks. With the steady- 
ing up of conditions buyers are about 
due to come in, is the consensus of 
opinion. Crude is quoted at 14.20 per 
100 pounds, in barrels, carload lots, 
f. o. b. factory; in buyers’ tanks price is 
13c. per pound f. o. b. factory. Re- 
fined oil at New York is quoted at 
$1.45 per gallon in.cases (two five- 
gallon tins to case), and in barrels 
price is $16.06 per 100 pounds. Crude 
in New York is quoted at 18c. per 
pound. 

Corn oil meal is quoted at $50 per 
short ton, f. o. b. New York; the price 
in sacks is $54 per short ton for Febru- 
ary-March delivery at New York. The 
market has shown a decline since the 
period ended. Some holders are ask- 
ing $58.51 for carload lots. 

HEMPSEED OIL.—The market was 
dull during the period ended, with 
prices holding steady. The usual rou- 
tine demand has not been augmented 
to any extent. Stocks are not largely 
held, and there is no encouragement 
as yet for crushers to produce more 
stocks. With the low level in oils now 
seen to have reached its lowest, re- 
vival of interest is expected by those 
following the market. The last price 
heard was 18\c. per pound. 

KAPOC SEED OIL.—The market 
situation has not undergone any 
change since the last few weeks. Hold- 
ers and buyers have succeeded in de- 
veloping but small transactions, the 
limitation partly due to dearth of sup- 
plies.

Firming-up conditions are noted in 
some of the animal oils for the period 
terminated.

The ban on shipping 
oils had been in effect since July 5, 
1917, and. its lifting means that prod- 
ucts can be shipped to all countries 
but some of the Allies. It was pointed 
out this week that a loeal firm sold a 
bill of goods to an English firm in an 
English city, but import license was 
not issued by England; American li- 
cense was granted. While a license to 
bring in is necessary from the Allied 
group, the neutrals represent a prob- 
lem which lacks both import and ex- 
port license. The talk is that the Al- 
lied Blockade Committee is not per- 
mitting unlimited stuff to go forward 
to neutrals, fearing that in some way 
uncontrolled distribution to enemy na- 
tions may be indulged in through 
some means outside the control of all 
parties concerned in getting articles 
abroad. 

DEGRAS.—The market has been 
featured by a number of inquiries in 
the period closed. Offerings of Eng- 
lish grade as low as 11%c. per pound 
were heard in New York; American 
grade was quoted at 12@13c. per 
pound; neutral crude is quoted at 15@ 
18c.; neutral, refined, 23@25c. 

It was learned this week that “500,000 
bales of greasy wool” had been recently 
permitted exportation from New Zea- 
Iand. Some of the supply found its 
way to the United States, according to 
a local interest, who explained that 
better equipment for handling it was 
possible in shipping it out. Conditions 
growing out of the war may have 
caused exportation. New York holders 
received some days ago offers of wool 
grease for early shipment from Aus- 
tralia. French degras, on account of 
demand at home, is not available now 
in the United States. 

LARD OIL.—There was no change 
in the situation in this oil during the 
week. The firmness in lard was a fea- 
ture discussed by holders. Supplies 
are not large, it was learned on good 
authority; light demand probably ac- 
counts for it.

NEATSFOOT OIL.—Conditions were 
quiet in this oil during the period ter- 
minated.

Three hundred tierces of oleo oil were 
offered for export from New York on 
February 10, at a price described as 
“below market.” 

RED OIL.—The. market was quiet 

uring the week, and a number of 
good transactions were recorded. The 
upward trend of tallow is expected to 
bring in buying interest to holders of 
red oil. The export situation is ex- 
pected to. improve shortly, with indus- 
try in operation more smoothly. It is 
believed that settlements of labor dif- 
ficulties over wages, which obstruct 
some operations, will be settled. Quo- 
tations of 114%@12c. per pound were 
heard, and it was on this basis, with 
additional costs for packing, etc., that 
goods were booked for Sweden and 
other places.

Despite stormy weather during a 
week recently, advices from Christi- 
ania stated that fishermen landed 58,- 
549 crans of large herring—an amount 
53,969 more than the total for the 
same week of the previous war-rid- 
den year. The returns for the part 
of the season reported up to some days 
ago were 101,062 crans, as against 55,- 
541 crans for the previous year’s pe- 
riod. Fishing-folk are reported to be 
deriving large revenues. 

COD OIL.—The market has been 
quiet for the week ended; and demand 
has shown little activity since the 
British Government and other govern- 
ments first withdrew buyers.

facturers, or at least many of them, seem to 
prefer tallow at 8@%c. than cocoanut oil at 
12%@l14c. 

Large importers having large stocks on hand 
are not worried over the situation, apparently, 
for they can afford to hold for higher prices 
and are doing so. They are hopeful that a 
few weeks hence the export situation will im- 
prove. 

The business continues to suffer from _ the 
reneral shortage of tonnage. With more bot- 
toms to carry oils, it is felt the situation would 
quickly improve. An advance in prices is 
anticipated as soon as present stocks shall 
have been removed. 

The importation of vegetable olls continues 
very heavy, but most of the big cargoes have 
been contracted for months in advance, and 
the arrival of 10,000 tons does not affect the 
market in the least. 

There is little or no market for cocoanut 
oils in storage. Importers, who are strong 
financially, are showing a tendency to hold 
for higher prices. 

Announcement of decreased freight rates had 
no appreciable effect on the market. 

Operators themselves are disagreed as to the 
future of the market. Some optimistically 
look for an upward trend in prices, while 
others, apparently equally well informed, as- 
sert pessimistically that prices will go lower 
than they are now.

PEANUT OIL-—Was expected to show a de- 
gree of activity during the close of last year, 
but the expectation is being betrayed, as buy- 
ers still stick to their waiting policy and will 
hardly start any negotiations. The export trade 
is also very dull and inactive, as America, in 
whom much hope was laid by oil millers last 
year, is showing very little interest in this oil. 
The ruling price is 85 yen per picul. 

SESAME SEED OIL—Is extremely weak and 
very little business is put through. This is 
an extraordinary turn in the market for this 
oil, for, as a rule, this ofl] is in a buying 
season in January, and the market shows 
much briskness. Holders quote this oil at 
26.50 yen per case, but this is only nominal. 

SOYA BEAN OIL-—Is extremely dull and in- 
active and its price tends downward. This oil 
is still quoted by holders at 18.30 yen, but it 
is only nominal. In view of the falling off of 
foreign business, many oil mills have either 
shut down or cut down their production. Al- 
though how much reduction has been effected 
in production is not yet known, it has caused 
already a big decrease in the supply of bean 
cakes.

State Department Will Uphold Dry 
Proclamation Pending Decision 


by U. S. Supreme Court. 


The State Department will uphold its 
certification of the prohibition amendment 
to the Constitution, officials in Washing- 
ton have announced, It was pointed out 
that the State Department possesses no 
judicial powers, and has no alternative but 
to proclaim an amendment to the Con- 
stitution when its passage has been cer- 
tified by the requisite number of States. 
The department is not concerned by re- 
ports that its certification of the prohibi- 
tion amendment to the Constitution was 
illegal, even if, as it is alleged, the 
adoption by some State legislatures of the 
amendment was irregular and not bind- 
ing. It was asserted that, if there is any 
question as to .the effectiveness of the 
ruling of the State Department regarding 
the prohibition amendment, the final de- 
cision must be made by the Supreme

Kauri-Gum Oil Extracting in New 
Zealand. 


Kauri gum has been exported from 
New Zealand to the value of $100,000,000, 
which does not seem to represent one-balf 
of the actual value of the gum deposited 
in the earth from the immense kauri 
forests that have covered much of th 
northern half of the north island for 
many centuries. It is claimed that 
there are many thousands of acres of rich 
kauri peat lands that will yield from 
5,000 to 6,000 tons of chip gum dirt, sald 
to have a value of at least $5 per ton, or 
from $25,000 to $30,000 per acre, net, 0 
say noting of the standing timber ani 
the ae uried trunks of kauri tree 
very rich in gum. 

This kauri peat has been successfully 
treated by distillation, according to a 
article published in the New 
Farmer of this city, when tried in a smal 
way, and now plans are being 
by a consulting engineer for a t with 
a capacity of 4,500 gallons of gum 
oil per week, to cost, with necessary 3 
cessories, about $40,000. It is claimed 
this oil is worth 48 cents per gallon dear 
of all costs in Auckland. It is claimed 
additional units of this plant could be 
built at about one-half of the cost of the 
original works..

California. 


The recent report on the land lease bill has 
had little effect so far in California, but the operators 
believe that, with a definite situation generally under- 
stood, instead of a problematical settlement, as in 
the immediate past, there will be an increase in the 
amount of new work with similar effect upon the 
output of crude. Already wildcat work is to the 
fore in California, and a new well near Santa Fe 
Springs—six miles from settled production—indi- 
cates a new source of light oil. It is believed a 
large territory will be opened as a result. During 
the year just ended the production of the Sunset 
State was held to totals largely through the Monte- 
bello field in the South, but this has now declined 
from 22,000 barrels a day to approximately 16,000, 
with the result that new sources of oil must be ex- 
ploited. The report for the week shows a total 
of 14 wells begun drilling, 23 water shut-off tests, 
24 wells being deepened and three abandonments, 
the totals being almost twice those of the previous 
week. 


Canada. 


After considerable delay the first official re- 
turns of refinery production in Calgary for the year 
1918 have been made public, the totals showing a 
considerable increase in output over the year 1917. 
The gasoline production was something over 10,193 
barrels, as compared with 7,138 barrels in 1917, 
while the output of kerosene was 2,241 barrels, as 
compared with 564 barrels for the year before. The 
output of gasoline would have been larger had there 
been demand, since the product is sold principally 
for tractor purposes on contract and the dry summer 
and fall reduced the consumption. 


Gulf Coast. 


The producers of the Gulf Coast division of the 
petroleum producing fields are anything but happy 
since the cut of 55 cents a barrel in crude oil effected 
within three weeks. The first cut on January 14 
put the price down 30 cents a barrel from $1.80 to 
$1.50, and this was followed by a second cut of 25 
cents, which was effective February 3. The fact 
that fully 90 per cent. of Gulf Coast production is 
under the control of five companies has started the 
usual outcry against pipelines by the 150 or so 
smaller companies, with production ranging from a 
few barrels to a few hundred barrels, since they are 
the most affected by the slashing. This combined 
with the wet fields and weather handicaps has acted 
as a discourager to the smaller producers. The rec- 
ord for the week in new wells and in new oil pro- 
duced is decidedly poor. 

Mid-Continent. 


Conditions are improving rapidly in the two great 
fields of the Mid-Continent oil divison, Kansas and 
Oklahoma, and with the betterment of roads traffic 
has been speeded and new work is being carried on 
with increased celerity. For the past several weeks 
the production figures have shown an improvement, 
and this week’s report is no exception. Kansas has 
come back proportionately faster than Oklahoma, 
for the reports from the Sunflower State show a daliy 
average production for the period of about 86,000 
barrels, of which amount Augusta is credited with 
14,000; El Dorado, 56,000; and the other districts 
16,000 barrels. There has been a marked revival 
in drilling operations. 

Oklahoma’s daily production is placed at 
218,000 barrels, of which amount Cushing is cred- 
ited with 40,000 barre!s, Healdton with 38,000, 
and the balance of the State 140,000 barrels. There 
is renewed activity in the southern counties of the 
State, notably~in Cotton, Stephens and Tillman 
counties, and the size and number of wells com- 
pleted there recently point to the development of a 
new field. There is an attempt also by drilling 
to find the Burkburnett, Texas, sand on the Okla- 
homa banks of the Red River, and despite the liti- 
gation over the Red River bed leases prominent 
operators are planning for an important drilling 
campaign there. There were a number of new 


wells ranging from 200 to 250 barrels initial pro- 
duction reported for the week, details of which will 
be found in the usual Mid-Continent report upon 
another page of this issue. All signs point to still 
greater increases of crude output in the Kansas- 
Oklahoma territory. 


North Louisiana. 


__ The outlook in Northern Louisiana is nothing, 
if not auspicous, despite the pipeline limitations to 
the movement of crude oil. The Homer field has 
now spread over a territory 10 miles by 12 miles, 
and tests will include the entire acreage. The new 
Bull Bayou district in De Soto and Red River 
parishes is of equal importance, and since the oil 
produced in boh new districts is a good grade of 
light petroleum bringing from $1.75 to $2.25 a bar- 
rel, there is every prospect that ample means will 
be provided for moving it to consumption. More 
outside capital has been brought in to this territory 
since the discovery of oil in Claiborne parish than 
at any time in the history of the field. The drop of 
Caddo heavy crude to the dollar-a-barrel basis has 
acted as a depressant, but heavy oil is a comparative 
drug on the market in certain sections of the Gulf 
Coast, while there is to the contrary an increasing 
demand for the light grades. There were 13 com- 
pletions during the week, with a production of 4,300 
barrels of new crude. Of this total Caddo had 9 
completions and 4,025 barrels of oil. Red River 
had one completion of 275 barrels. 


North Texas. 


The open winter has had its effect in the fields 
of North Central Texas and the Panhandle, and 
there is an unusual amount of work being done in 
this important section of the Texas petroleum fields. 
Hundreds of locations for new wells are being made 
within a radius of 100 miles from Ranger, and 
drilling is under way in practically every mile of this 
territory. The report for the week shows 41 com- 
pletions, as against 44 last week, but the new pro- 
duction has jumped from 9,820 barrels to 19,955 
barrels during the interval. Of this total Burkbur- 
nett is credited with 18 completions and 7,400 bar- 
rels of new oil; Stephens county with 9 completions 
had 9,225 barrels of new production, and Com- 
manche county with one completion poured out 2,500 
barrels. There were three gassers and four dry 
holes for the interval. 


Eastern Pipeline Runs. 


The pipeline reports of the lines included in the 
Eastern division differ but little from the reports for 
the last month of 1919, although the changes are to 
be placed on the loss side. For the month of Janu- 
ary there were 2,070,038 barrels run, as compared 
with 2,072,363 barrels for December, a\ loss of 
2,325 barrels, while the daily average runs for -Jan- 
uary were 66,775 barrels, a loss of 75 barrels from 
the December average. The deliveries during Jan- 
uary were 3,107,476 barrels, a daily average of 
100,241 barrels, which was a decrease of 241,075 
barrels from the December totals. The total stocks 
at the end of January were 7,987,416 barrels, an 
increase of 431,539 over the stocks on Decem- 
ber 31. 

Refined Products. 


The export situation as regards refined oils, par- 
ticularly illuminating, is governed still by charter con- 
ditions, and week to week these conditions vary with 
reflected results in shipment totals. There is a heavy 
export demand at the present time for illuminating 
oil, and while a certain number of tankers hitherto 
in Government service have been restored to their 
owners, still the facilities for such overseas shipment 
are not equal to the demands made upon them. Ker- 
osene and gasoline are the principal items in the ex- 
port market, and the result is firmness. 

Locally there is no change in the situation, yet 
the demand for both kerosene and gasoline continues 
heavy with prices firm, and with some difficulties ex- 
perienced because of export shipment demand.

If the Texas fields 
shall develop by the end of the year into 
what oil producers expect they will, and 
the price shall remain the same, the rev- 
enue to the State for the last quarter of 
1919 would be at the rate of about three 
million dollars a year on a 2 per cent.

In the absence of a production tax on 
oil, it is obvious that the State would se- 
cure practically no revenue from the 
taxation of oil. All that could be taxed 
under the property tax law would be 
such quantities as might be in storage 
within the State on the day the taxes 
were assessed. The State would have 
to depend upon the taxing of oil wells 
and oil leases and machinery owned by 
oil-producing companies.

LEASE ASSESSMENT. 


Decision in Kentucky Case Upholds 
Producer Against Local Tax 
Boards. 


Louisville, Ky., Feb. 14, 1919. 

A decision far-reaching in its effect is 
that of the Kentucky Court of Appeals, 
by Judge John D. Carroll, in the suit 
of W. S. Raydure, a prominent operator, 
against the Board of Tax Supervisors of 
Estill county, Kentucky. At the time of 
assessment Raydure, under protest, listed 
eight oil and gas leases in the county, 
comprising 1,272 acres in all, but contend- 
ed that he was not required to list un- 
developed territory. The board, however, 
contended that undeveloped sections of 
Raydure’s leases were valuable, and fixed 
the valuation on the property as a whole, 
not the individual tracts, at $250,000. 
On the eight leases were 111 producing 
wells, subject to direct taxation on oil as 
fixed by law by the Legislature. The 
board allowed five acres of land to each 
well, as exempt from property taxation, 
and assessed the remainder of the un- 
developed property. Raydure appealed to 
the Quarterly Court of Estill county, and 
lost the decision. He then appealed to the 
Circuit Court, and Judge Adams _ sus- 
tained the supervisors and the Quarter- 
ly Court. He then appealed to the high- 
est State court, which reversed the low- 
er courts, directing the supervisors of 
Estill to assess the land only at its fair 
cash value, excluding the value of pro- 
ducing wells. In summing up the case 
Judge Carroll’s opinion read :-— 

“It follows from what had been said 
that the produetion tax on the oil pro- 
duced is separate and distinct from the 
ad valorem tax to which the leases are 
subject and cannot operate to exempt 
them from the property tax. The impo- 
sition of an additional tax on the same 
privilege would be double taxation. 

“The Board of Supervisors, after tak- 
ing out the exemption of five acres, ap- 
pears to have assessed the eight leases 
as a whole, or as one lease, of the value 
of $250,000. Under our view of the law, 
each lease was a separate and distinct 
piece of property and the value of each 
should have been fixed by the Board of 
Supervisors without respect to the value 
of any other, and a prejudiced error was 
committed against the appellant, Rey- 
dure, in this respect. 

“On a return of the case the board 
should hear evidence and find the fair 
cash value of each lease, excluding the 
value of each well thereon, estimating the 
price it would bring at a fair voluntary 
sale, and then assess it. The quantity 
of land that should be excluded in con- 
nection with each well, we express no 
opinion concerning. 

“Wherefore, the judgment is reversed 
with directions to proceed in conformity 
with the opinion.” 

Under the decision in this case super- 
visors in several oil counties will have to 
make fresh assessments on hundreds of 
leases, where such lease had been lumped, 
instead of individually assessed. Various 
counties raised the assessments on the 
lump sums, with the result that this de- 
cision has a very far-reaching effect. 


Oil Reported Struck in Derbyshire, 
England, Coal Fields—Pearson’s 
Making Tests. 


Oil has been struck in a well in the 
Derbyshire coal fields near Birmingham, 
England, by American drillers working 
under the direction of the British Gov- 
ernment, it is reported in dispatches from 
London, bearing date of February 8. In- 
formation as to the flow of oil in the well 
has been withheld. Six wells are being 
put down in the vicinity of the strike in 
what is regarded as showing possibilities 
of an extensive oil field. 

Under the British Government’s £1,- 
000,000 scheme to develop a national 
petroleum industry, the Pearson interests 
are making numerous tests and boring 
for free oil in the Derbyshire coal fields. 
They are also spending £800,000 to prove 
Algerian concessions at Depuhs as well as 
carrying out extensive prospecting work 
in Western Asia and in the Colonies. 
Persistent reports are to the effect that 
the Royal Dutch Shell group is anxious 
to formally co-operate with the Pearsons 
in these operations. 

Representatives of numerous indus- 
tries desirous of obtaining cheap fuel sup- 
plies and who have had fears of trouble 
in the coal labor outlook, are backing the 
projects. Along with this it is stated that 
the government is fostering a national 
policy of developing oil and it is under- 
stood that the French Government has 
been invited to lend its co-operation in 
the undertaking. 








Mexican Eagle Oil Company Reports 
$28,235,441 Profit Year Ended 
June 30, -1918, 


London, Feb. 11, 1919. 

The Mexican Eagle Oil Company re- 
ports for the year ended June 30, 1918, 
a profit of $28,235,441 in Mexican gold, 
against $19,870,649 in 1917. Dividends 
for the year aggregated $12,688,797, 
against $10,000,000 in the previous year, 
and surplus amounted to $2,219,054, as 
against $6,503,420 in 1917. The report 
states that the company’s total reserves 
are $60,156,094. The litigation which had 
been in progress for many years between 
the company and the Mexican Petroleum 
Company’s interests has been terminated 
by an agreement for joint ownership of 
the properties in dispute. 

Regular production, which was recently 
interrupted by the appearance of water in 
one of the big wells, has been assured by 
the opening of flowing wells in other fields. 
The pipeline capacity is being increased 
by 20,000 to 100,000 barrels per day to 
the ports of Tuxpam and Tampico.

PREPARING BILL 
TO SAVE HELIUM 


Natural Gas Industry Affected 
by Legislation Proposed by 


Congressmen. 


Washington, Feb. 14, 1919. 


The United States has practically vir- 
tual monopoly of the non-inflammable gas 
helium, Helium is an element in some 
natural gas, and as is now known, 99.9 
per cent of all the helium in the world is 
in the United States. Not all natural gas 
carries helium, and while most of the pe- 
troleum in this country does not carry 
any trace of helium, there is more helium 
in this country than our proportion of 
petroleum would indicate in comparison 
with that of other nations. 

The United States Government has al- 
ready paid something like $1,500,000 to 
restrict the production of natural gas, 
carrying helium, to such volume that the 
government can extract the helium it con- 
tains and store it for future use, since 
the natural gas is just as valuable for 
fuel after the helium is removed. 


The general leasing bill, which has just 
been agreed to, emphasizes the need for 
legislation now to safeguard the rights 
of the government or the league of na- 
tions to this helium. Had the govern- 
ment’s rights been similarly safeguarded 
in the so-called naval reserves, before pri- 
vate capital and industry had done de- 
velopment work, there would not have 
been any such squabble as held the three 
departments, Navy, Interior and Justice, 
deadlocked for many months. 

For military providence and to provide 
for scientific research and a possible in- 
dustrial revolution, legislation is now be- 
ing formulated to restrict the production, 
use and exportation of helium until a 
definite governmental _o. regarding its 
use and preservation for posterity can be 
put in force. 

The special commission representing the 
Bureau of Mines which leaves this week 
for Europe will hold conferences on the 
subject of helium with the scientists of 
the other nations. 

In Congress there are several members 
with scientific bent who have learned a 
lesson from the oil-land leasing legisla- 
tion, who are even now drafting one or 
more bills to safeguard the helium depos- 


its. The Geological Survey has been col- 
lecting important data regarding the 


fields in which there is helium-carrying 
gas. The best known deposits are in the 
region of Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas,’ 
with a little in Ohio. It is probable that 
a measure will soon be introduced in Con- 
gress providing for the development and 
conservation of these deposits of helium 
for industrial uses and with due regard 
for eventual military needs. The fact 
that the only large known and econom- 
ically available source of helium in the 
world is the natural gas of certain limited 
districts within the United States, which 
is now being rapidly dissipated and lost 
forever through consumption as fuel, will 
be set forth as the reason why legislation 
is imperative. 

This legislation will propose that some 
government official, probably the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, be authorized and di- 
rected to include in all prospecting per- 
mits, patents to or licenses upon oil and 
gas lands, the privilige to reserve to the 
United States the right to any helium 
produced therefrom, as also the right to 
treat, or cause to be treated for the re- 
moval of helium, and natural gas pro- 
duced from such lands before this natural 
gas is used for fuel or other purposes, un- 
der such regulations as the Federal offi- 
cial may prescribe. 

The bill will also propose that the 
President be empowered to delegate au- 
thority to install, either through govern- 
ment or private agencies, plants for the 
removal and preservation of helium from 
any well, pipeline or other supply of nat- 
ural gas in the United States or its pos- 
sessions, provided that the owner thereof 
shall be compensated for all gas or other 
valuable products permanently removed 
‘during such process and for any loss or 
damage to their regular business result- 
ing therefrom. This bill would also au- 
thorize the President either to enter into 
contract with such parties directly in the 
name of the United States, or through 
duly authorized representatives, or to 
authorize private individuals, partner- 
ships or corporations to do so under such 
provisions as he may prescribe or which 
may be directed by Congress. 

It will provide that, if, in the settle- 
ment of claims for compensation against 
the United States, the President or his 
representative and the owners of the gas 
or gas pay cannot agree, the settle- 
ment of the question shall be referred to 
a commission consisting of one represen- 
tative appointed by the President, one by 
some commereial organization of national 
scope, such as the U. §S. Chamber of 
Commerce, and a third member agreed 
upon by the other two, and the decision 
shall be final. 

The bill when introduced will name 
some sum, probably about $5,000,000, as 
a working capital for the payment of ex- 
penses under the act. 


FUEL OIL INQUIRY. 








Senate Committee Asks Daniels to 
Give Information on Navy and 


Mercantile Marine Needs. 


Washington, Feb. 14, 1919. 


Aroused by a recent statement of Sec- 
retary Daniels, of the Navy Department, 
to the effect that the use of fuel oil 
should be confined to the navy and the 
merchant marine for the future, and that 
the supply of oil in this country should be 
conserved for those purposes. Senator 
Ransdell, of Louisiana, had the Senate 
Committee on Commerce, of which he is 
a member, adopt a resolution calling for 
information regarding the fuel oil situa- 
tion in this country. The resolution is as 
follows :-—— 

Resolved, That the War, Navy, Interior 
and Commerce Departments and the United 
States Shipping Board be requested to fur- 
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nish this committee the following informa- 
tion, to wit:— 

Fuel oil requirements of the United 
States navy and mercantile marine for the 
year beginning January 1, 1919. 

2. The sources from which fuel oil is 
under contract to be furnished and assur- 
ances of supply being availablé when and 
where required. 

3. Quantity now in storage owned by the 
government or stored for its account and 
the location of same. 

4. The extent to which imports from Mex- 
ico have been affected by changed produc- 
ing conditions, taxes, embargoes or other 
restrictions, and 

5. Territory known or considered to be 
oil bearing and the percentage of such de- 
veloped or exhausted. 


Natural Gas Regulations of Fuel Ad- 
ministration Still in Effect. 


Washington, Feb. 14, 1919, 


Natural gas regulations are still in ef- 
fect, the U. S. Fuel Administration an- 
nounces, Owing to an apparent misap- 
prehension in some quarters to the effect 
that the suspension of certain, fuel regu- 
lations effective February 1 applied to 
commodities other than coal and coke, an 
official statement was issued by the con- 
servation division of the Fuel Administra- 
tion calling attention to the fact that nat- 
ural gas regulations were not cancelled 
by this order. 





Metropolitan Petroleum Co. Stock- 
holders Retain Geo. S. Graham in 
Island Oil Litigation. 


Announcement has been made by the 
Metropolitan Petroleum Company that 
some of the larger stockholders have 
retained George S. Graham, former dis- 
trict attorney of Philadelphia, as asso- 
ciate counsel for the company in the 
litigation now pending between’ the 
company and the Island Oil and Trans- 
port Corporation, involvin title to 
some of the latter’s properties in Mex- 
ico. Recently Mr. Graham acted as 
counsel for Pierre S. du Pont, president 
of the du Pont company, in a successful 


action involving the purchase of the 
Coleman du Pont stock, ownership of 
which had been questioned by oppo- 


nents of Mr. du Pont. 

Coincident with the announcement of 
the retention of Mr. Graham, the Island 
Oil Company made announcement of a 
project of the company for the erection 
of an oil “splitting plant” or refinery in 
connection with the company’s Mexican 
properties. The officers of the company 
are looking forward to a heavy increase 
in the demand for high gravity Mexican 
oil, and in this connection it is stated 
that the Mississippi valley has come to 
be the greatest market for gasoline in 
the country, taking more of this prod- 
uct than the entire Atlantic seaboard. 
This is due to the fact that farmers as 
individuals and farm work are now the 
largest consumers of gasoline of any in- 
terest in the market, according to gov- 
ernment statistics.

Honolulu Oil Cases Decided—One 


Protest Dismissed. 
Washington, Feb. 14, 1919. 


Two decisions in Honolulu oil cases 
have just been made by the Commission- 
er of the General Land Office. In the 
section 6 case the location was held 
fraudulent, and the applicant’s right to 
the entire area of all four claims denied, 
subject to appeal. In the other case, he 
held that diligence was shown by the 
applicant at the date of withdrawal; the 
protest of the Department of Justice was 
dismissed, and the twelve mineral entries, 
covering the thirteen McReynolds loca- 
tions, approved for patenting in the ab- 
sence of appeal by the Department of 
Justice within thirty days from notice.

OKLAHOMA-KANSAS FIELDS GAINING IN 
PRODUCTION—WEATHER CONDITIONS AN AID 


Tulsa, Okla., Feb. 11, 1919. 


Warmer weather and an improvement in 
roads in many parts of the Oklahoma and 
Kansas fields have been followed by more 
active operations and an increase in produc- 
tion. The Kansas field, which was hard hit 
by storms and cold weather, has come back to 
its usual output of oil, but the Butler county 
highways are still in bad condition and new 
work in that section of the State is slow in 
resuming. The daily production of Kansas is 
now estimated at 86,000 barrels, divided as 
follows:—Augusta, 14,000 barrels; El Dorado, 
56,000; other districts, 16,000 barrels. 


Work in Garfield and Kay counties, Okla- 
homa, is still held back by roads that are al- 
most impassable. Outside of these counties a 
revival in dril is noticeable. Oklahoma’s 
daily production {is fixed at 218,000 barrels. 
Cushing is credited with 40,000 barrels; Heald- 
ton has $8,000 barrels, and the remainder of 
the State, 140,000 barrels. 


The southern part of Oklahoma is now at- 
tracting attention. This is particularly true 
of Cotton, Stephens and Tillman counties, 
where a number of wells recently completed 
give promise of a new field. In territory bor- 
dering on the Red River a number of tests 
are drilling. Their owners have a hunch that 
the prolific sand found at Burkburnett, Texas, 
extends across the river into Oklahoma. 
Leases have been taken on parts of the Red 
Ktiver bed, and in spite of the threatened liti- 
gation over these leases between the States 
of Oklahoma and Texas, certan operators are 
preparing to do some drilling in the river. 
Cottonm and Stephens counties have been slow 
in getting into the oil-producing list, but it 
now appears that they are due for recognition. 
The Magnolia Petroleum Company, McMan Oil 
Company, and Pennok Oil Company _ are 
among the energetic concerns which are devel- 
oping that part of the State. Drilling is diffi- 
cult and the wells are expensive, but these 
are not serious obstacles when a good well is 
in sight.

The Empire Gas and Fuel Company's test in 
section 34-2 south-3 west is shut down, with 
the production of the well estimated at from 
200 to 350 barrels. It will be put on the pump.

When the sand was pen- 
etrated the gas came to the surface with 
terrific force, hurling the drilling tools high 
in the air and partially demolishing the 
derrick. There are 22 gassers in the field 
with an estimated capacity of 600,000,000 


cubic feet.

Surveying Red River Bed. 


A survey of the bed of the Red River along 
the entire south boundary of Tillman and 
Cotton counties and a part of Jefferson county 
was started on Monday by W. P. Danford, 
civil engineer in the oil and gas division of 
the Public Lands Office. This is in obedience 
to a joint resolution passed by the Legislature 
and preliminary to the sale of oil and gas 
leases on the river bed, which takes place 
March 11 in the office of the commisisoners of 
the land office. 

The State lays claim to that part of the 
river bed lying south of the south boundary of 
the riparian land in Oklahoma and north of 
the south bank, or high-water mark of the 
stream. The call for bids on the land specifies 
“all of the bed of the Red River below high 
water mark and between the meander lines 
thereof as established and located by the 
United States Government survey.’’ 

This is Oklahoma’s preliminary step into a 
phase of the controversy respecting the own- 
ership of the bed of the Red River. Since 
Texas claims half the bed of the stream the 
leasing of these tracts by Oklahoma will 
cause an overlapping of claims. 

“Under court opinions I am convinced that 
the boundary dispute between Oklahoma and 
Texas will be brief,’’ says R. H. Wilson, State 
Superintendent of Education, who is a member 
of the public land commission. ‘‘Texas has 
no valid claim beyond the south bank of the 
river. When that matter is disposed of we 
shall approach the question of how far into 
the river bed riparian ownership reaches. To 
determine that I favor a friendly suit being 
instituted and taken on an agreed statement 
of facts direct to the State Supreme Court.” 


To Develop the Osage. 


Complying with the terms of the leases 
granted at the sale of Osage leases at Paw- 
huska in November, which were Subsequently 
approved by the Osage Council and the Interior 
Department, work has started on development 
of the west side lands. 

The Carter Oil Company has the first rig up 
on the center of the north line of the south- 
west quarter of section 9-26-6 east, four miles 
northeast of Burbank. This is the first of 


approximately 75 wells which must be drilled’ 


within the next 11 months. 

In addition to the drilling for oil the Kay 
County Gas Company will be required to spend 
an enormous sum in development of its 192,000 
acres of leases in the West Osage. The gas 
company has agreed to make continued effort 
to develop production amounting to 50,000,000 
cubic feet of gas, open flow at the wells, a 
day. It is not permitted to utilize more than 
20 per cent. of the volume. The company is 
required to spend $150,000 the first year in 


the southwest development of the leases. 
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In case the maxi- 
mum flow of gas is not obtained it is required 
to expend $100,000 each year thereafter during 
the life of the lease and maintain a production 
10,000,000 feet of gas daily. This figure of 
10,000,000 cubic feet for piping purposes is to 
be figured on a basis of not more than 20 per 
cent. of the open flow at the wells. 


The gas company is not permitted to figure 
the sum paid out in construction of pipelines 
in the lump amount required for development 
purposes each year. No facilities for the mar- 
keting of gas are to be included in the figures. 
The first $150,000 required for the first year 
and the additional $100,000 required each year 
until the maximum production required by the 
lease terms has been reached must be spont in 
drilling and equipping gas wells. 

The gas company will be required to use 
10,000,000 cubic feet of gas a day and pay for 
it, provided it develops 50,000,000 cubic feet 
open flow at the wells. The royalties that 
must be paid the Indians for this gas will total 
approximately $300 a day. 


Wyoming Has Two New Oil 
Structures Held to Be 


Important. 


Lander, Wyo., Feb. 12, 1919, 


Advices from the fields during the week is 
the finding of two exceptionally fine looking 
oil structures heretofore unknown by the oil 
men or geologists. These structures are located 
close to the Bates hole and to the southwest 
of Rongis and north from the Union Pacific 
Railroad, in Sweetwater county, and to the 
north of Red Desert Station. This looks as 
though a new and important field would be 
developed, providing the oil is found by drill- 
ing on the structures. It is hard to get to 
the structures, as they are located far out in 
the Red Desert country, close to the Great 
Divide. Out in that section of the country is 
a lone drilling well and unknown to all except 
a few that are interested in the venture. The 
oil scouts have missed it, and how the machin- 
ery and material were moved or freighted in 
without being known is a mystery to the 
scouting oil fraternity. 

The Carter Oil Company is erecting a drill- 
ing rig on Bates Hole Creek, and wili start 
the drill as soon as weather conditions settle. 
This structure lies fifteen miles east from the 
hamlet of Alcova. 

Work to a large extent is shut down in Wyo- 
ming, as far as wildcat development work is 
concerned, and the drilling that is under way 
is in well established winter camps. 

The Illinois Pipeline Company is rushing 
through the pipeline from the Lance Creek 
well of the Ohio Oil Company, in Niobrara 
county, to Lusk. The line will be of 6-inch 
size, and will be close to thirty miles in 


length. 

The Ohio Oil Company has drilled in its 
third well in the Kirby Creek pool, and it 
has all the semblance of a gusher. This is the 
field in which five recently dry holes were 
drilled, and being the second gusher for the 
Ohio Oil Company in the field, can consider 
that the company is lucky in finding wells of 
the caliber the two producers are. Several 
other wells will be started soon on the same 
structure. 

The Midwest Refining Company has  pur- 
chased a half interest in the Lee school sec- 
tion, in the Warm Springs field, a few miles 
out from Thermopolis, in section 36-43-92. 
There are eight producing wells on the hold- 
ings, with a production of close to 60 barrels. 
Very little will be accomplished by the drill in 
Wyoming until summer opens up, and then 
there will be a rush. 


COASTAL FIELDS WORK HOLDS ITS OWN, 
BUT PRODUCTION GOES INTO DECLINE 


Houston, Tex., Feb. 10, 1919. 


Work in coastal fields showed very little dif- 
ference from that of last week. The number 
of rigs drilling and new derricks up total the 
same. At the close of the week the skies had 
cleared and the indications were for at least 
a few days of clear weather, which, with a 
good wind blowing, has done considerable, 
even in such a short time, to dry up the mud, 
and it is hoped that in a short time condi- 
tions in the coastal flelds will have greatly 
improved and drilling start up again. 

On Monday, February 3, the price of crude 
at the wells was cut another 25 cents on a 
barrel, although this was not generally known 
until the following day. This makes the new 
credit balance quotations of all coastal fields 
$1.25 a barrel with the exception of Spindle- 
top, which is quoted at $1.30. This field hav- 
ing had a price of $1.55 previous to this last 
cut, when the other fields had a price of $1.50. 
The new price has been discussed very little 
through any public medium, but it is under- 
stood that the coastal producers will hold a 
meeting in regard to this action following the 
return of W. 8S. Farish, president of the 
Texas Gulf Coast and Louisiana Oil and Gas 
Producers’ Refining Company, of which he is 
one of its officials. 

During the week local papers have been full 
of a reported deal by the Humble Oil and Re- 
fining Company, which company is stated to 
have made arrangements to sell a controlling 
interest in the same to a Standard Oil group 
for the sum of $20,000,000. R. S. Sterling, 
president of the company, and W. 8. Farish, 
vice-president, who have been in New York 
city for some time, have returned to Houston, 
but refuse to discuss the matter, and say the 
news is vremature and that no information 
will be given out by the company until after 
the meeting of the stockholders at Houston, 
February 10, It is a question if the company 
will immedately give out any direct informa- 
tion, but it seems to be generally understood 
that the Standard had bought out a half 
interest, at least. The company admits it has 
been seeking additional capital, as its busi- 
ness has grown so rapidly in the few years 
since its organization. It not only has enor- 
mous holdings in the coastal fields, but has 
recently acquired very valuable holdings in 
the North Texas fields, Its leases in the Goose 
Creek district are among the most productive 
in the district, and it has also valuable hold- 
ings at the new district of West Columbia, 
where it recently brought in a big gusher 
which is still flowing through a choker at the 
rate of 1,500 barrels. 


Address by Hazlett. 


An interesting address was made at the 
Rotary Club luncheon February 6, at the 
Rice Hotel, at Houston, by A. J. Hazlett, who 
is acknowledged to be an authority on oil, 
especially of coastal eil. Mr. Hazlett is a mem- 
ber of the Rotary Club and is the secretary of 
the Texas Gulf Coast and Louisiana Oil and 
Gas Association. The address was given to 
substantiate the city’s claim to it still being 
the oil center of Texas, regardless of the big 
strike in North Texas flelds. He illustrated 
his address with a map showing the loca- 
tion of the domes of the coastal country which 
have rich deposits of both salt and sylphur, 
besides that of oil. Salt is always present, 
sulphur frequently so and more or less oil. 
Two of the largest salt domes yet discovered 
are at Stratton Ridge, Brazoria county, and 
one near Dayton, in Liberty county, both of 
which are still wildcat prospects as regards 


the finding of oil in commercial quantities, 
the Empire Gas and Fuel Company doing most 
of the drilling around the one in Liberty 
county, while the Roxana Petroleum Company 
has located that one at Stratton Ridge. 


In his address, Mr. Hazlett stated that 99 
per cent. of all the sulphur mined in the 
United States came from the Houston district, 
while the deposits of salt have not been esti- 
mated. He states that Mr. Kennedy, a geolo- 
gist, estimated the salt deposits of Damon 
Mound at 607,622,000 tons. Blue Ridge, Fort 
Bend county (another wildcat prospect), 
105,000,000 tons; Pierce Junction, Harris 
county, 7,750,000 tons; Dayton, Liberty coun- 
ty, 783,126,080 tons, while the estimates of 
Stratton Ridge are not given, it being the 
newest of the domes to be exploited. At 
Blue Ridge the salt is encountered at a depth 
of 300 feet, at Dayton, at 500 feet and at 
Pierce Junction, eight miles from Houston, 
it comes within 800 feet of the surface. 

The sulphur mines of Freeport are well 
known. Damon Mound is now being mined 
for sulphu: by a Houston company with a 
capital stock of $12,000,000. At Big Hill, 
Matagorda county, new sulphur works have 
been established and a rich deposit of sul- 
phur located at Hoskins ‘Mound, Brazoria 
county. It is estimated that these mines have 
not less than a value of $200,000,000 of raw 
sulphur each, or a total value of $1,200,000,000. 

Concerning the production of crude petro- 
leum, he says that since the discovery of the 
Humble field it has produced 67,000,000 barrels 
of oil, and will continue to produce for years to 
come. This field is eighteen miles from Hous- 
ton. Goose Creek, less than three vearse o14. 
as far as deep production and flowing wells is 
concerned, has produced 16,000,000 barrels. 

Sour Lake has produced a total of 53,499,741 
barrels; Spindletop, 45,801,970 barrels; Batson, 
20,019,507, and Saratoga, 18,874,157 barrels. 
The two new districts of Hull and West Co- 
lumbia will, no doubt, produce enough oll to 
offset the decline of the old fields, while Bar- 
ber’s Hill threatens to break into the proven 
field numer, and drilling in some of the other 
coastal domes will undoubtedly result in added 
new fields from time to time. Geologists esti- 
mate there is still more than 1,000,000,000 bar- 
rels coastal crude still under ground. Three 
refineries are already in operation on the 
Houston Ship Channel and five more are as- 
sured; all combined, when completed, will have 
an approximate daily charging capacity of 
100,000 barrels. 

Labor unions are threatening to call a sym- 
pathy strike with the strike of the metal work- 
ers, now on ata Houston, and if this is done 
it will be before the month is out. It is not 
known if the oil workers will join the number, 
but if a general strike is called this is very 
likely to happen. Employes in different 
branches of the industry say if a strike is to 
come they would rather have it now before 
the different industries have readjusted them- 
selves, as there is less work under way now 
than there will be when the country gets into 
a more normal condition. This would un- 
doubtedly be true of the oil industry as re- 
gards field work, where very little new work 
has begun since the beginning of the year or 
since the armistice was signed. 


Only 600 Barrels New Oil. 


The total new production of all coastal flelds, 
as reported during the week, was 600 barrels, 
or 900 barrels less than the figures given last 
week. Six wells were abandoned and twelve

One 
unit of 600 barrels is expected to be in op- 
eration by April 15. 


NORTH TEXAS GETS 20,000 BARRELS OF NEW 
OIL FROM 41 COMPLETIONS—WORK IS ACTIVE 


Fort Worth, Texas, Feb. 12, 1919. 

Ideal weather prevails over the North Cen- 
tral Texas petroleum fields, and work is show- 
ing a further increase, there being hundreds of 
new locations being made for wells within a 
radius of a hundred miles from Ranger, where 
the greatest excitement prevails. There is no 
comparison between the rush to Tulsa in its 
day, and that at Fort Worth at this time. 


There used to be rushes at Tulsa, but they 
did not hold up in strength of numbers like 
Fort Worth crowds do. It seems that every- 
body is convinced that the Ranger field in 
particular is going to be the biggest winner 
ever discovered in America. The wildcatters 
keep spreading out, and every week seems to 
find new territory, or rather, the present terri- 
tory proven to be a little broader. Just where 
the stopping place will be is hard to tell. It 
is only known that there is plenty of oil by 
the way the present wells keep producing. 
Fort Worth has the chance to become the oil 
center of America, and is doing its utmost 
to help the good cause along. There are many 
good towns and cities within the scope of the 
present Texas field, but Fort Worth being a 
little closer to the big field than is Dallas, 
\t draws the people, but both cities are going 
to be real oil centers, and at the same time 
Wichita Falls must not be overlooked, for it 
is in that city that some of the bigger deals in 
the North Central Texas fields are pulled off. 
The Burkburnett field is a big attraction for 
Wichita Falls, and is one of the best fields in 
the country at this time, which refers to the 
town site development. 


Ranger Field Conditions. 


Drilling is under way on practically every 
mile of the distance between Breckenridge and 
Desdemona, and for several miles south of the 
latter hamlet. This territory is on a north and 
south line from about the middle of Stephens 
county through Eastland county, to well down 
into Comanche county. The pools that have 
been established along this line are at Breck- 
enridge and Caddo, Ranger and Desdemona. 
But other pools are to be found in between 
is almost an accepted fact. 

The Ranger pool has developed more exten- 
sively and rapidly than the others, because of 
availability to the railroad and for other rea- 
sons. This pool is now about eight miles 
ylong, figuring from the well of the Magnolia 
Petroleum Company on the Connellee tract 
that is making close to 5,000 barrels a day, 
to that of the Texas and Pacific Coal and 
Oil Company's well on the W. L. MecCleskey 
tract that is making 2,500 barrels, and about 
a mile and a half northeast of Ranger. But 
these limits do not include the well of the 
States Oil Corporation on the Parrock tract 
far to the westward, nor the Sun Company's 
40-barrel well on the Allen ranch, which is 
farther east of Ranger than the Parrock well 


is west, but these two wells are remote from 


production. 


Ranger completions are scattered: through a 
vast area of territory, and show the diversified 
present possibilities of the pool. 


On the northern edge is the Texas and Pa- 
cific Coal and Oil Company's Whitson tract 
well, and the Prairie Oil and Gas Company's 
test on the Hestilow tract, rated at 400 barrels 
each. 

In the eastern edge is the Texas and Pacific 
Coal and Oil Company's No. 1, W. L. Me- 
Cleskey tract, which had an initial output of 
8,500 barrels, and is now credited with a pro- 
duction of 2,200 barrels. This tract is located 
jin the James Gohed survey. 

In the southern edge of the pool the Texas 
and Pacific Coal and Oil Company's two recent 
wells on the Elizabeth Finley survey, which 
were No. 1 Hand tract at 1,000 barrels and 
No. 1 Brewer tract at 1,200 barrels. 

Three miles on further south from the above 
two wells is the Leon Company's 5-barre! well, 
which is located in the center of the William 
Van Norman survey. 

The most westerly well in the Ranger pool 
is the Magnolia Petroleum Company’s well on 
the Connellee tract, flowing from 4,500 to 5,000 
barrels a day. 

Back toward the center of the Ranger pool 
the Sun Company’s No. 1 Duncan tract is now 
in the sand and ready to drill in at most any 
time, and about one-half mile to the northwest 
of the Sun Company’s well the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company's No. 1 T. W. Duncan tract is 
credited with about 1,200 barrels a day. 

The Gulf Production Company's No. 2 on the 
Collett State tract, offsetting approximately the 
center of the east line of the John Royk sur- 


vey, is rated at from 1,000 to 1,500 barrels a 
day. 
The Texas and Pacific Coal and Oil Com- 


pany’s first well finished on the Layne tract, 
very close to the center of the pool, is a 20- 
barrel well after being given a shot of 480 
quarts of nitro-glycerine. 

The Prairie Oil and Gas Company's No. 4 on 
the Slayden tract, only about two locations 
southwest of the Layne well, is rated at 1,200 
barrels. The fourth well drilled by the Hum- 
ble Oil and Refining Company on the Jones 
tract, near the center of the pool, is prac- 
tically a dry hole, without a shot, and the 
Texas and Pacific Coal and Oil Company's No. 
1 and No. 2 on the J. H. McClesky tract were 
small producers after being shot. 

The Texas and Pacific Coal and Oil Com- 
pany leads all other concerns in the number 
of wells and in the daily output of its proper- 
ties in the Eastland county district. On Jan- 
uary 24 that concern was credited with a daily 


production of 17,000 barrels from thirty-five 
wells. 

On the same date the Prairie Oil and Gas 
Company had thirteen producing wells with 


an estimated output of 10,500 barrels.

Gulf Production Company had 4,000 
from five wells. 

Warren Wagner's extraordinary little school- 
house lot leads all the miscellaneous proper- 
ties. Two wells on this lot are still producing 
about 1,400 barrels. The Gladstone Oil and 
Gas Company had one new well doing 1,300 
barrels, and Jake Harmon had a new well 
rated at 1,200 barrels. 

_The Humble Oil and Refining Company and 
Cullinan interest had three wells on the Jones 
tract producing about 1,250 barrels, but one 
of these was a brand new well and will prob- 
ably add materially to this amount when given 
a shot. Crowell & Gant had one well with an 
estimated production of 950 barrels, and Hee- 
ae & Coe's two wells were making 845 bar- 
rels. 

The Sun Company's first well on the Rust 
tract is producing 600 barrels, and its yet 
unfinished well on the Allen ranch, several 
miles east of Ranger, is producing 40 barrels. 
The Texas Company's one well is producing 
500 barrels a day. 

Jack Crosby's five wells in the southwestern 
end of the Ranger district were producing all 
together 100 barrels. John H. Markham, Jr., 
and the Tidal Oil Company, after shooting 
their first well on the Copeland tract, offset- 
ting the Terrell gusher, had a production of 
585 barrels. The Lone Star Oil and Gas Com- 
pany’s one lone well was producing 45 barrels. 

The Plains Oil and Gas Company's four wells 
are doing about 170 barrels. Joe Bartles’ well 
was doing 20 barrels. Dykes & Co., with two 
wells, show a production of 50 barrels. Owen 
& Wilson's well is doing 10 barrels, and Pratt 
& Champion have one well doing five barrels. 
The Ranger Producing and Refining Company 
has one well doing 15 barrels. The Beaver 
Valley Oil and Refining Company, with one 
well and a production of 40 barrels. McAllis- 
ter & Co.'s No. 1 is producing 180 barrels, 
Westheimer & Co.'s No. 1 produced 100 bar- 
rels. The Sammies Oil and Gas Company gets 
20 barrels a day from its well. 

The States Oil Corporation's well on the 
Parrock tract, several miles west of the Ran- 
ger pool, is credited with 180 barrels. 

Summing up the situation of the ninety listed 
wells, the total production is estimated at 84,- 
000 barrels, an increase of which, approximately 
43,000 barrels, was going into pipelines, stor- 
age tanks and tank cars.

Stephens County Field. 


The Stephens county production is from 
three distinct areas that are not far apart 
and may become connected into one pool by 
further drilling. The Breckenridge district 
is about four miles wide and three miles 
long from north to south; the Caddo district 
is two and a half miles across; the Lasca 
district is just to the north of the deep 
Veale tract well and is about six miles 
across in either direction.

Stephens county wells do not average up 
with those in Eastland county, but each of 
the three districts in the county has an ex- 
traordinary well. In the Breckenridge dis- 
trict the Gulf Production Company’s No. 1 
Fincher tract, now five months old, is still 
producing more than 1,000 barrels a day. 
In the Caddo district the Texas Company's 
No. 1 on the Sandridge tract, finished, in 
May, 1918, is still producing 900 barrels a 
day. In the Lasca district the Texas and 
Pacific Coal and Oil Company's No. 1, on 
the Veale tract, which is 3,997 feet deep, is 
still producing 750 barrels a day, which are 
good records for any oil field in the coun- 
try, and shows the territory well worth the 
drilling. 

An unconfirmed report from Stephens 
county said that the well of the Mid-Kansas 
Oil and Gas Company, which was drilled in 
and shot some time ago and which showed 
some oil, had drilled itself in and was pro- 
ducing at the rate of 4,000 barrels a day. 
When shot, this well bridged over and had 
not been cleaned out, but the report no 
doubt brings the production of the well far 
above the figure that it should be, as that 
is usually the case with wells drilled out- 
side of the developed lines. The Carey 
tract well is a diagonal offset to the Sand- 
ridge tract wells of the Texas Company. 

The opinion of oil men that have visited 
the well of the States Oil Corporation on 
the Parrock tract, seven miles north of 
Eastland, will ultimately prove to be one of 
the best wells in the Ranger territory. The 
well has never been drilled in and the pro- 
duction has steadily increased from ¢he in- 
itial production of 60 barrels to 150 barrels 


daily. 
4 Brownwood Field. 


Alternately condemned and praised, the 
cause of more uneasiness than has been ex- 
perienced in the Brownwood field, in Brown 
county, since the German drive began last 
spring, and now a more or less unknown 
quantity, the Bailey well, in the northern 
part of Brown county, today is good for 
100 barrels daily production, and may be- 
come better or worse as ‘irilling continues. 
The strong show of gas and oil which start- 
ed all the commotion at this well something 
over a month ago has been increased as a 
result of late drilling, and nobody knows 
the possibilities of the new week or so. 
Any estimate of the well at this time is 
merely an estimate. Bailey says 100 bar- 
rels is right, and his opinion is backed by a 
number of others equally as good. Nobody 
attempts to say how long this production 
can be expected to continue, but drilling is 
being continued in an effort to find out 
where the production is coming from, since 
it appears not to be from any sand drilled 
in the last 500 feet of drilling; and, second, 
what is under the hard, sandy lime now 
being drilled. If the production is coming 
from this sandstone a heavy discharge of 
nitro-glycerine might vastly increase the 
production, and if it is coming from be- 
neath this rock it is forcing itself through a 
crack or small crevice in the lime and may 
be worth several hundred barrels when this 
rock is passed through. 

The Sinclair Company's test, two miles to 
the northwest from the Bailey well, is due 
to reach the proper depth for oil at most 
any time. This well is now using oil from 
the Bailey well for fuel under the boiler 
and making good progress. The formation 
in this well is identical with that of the 
Bailey well, but shows a dip in the forma- 
tion of 130 feet, following the survey made 
by the geologists who located the well. A 
close watch is being maintained at the Sin- 
clair well. Since the Bailey well started 
showing oil there has been a heavy increase 
in the price of acreage in the vicinity, some 
holding for as high as $1,500 per acre bonus. 

A drilling contract has just been let by

Reem Another Pipeline. 


Fort Worth will be connected with the 
Ranger field by an additional pipeline, if 
plans outlined are carried out. The pro- 
posed line will be handled by Wagner & 
Steiner and will be completed as soon as 
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possible. Most of the right of way has 
been secured. and surveyors are working 
along the route. The line will be of the 
eight-inch size and capable of handling 
about 20,000 barrels a day. One of the 
partners of the firm has already purchased 
a 28-acre tract at Ranger, possibly for stor- 
age tanks, or a rafinery. 


Texas Wildcat Wells. 


Many wildcat wells are under way in the 
North Central Texas oil area, and upon 
their outcome to a large degree depends the 
future of the field that is now the most im- 
portant in the country. In Knox county 
two test wells are drilling, one near Goree 
and the other near Munday. Two wells are 


also drilling east of Vera, near Red 
Springs. Leases to the amount .of 75,000 
acres located a couple of miles west of 


Truscott, are to be tested at once. A com- 
pany is now being organized to sink a test 
near Knox City, and oe along the line 
of Knox and King counties, and parties 
from Wichita Falls are making prepara- 
tions to drill a test near Benjamine. 

In Taylor county a deep test is contracted 
for by M. R. Riley & Co., on the Cunning- 
ham pasture, near the Bilberry test. A. A. 
Brath & Co. made a location for No. 2, on 
the Bilberry tract, about two miles east 
from No. 1 Bilberry. No. 1 is shut down, 
awaiting the arrival of casing for the hole. 


Lampasas county is attracting consider- 
able attention. Good progress is being 
made on the Tex-Okum Trust well, near 
the town of Nix. Judge Sewell’s 112-foot 
derrick, on the Brazil ranch, near Bend 
postoffice, is finished and work on the well 
will start as soon as the tools are moved in. 
Bad weather conditions compeHed the shut- 
ting down of the drilling well on the Bowen 
ranch, owned by Douglas & Co. De-Fee- 
Sanders Company are all ready to start a 
well on the St. Mary’s ranch, but the roads 
have been so bad that material could not be 
moved over them, delaying the work. Three 
and a haif miles west of Lampases a der- 
rick has been finished on the Hunt ranch, 
and the well on the Howell tract is drilling. 

In Baylor county the well of the Dunn- 
Chapman Company, on the Webb ranch, 
about eleven miles northeast of Seymour, is 
drilling and being watched closely. H. C. 
Sample’s No. 1, Albright tract, ten miles 
northwest of Seymour, is drilling ahead at 
about 400 feet, and the test by the same 
party on the Coffman tract, about twelve 
miles west of Seymour, has reached a depth 
of something like 750 feet. The Sinclair 
Oil and Gas Company’s test located about 
twenty-three miles south of Seymour is 
around 1,400 feet deep. 

The Tarrant County Oil and Gas Asso- 
ciation’s well, on the Todd tract, fourteen 
miles northwest of Fort Worth, has been 
shut down at about fifty feet after spudding 
in, on account of a soft land in the Trinity 
Valley, which caves badly.

In Tom Green county the Spellman Oil 
Company’s well, on the Cain ranch, has a 
bailer in the hole, which has reached a 
depth of 3,965 feet, and now has a fishing 
ob. The Whiteside Oil and Gas Company 
as reached a depth of 1,700 feet at a test 
on the Door Key ranch, with an 18-inch 
hole. The test of the Schultz Oil Company, 
located eight miles southeast from Paint 
Rock, has resumed drilling again after be- 
ing shut down on account of the influenza. 
A nice showing of oil was found at 1,800 
feet, but the drill has reached a depth of 
2,600 feet. 

The Texas Company’s test in survey 3,410, 
near Graham, in Young county, made a 
showing of oil at 3,925 feet and caused some 
excitement.

Big Oil Deal Pending. 


It is announced that the Carter Oil Company, 
one of the large oil producing companies of 
the country, is about to close negotiations 
for a one-half interest in the holdings of the 
Humble Oil and Refining Company, in Texas, 
Oklahoma, and Louisiana, and if the deal goes 
through it will bring another extensive devel- 
oping company into Texas. The Carter Com- 
pany is among the old companies of the coun- 
try, having produced oil for many years in 
the petroleum fields east of the Mississippi 
River, and has large holdings in all the well- 
known oil fields. The consideration of the 
deal has been rumored at something like the 
huge sum of $20,000,000. The Humble Com- 
pany is reported to have something like 10,000 
barrels a day production on its holdings, and 
the holdings are in the best sections of the 
North Central Texas fields. Invariably the 
production over the country will be taken over 
by these large companies, especially in the 
deeper pay sands, where it cost fortunes to 
develop. The big companies can do this work

All Over Texas.

The depth of*the well is 3,968 feet, and two 
tanks with a capacity of 1,500 barrels each 
are being put up at the well and a pipeline 
is being rushed to the well. If this report is 
true it means much for the future of the 
Yourtg county field. 


Test Wells Located. 


Oil excitement is running high at Armarillo 
Eleven wells have been contracted for on a 
large block of territory lying north and north- 
east of Armarillo, along the Canadian River. 
Five of these wells are to be drilled by cap- 
italists of Armarillo and Kansas City, and 
the locations have been made along the struc- 
ture on which the Hapgood well on the Mas- 
terson ranch was drilled last fall. 

A contract is reported closed for the drilling 
of a well on the Arnold ranch, southeast of 
Armarillo and located in the Palo Duro Can- 
yon. People are wild over leases and acreage 
is bringing from five to fifty dollars an acre 
bonus, according to the distance from the 
Hapgood well. The Hapgood well is only a 
gasser, though it is said to have strong indi- 
cations of oil. It has been shut down for 
several months, and when opened up a few 
days ago the well showed a volume of about 
10,000,000 cubic feet a day. 

Three drilling outfits are now in the railroad 
yards at Armarillo and will soon be moved to 
the new locations. 


To Curb Land Grabbers. 


Land owners in the oil-producing areas of 
Eastland county, as well as Stephens and 
Comanche counties, are preparing petitions 
to the Texas Legislature asking for emer- 
legislation affording protection from 
and grabbers that have recently begun to 
operate in those sections. Mass meetings will 
be held and delegates from the various towns

Petroleum Consolidated, producing gasoline, 
kerosene and noutral oil. The latter is being 
stored for use in the absorption plant, which is 
now completed and is expected to operate this 
month, handling the wet gas output of the two 
Dingman wells. 

The Southern Alberta Refineries, Ltd., is es- 
tablishing distributing agencies at Cluny, 
Rockyford, Beiseker, Baintree, Vulean and 
Okotoks, all in Southern Alberta. Tanks with 
24,000 gallons storage capacity are being con- 
structed at these points, and the company has 
bought a 12,000-gallon tank car to handle the 
business instead of shipping in drums, as here- 
tofore. Other agencies will be established in 
‘the spring to enable the plant to operate to 
capacity. 

The Canada Southern Oil and Refining Com- 
pany has bought a 20-acre site adjacent to its 
present holdings, but its plans for new con- 
struction have net been announced. This com- 
pany will drill No. 2 well this spring. No. 1, 
on section 1-20-3-5, is a small producer from 
the 2,550-foot level. 

The Calgary Petroloum Products Company is 
still deepening No. 1 well, me 6-20-2-5. No. 
3 is being located 500 feet eAst, on the east 
side of the anticline, and will start drilling in 
the spring. The Record Oil Company, section 
4-19-2-5, is fishing at 4,200 feet. The well 
shows increased gas and oil indications, though 
not yet in commercial quantities Mount Ste- 
phens Oil and Gas Company, section 7-20-2-5, 
is shut down till the spring. The Midwest Oil 
Company No. 1, section 31-19-2-5, is also shut 
down till April, with somo oil indications at 
8,535 feet. The Southern Alberta No. 2, sec- 
tion 18-20-2-5, is being equipped for pumping 
The Alberta Southern No. 2, section 18-20-3-5, 
is having a lot of water troubles around 1,200 
feet. Attempts are being made to cement off 


the water ‘ 
Peace River Field. 


In the Peace River fleld the Consolidated Oil- 
fields, which recently struck oil in No. 1 well 
on river lot 9, Peace River townsite, is prepar- 
ing for a pumping test of the showing at 1,150 
feet. The oil on analysis shows 15 per cent. 
gasoline, 50 per cent. kerosene, 30 per cent. 
lubricating oil and 5 per cent. residuum. 

The Alberta Public Utilities Commission has 
refused the request of the Northern Alberta 
Natural Gas and Development Company for 
increased rates for gas to be supplied the city 
of Edmonton. The company was granted a 
franchise some years ago to furnish gas from 
the Viking field, and has developed an esti- 
mated aggregate production of 40,000,000 cubic 
feet per day from eight or nine wells. The 
pipeline and distributing system have not yet 
been built, but the company proposed to start 
work this spring, conditional on an increase of 
the domestic rate from 25 cents to 35 cents, 
with corresponding increases for power and 
other purposes. The city of Edmonton dis- 
puted the jurisdiction of the Public Utilities 
Commission to vary a franchise. This con- 
tention has not been upheld, the commission 
maintaining that it has jurisdiction, but that 
no relief can be granted the company till the 
line is constructed and gas delivered. The 
company claims that the construction of a 
pipeline at the present cost of labor and mate- 
riala would involve a loss wore the gas deliv- 
ered at stipulated rates. 


Ontario Operations. 


In the Ontario fields, the attempt of the 
Oil Springs Oil and Gas Company to develop 
further deep production at Oil Springs has 
been unsuccessful. No. 7 well, which has 
been drilling for some “months, is reported 
dry at 2,000 feet, and is being abandoned. 
Some deep gas production was found at Oil 
Springs around the 2,000-foot level in the 
spring of 1914, and the Oil Springs Oil and 


60A 


Gas Company has since been supplying gas 
to the village of Oll Springs. No. 7 well 
was drilled close to the older producers to 
renew the gas supply. 

In the Dover field, 
Company No. 14 well, 
field, has started drilling. 
ed the 10-inch casing at 255 feet. No. 11 
has been cleaned out, but is not producing 
yet No. 10 is shut down, with an apparent 
production of 10 barrels a day when it is 
put on the pump. No. 12 is shut down in 
the Trenton lime. No. 8 which had oil 
indications at 3,660 feet, made only about a 
half-barrel of oil a day after a good shot, 
and is being abandoned South of the 
river Thames, the Imperial Oil Company ts 
drilling near Jeannette’s Creek, just south 
of the Trudell farm, where the Union re- 
cently finished a dry hole. The Imperial 
test is at 300 feet. 

The Southern Ontario Gas Company is 
reported to be starting a test near Fargo, 
which is on the line between Harwich and 
Raleigh townships. The Trenton Oil and 
Gas Company's No. 2 test near Blythes- 
wood, in Mersea township, Essex county, is 
reported drilling at 100 feet The Demin- 
ion Natural Gas Company is reported to 
have finished a good gasser on the J. Hoo- 
ley farm, near Port Talbot, in Elgin county. 
Several gassers with a good initial produc- 
tion have been drilled in this vicinity, but 
the production, as a rule, does not hold up 


very well. 

In the Mosa field efforts to extend the 
production eastward, into Ekfrid township, 
have been a failure. One firm is reported 
to have drilled 15 dusters in the eastern 
part of Ekfrid. The Carson syndicate, of 
Toronto, is reported to have finished a pro- 
ducing well on the Mitchell farm, north half 
of lot 6, concession 4, in Mosa. If this well 
holds up it will extend the field eastward 
toward Glencoe. Gillies Bros. are preparing 
to drill on their properties in Mosa. The 
F. J. Carman irterests, in January, shipped 
8,045 barrels of oil from their Mosa leases, 
this production being 1,000 barrels in excess 
of the best previous month. The produc- 
tion of the entire fleld fof January is esti- 
mated over 20,000 barrels. 

The Sarnia Gas Company, distributors for 
the Union Natural Gas Company, in the 
city of Sarnia, held its annual meeting on 
February 4, when the following officers were 
elected :—President, David Milne; vice-pres- 
ident, W. H. Kenny: manager and superin- 
tendent, William Williams: secretary-treas- 
urer, J. B. Williams; directors, William 
Storey, N. 8S. Gurd, Malcolm Mackenzie. 

Joseph Burton, driller, of Petrolia, is now 
in the Burma field. He writes that he is in 
good health, and has sent some Indian 
seeds to be tried out in Petrolia gardens. 
Morley Evoy has reached Persia from Pe- 
trolia, after a voyage of three months and 
eight days, and reports that all the Petro- 
lia boys in the Persian flelds are well. 

Albert C. Keays, aged thirty-one, for five 
years accountant in the manufacturing de- 
partment of Imoerial Oil, Ltd., at Sarnia, 
died recently.

Production at Montebello Decreases. 


During the year 1918 the production for the 
whole State was kept on an even keel largely 
by the development of the Montebello fleld in 
the south. This year California will have to 
turn efforts to some other field in order to 
maintain the same rate. The Montebello field 
has fallen off at a startling rate. At one time 
the production of the Standard O!l Company's 
Baldwin property was around 22,000 barrels. 
The output at the present time is 16,000 barrels 
daily. One well alone dropped from 9,000 to 
500. The first well brought in by the ‘General 
Petroleum dropped from 125 to 10 barrels daily. 
The Union Oil Company has also suffered con- 
siderably, due to the decline in production, the 
figure having been lowered at least 30 per cent. 
in thé past few months. The wells of the 
McGinley Oil Company are showing more water 
as time passes, and the oil now tests between 
20 and 60 per cent. water. 

It is thought that already the day of the big 
Well in this field is past in this field.

LAND LEASE BILL’ PASSAGE WILL BE 
AID TO NEW WORK IN CALIFORNIA 


by the government, through the approval of 
the Kearful amendment, has been the cause 
for wild buying and selling of oil stocks on 
the various coast exchanges. The National 
Pacific, which was considered a down and 
outer, stands to profit extensively by the de- 
cision. A few weeks ago it was selling at 3 
conts a share; now it is up to 6 and fractions. 
Midway Northern, another stock affected by 
pending land legislation, opened the week at 25 
cents, and in two days jumped to 40 cents. 
The boom struck minor stocks not directly 
affected by land legislation. 


In the past two months the most notable 
advance of any stock has been that of the 
Honolulu Consolidated. During this time it 
has advanced $2, and is now quoted at $6. The 
remarkably good annual report just submitted, 
the big well recently brought in on the com- 
pany'’s patented land and the prospect of some 
kind of a settlement of the litigation with the 
governmont—all are credited with having 
caused the steady advance. However unfavor- 
able to the contentions of the operators the 
result is to be, nevertheless the public thinks it 
will save something and, above all, end the 
present uncertainty. 


The annual report shows the past year to 
have been one of profit to the company, despite 
decreased production. The decrease in produc- 
tion was offset by the increased prices paid for 
crude oil, making the cash returns greater by 
$218,000. Taken all in all, the showing in the 
report is what was to have been expected’ in 
increased demand for petroleum, and in view 
of the heavy and steadily increased derivatives 
for net profits for the year, before allowance 
for Federal taxes, amounted to $1,554,712, or 
about 50 per cent., figured at par, on the out- 
standing $3,000,000 stock, on which the com- 
pany continued last year to pay 12 per cent. in 
dividends, or $360,000.

The balance sheet as of December 31, 
shows assets of $6,273,800. Of this amount 
$4,128,186 is carried under escrow and receiver- 
ship accounts, and represents the value of 
crude oil impounded under the court order in 
the land withdrawal litigation, Oil sold by the 
company last year had an average market 
value per barrel of $1.25. This compares with 
an average of 96.9 cents for 1917 and around 
60 cents a few years back. The total oil sales 
for the year amounted to 1,443,974 barrels, 
valued at $1,397,746. 


Because of the withdrawal litigation the 
company’s development work was confined last 
year to section 10 in the Midway field, which 
is owned under patent. Five new wells and 
two gas producers were brought in on this sec- 
tion during the year, including one big oil pro- 
ducer, which is yielding a flow of 32 gravity 
oil. The two latest gas wells brought in on 
patented land are large producers, and the 
company reports that it would experience no 
difficulty in delivering 25,000,000 cubic feet of 
natural gas per day if called upon to do so. 
There is pending with the commissioners of the 
general land office a decision in the matter of 
title to 17 claims to patents, the result of 
which will be given soon. 


Standard Pushes Development in Elk 
Hills. 


Of chief interest in the weekly report of the 
State Mining Bureau for the past week was 
the offcial request to start drilling two new 
wells in the Elk Hills, on section 36-30-23. 
The wells will be Nos. 2 and 3, and their lo- 
cations are immediately adjacent to well No. 
1, which at present is holding up a steady 
yroduction of 250 barrels of 87 gravity oil. 
evelopment for the present will be limited to 
this one section on which alone is the title 
clear. 


Throughout the State fourteen new wells 
were started, seven in the Midway-Sunset 
field, four in the Fullerton-Whittier field and 
three in the Coalinga fleld. This makes a 
total of 58 new wells started since the first 
of the year. The other branches of new 
work took a corresponding increase, when 
twenty-three wells were tested for water shut- 
off, as compared to twelve the previous week, 
and twenty-four wells were deepened or re- 
drilled. against sixteen for the previous week 
Three wells were abandoned. 

In the Coalinga field, where the driiling at 
present is done chiefly by the Southern Pa- 
cific, Standard and Shell Oil companies, three 
wells were started. The 8S. P. has started No. 
24 on section 38-19-15, while the Standard has 
begun work on well No. 24, section 2-19-15. 
The Shell Company has plans under way in 
which twenty-seven wells will be drilled, only 
in order to maintain the present rate of pro- 
duction. Experience has shown that the 
average Well in the Coalinga east side fleld 
goes off an average of 30 per cent. after it 
=e settled down from the initial flush produc- 
tion. 

The first attempt at water shutoff in the 
Standard’s deep test well on the Irvine ranch 
at Newport has not proved successful. It de- 
veloped that the well could not be bailed 
down. Another attempt will be made, how- 
ever, as the success of this water shutoff 
largely determines whether this field will be 
successful or not. Water has knocked out all 
previous efforts, and this well, which is 
3,414 feet, is the deepest yet drilled. An ef- 
fort to locate a deep light oil sand was made.

GALICIAN PETROLEUM. 


Late Field Reports Put Output at 
About 58,410 Tons. 


The crude oil production of Boryslaw-Tus- 
tanowice for September, 1918, amounted to 
58,410 tons, as compared with 56,930 for July, 
showing an increase of 1,480 tons, against 
the preceding month. Of the total output 
26,640 tons were produced at Tustanowice, 
against 27,477 in August, 1918; 25,740 tons 
were obtained at Boryslaw, against 22,887 
tons in August, and 6,080 tons at Meaznica, 
against 6,120 in August, 1918. The refinery 
owning producers obtained 36,170 tons, against 
35,525 tons in August, of which the Austria 
Company produced 5,700 tons, against 5,662 
tons in August; the Funto Company, 7,465, 
against 7,100 tons; the Kralup Refinery, 190 
tons, against 97 tons; the Galician Company, 


5,667 tons, against 4,182 tons; the Taslo Re- 
finery, 112 tons, against 147 tons; the Car- 
pathian Company, 7,245 tons, against 7,190 
tons; the Krasno Refinery, 132 tons, against 
132 tons, the Naphtha Company, 8,037 tons, 


against 7,727 tons; Schodnica, 286 tons, against 
202 tons; the Triest Refinery, 730 tons, against 
577 tons; the Urycz Refinery, 590 tons, against 
517 tons, and Freund, 12 tons, against 7 tons. 
German fields produced a total of 8,185 tons, 
against 4,867 tons, of which the Liquid Fuel 
Company got 6,170 tons, against 4,090 tons in 
August, and the Hansa, 2,015 tons. Austrian 
fieids obtained 10,585 tons, against 12,015 tons, 
and foreign fields 3,470 tons, against 4,076 tons 
in August, 1918. 

The production of Schodnica crude oil 
amounted to 1,868 tons, against 1,912 in Au- 
gust, and that of Uryez to 812 tons, against 
780 tons. 


The shipments of crude oil from the Bory- 
slaw station for September, 1918, amounted to 
43,608 tons, against 55,620 tons in August. 
Besides, 9,587 tons went through the pipeline 
to the State refinery at Drohobyez, against 
4,762 tons in August, and 7,442 tons, against 
6,167 tons, to the Galicia at Drohobyez, so 
that the total quantity shipped was of 60,640 
tons, against 69,095 tons in August. 


According to reports received on Septem- 
ber 27 the Counsellor Hugo v. Bokh has been 
appointed by the Ministry of Finances to start 
borings for natural gas in Croatia, and has 
found a prolific natural gas well near Lipik. 
On the other hand, Engineer Kralik, appointed 
by the Hungarian Ministry of Finances, has 
met with traces of oil in the Croatian natural 
gas wells. It has been established that the 
gas contained 99.8 per cent. of methane. A 
three-meter thick stratum of oil aand has been 
found in a depth of 392 meters, of whiich a 
daily quantity of 45,000 cubic meters of oily 
natural gas comes up. It is generally sup- 
posed that near Lipik a promising oil region 
will be developed. The borings are at Kakun- 
jJevac, near Lipik. 

Reports from Drohobyez of October 10 state 
that the well, Dorrit No. 6, of the Austria 
Company for Petroleum Industry, was com- 
pleted on October 9, flowing at the rate of 
about 50 tons a day. The well is about 1,600 
meters deep, with six-inch casing. The crude 
oil production of the Stanislaw district for 
August, 1918, amounted to 2,055 tons. There 
were 56 wells pumping, 23 wells flowing, 11 
wells drilling, 8 wells bailing and 4 wells 
being started. The largest production was ob- 
tained by the Austrian Company for Petroleum 
indestry, Opiag, at Bitkow, same being of 
” ons. 


Reports from_ Vienna, dated October 29, 
state that well Johanna II, of the Mineral Oil 
Industry Company, formerly David A. Fanto 
C. in Boryslaw, has been brought in, flowin, 
at the rate of 75 tons a day. is well, whic 
is now 1,480 meters deep, with four-inch cas- 
ing, was drilling. On October 26, while pump- 
ing, a strong flow of oil was observed, after 
which the well was drilled deeper and carried 
to the above-mentioned depth. While it was 
drilled deeper strong gases spread, and the oil 
was flowing by itself from the well. On Oc- 
tober 27 the output was of 75 tons, and rose 
to 80 tons on the 28th and to 95 tons on 
October 30. The eruption of gases was strong 
and amounted to 30 cubic meters per day. 

The well Bianca, at Boryslaw, came in at a 
depth of 1,484 meters, flowing at the rate of 
25 tons a day on the average. The well is 
caged with five-inch casing. 

The crude oil production of Schodnica for 
September, 1918, was of 1,867 tons, as com- 
pared with 1,912 tons for August, and that 
of Uryez 812 tons, against 780 tons for Au- 
gust, 1918.

The Kern-Mex Oilfields, a British 
corporation that is said to be strongly 
capitalized, has just entered the oil- 
producing industry in the Gulf coast 
fields of Mexico. It has acquired con- 
siderable acreage in the Tampuchi 
field, where it has let a contract for 
drilling a well. H. F. Draper, who 
came to Tampico from the Rumanian 
oil fields, is in charge of the company’s 
operations. 


In addition to the construction of a 
refinery at Ranger, Texas, the material

Of the 1,671 employes of Henry L.

The Humble Oil and Refining Com- 
pany plans to expand the production 
and refining ends of its business as a 
result of the reorganization plans 
which are now under way.

It 
will construct a large refinery on the 
ship channel, near Houston, and devel- 
op on a large scale its oil land lease 
holdings in the Central West Texas 
fields. It also plans to enlarge its 
pipeline and marketing facilities. 


Improvements in the Standard Oil 
Company’s plant at Whiting, Ind., 
which will increase its working force 
by about 20 per cent., are nearing com- 
pletion. Among them are a steam 
plant, six stanchite, fourteen reducing, 
six korite and a number of pressure 
stills and a refrigerating plant with a 
capacity of 400 tons daily. A big stor- 
age house and a deep sewer canal are 
other projects under’ consideration. 
More than 600 workmen were added to 
the force within the last two weeks. 


Two American oil tankers were re- 
ported in distress during the last 
week. The tanker J. M. Guffey wire- 
lessed a report that its forehold was 
taking water off Cape Race on Tues- 
day and help was asked immediately. 
This vessel is owned by the Gulf Re- 
fining Company, and sailed from In- 
verness, Scotland, on January 24, for 
Hampton Roads, Va. The other dis- 
abled steamer was the Communipaw, 
to whose assistance the United States 
coast guard cutter Tallapoosa went 
immediately. 


Notwithstanding the requirement of 
the Mexican Government that permits 
must be obtained before any more oil 
wells can be drilled in that country 
there are at this time approximately 
twelve wells in process of drilling 
without any permits having been ob- 
tained for the work. The foreign oil 
operators are generally disposed to not 
observe the government’s regulation as 
to obtaining permits to drill wells upon 
land that they own in fee simple or 
control under lease contract, it is 
stated. 


The Atlantic Refining Company, of 


Philadelphia, through its Mexican sub-. 


sidiary, La Atlantica Compania Mexi- 
cana Productora y Refinadora de Pe- 
troleo, has contracted for the con- 
struction of 19 steel storage tanks at 
its Guayavalittos terminal, which will 
provide storage for about 800,000 bar- 
rels of oil. At the deep water ter- 
minus of the narrow gauge railway, 
which the company has constructed 
from Tamiahua to the Gulf, the com- 
pany is developing a new ocean-ship- 
ping station, named Port Atlantic. 


La Atlantica Compania Mexicana 
Productora y Refinadora de Petroleo 
has just let the contract for the con- 
struction of nineteen steel storage 
tanks at its terminal at Guayavalittos, 
Mexico. These tanks will provide 
storage for approximately 800,000 bar- 
rels of oil, it is stated. Seven of the 
number will be of 55,000 barrels’ ca- 
pacity each. This company is making 
extensive improvements at Guayava- 
littos, which is situated on Lake Ta- 
miahua, in the heart of the oil-produ- 
cing area of the Gulf coast region. 


Officers and directors were re-elect- 
ed and no hint of an increase in divi- 
dend was given at the annunal meet- 
ing of the International Petroleum 
Company, Ltd., a Standard Oil sub- 
sidiary with wells in Peru and refin- 
eries on the Pacific coast of Canada. 
Although the question of the settle- 
ment with the Peruvian Government 
in regard to taxes was not discussed 
at length, it was disclosed that arbi- 
trators have not yet been appointed by 
either party to adjust the tax differ- 
ences. International’s earnings for 
1918, its third year, were $1,009,017, or 
14 per cent. of the outstanding stock. 


The annual meeting of the stockhold- 
ers of the Standard Oil Company of 


California will be held at the com- 
pany’s office at San Francisco on 
Thursday, March 6, at 10 a. .m., for 


the election of directors, etc. 


The New-Tex Refining Company 
plans to construct a 2,000-barrel oil re- 
finery at Wichita Falls, Tex. The site 
for the proposed plant has been pur- 
chased. The company is capitalized 
for $200,000. Dr. E. B. Bailey is pres- 
ident. L. H. Owens and G. H. Haw- 
ley, of Fort Worth, are making ar- 
rangements to construct a refinery at 
Weatherford. The proposed plant will 
be connected with the Central West 
Texas oil fields by means of a pipeline. 


A report from Peace River, Alberta 
province, states that oil has been 
struck by the syndicate which has 
been drilling on the Exhibition grounds 
near the village of Peace River Cross- 
ing. The dispatch says that oil was 
struck at a depth of 1,120 feet at well 
No. 1 of the Consolidated Company, 
which has continued drilling operations 
through the. winter weather. At 1,090 
feet heavy impregnated sandy shale 
was encountered, and thirty feet lower 
cil of apparent high gravity was met 


with. This is the fourth well reported 
to have struck oil in the Peace River 
field. 


Commendation has been given to the 
Committee of Petroleum men of the 
Pacific coast by the Shipping Board 
for their services during the war in 
expediting the movement of fuel from 
producing points to United States ves- 
sels, according to the Standard Oil 
Bulletin. Working in co-operation, 
these men operated all tankers and 
barges as one fleet and pooled all 
stocks of fuel oil and refined products 
in California. In this manner 3,660,- 
000 barrels of refined products were 
moved in the year of the committee’s 
operation, as against 2,810,000 barrels 
the previous year. 


For the purpose of bringing the total 
number of outstanding shares of the 
issue up to 3,000, the directors of the 
Carib Syndicate have authorized thé 
issuance of 61 additional shares of the 
company’s stock to stockholders at a 
price of $500 per share. According to 
C. K. MacFadden, chairman of the 
board of directors, seepage oil from 
the company’s properties in the Barco 
field, in the Columbia-Venezuelan 
fields, is yielding 25 per cent. gasoline 
and a similar amount of kerosene by 
a simple form of refining. In essential 
particulars, it is stated, the oil matches 
high-grade Pennsylvania crude. 


Ollie Lovelace and others recently 
brought suit in the Federal District 
Court at Catlettsburgh, Ky., as heirs 
of the estate of John S. Robinson, to 
secure title to oil property in Lee 
county, which is under the drill. Four 
oil companies were named defendants 
in the suit, which requested that the 
land in question be placed in the nands 
of a receiver until settlement of the 
case could be made.

Alleging that the sum of $450,000 is 
due him as commission for the sale of 
$40,000,000 worth of stocks and bonds 
of the Cities Service Company, Charles 
Baker, a bond salesman, has instituted 
a suit for the recovery of that amount 
from Henry L. Doherty and Frank W. 
Frueauff, of the firm of H. L. Doherty 
& Co., bankers and brokers, of Man- 
hattan. Baker alleges that prior to 
December, 1915, the defendants repre- 
sented to him that the Cities Service 
Company was in need of funds, and he 
agreed to aid in the floating of bonds 
on a basis of 1 per cent. commission, 
together with interest. 
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Dr. J. O. Lewis, the new chief of the 
Petroleum Division of the U. S. Bureau 
of Mines, assumed his duties this week, 
relinquishing his post as superintend- 
ent of the petroleum experiment sta- 
tion at Bartelsville. 


Proposed oil developing operations in 
the Conejos district of Mexico are re- 
ported to be backed by the Mexican 
Government, according to news dis- 
patches from Torreon, Mex. It is 
stated that it is the desire of the gov- 
ernment to-bring into operation other 
fields outside of Tampico, which is 
controlled almost exclusively by for- 
eign investors.

Toluol and Products From Canada to 
Find Market in Far East. 


Toronto, Feb. 14, 1919. 


Products derived from toluol will be 
manufactured in a chemical plant at 
Walkerville, Ontario, during the next few 
days, none of which have hitherto been 
produced in quantity in Canada. 

One of the most important products 
which will be made in this plant is ben- 
zoate of soda, a market for which will 
be sought in China, India and Japan, as 
well as in various parts of the British 
Empire, particularly Australia. Another 
product that will be made is benzaldehyde, 
for use in dye manufacturing. It has no 
market in Canada, but it is proposed to 
find a market in Great Britain and Japan. 
Coumarin, for the confectionery trade, 
will also be produced, by a synthetic 
process. 

It is expected that vanilin, a syn- 
thetic flavor, will be produced later on. 
In this regard the synthetic process has 
never been attempted in Canada previ- 
ously. 

Malachite green, a coal-tar dye, will 
be manufactured and sent to Japan for 
the most part. With the possible excep- 
tion of sulphur black, this is the only dye 
being made in this country. 

The manufactory was primarily intend- 
ed for munitions production, but commer- 
cial operations are being undertaken en- 
thusiastically with raw materials more 
easy to secure than during the war period. 
Competition from United States concerns 
in the Orient is expected, but the Indian 
market is considered particularly attrac- 
tive from a Canadian standpoint. 


DYES IN JAPAN. 





American Product Gaining Stronger 
Foothold in Far East. 


Washington, Feb. 14, 1919. 


American dyestuffs are gaining a hold 
on the Japanese market, which had here- 
tofore been dominated by German prod- 
ucts exported through neutral countries. 
Imports of dyestuffs into Japan for the 
first three months of 1918 totaled 482,981 
pounds, valued at $1,580,566. Of this 
amount 193,342 pountls, valued at $787,- 
000, was received from Germany, and 
13,242 pounds, valued at $31,034, from 
Switzerland. 

Although the trade with the United 
States has not reached sufficient propor- 
tions to warrant special notice in the of- 
ficial tables, where it is still classed un- 
der “other countries,” the American Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce 
learns upon good authority that the great- 
er share of the unclassified trade ts with 
America. 

Shipping facilities have become a large 
factor in the dyestuff trade in Japan, and, 
whereas American deliveries were for- 
merly regarded with a degree of.certain- 
ty, the decreased trans-Pacific tonnage 
has threatened the supply. Prices are 
subsequently soaring; American dye- 
stuffs range from $83 to $479 per 100 
pounds, and Japanese-made stuffs are 
even higher, ranging from $100 to $750.

Toluol Contract for Government Cost 
Chicago Company $110,000 Loss. 


Chicago, Feb. 14, 1919. 


The sudden ending of the war cost the 
Public Service Company of Northern 
Illinois $110,000 on the construction of a 
plant to manufacture toluol from its gas 
product, according to a petition to the 
Public Utilities Commission of Illinois to- 
day in which the company asked for a 
20 per cent. increase in gas rate in forty- 
eight Chicago suburbs. It is declared 
that the company spent $261,000 for the 
construction of the toluol plant and that 
its profits on sales of toluol for the gov- 
ernment use in the manufacture of muni- 
tions were only $151,000 up to the time 
when the government cancelled its con- 
tract because of the ending of the war. 
The company states that the plant is now 
practically useless. 


It is set forth in the petition of the 
company that not withstanding the sign- 
ing of the armistice and the practical 
conclusion of hositilities there is every 
indication that the cost of the production 
of gas will be higher in the year 1919 
than it was in the year 1918.

COTTRELL AT HEAD. 


Of Special Commission Sent Abroad 
to Study Industrial Problems. 


Washington, Feb. 14, 1919. 


To make a personal investigation of 
many matters of vital interest to indus- 
tries covered by the Reporter, the United 
States Bureau of Mines is sending a spe- 
cial mission to Europe. This mission con- 
sists of Dr. F. G. Cottrell, chief metal- 
lurgist; G. S. Rice, chief mining engineer, 
and F. S. Probert, dean of the school of 
mining of the University of California, 
who goes as consulting mining engineer. 
W. Perdue, petroleum technologist of the 
bureau, is already in Europe, and this 
entire delegation will operate from head- 
quarters in London. 

The mission will leave this country Feb- 
ruary 20, and has been sent overseas to 
collect information for the bureau on all 
phases of its many-sided interests in min- 
ing, minerals, chemicals, science and con- 
servation of natural resources. 

Dr. Cottrell expects to have special con- 
ferences regarding the international needs 
of helium, of which the United States 





has practically the entire world supply. 
He may also confer with the mining ex- 
perts of France and the recovered prov- 
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Arsenic 


ince of Alsace-Lorraine regarding the 
potash supply. 

Dr. Cottrell is also fortified to negotiate 
with the authorities in the nations visited 
regarding the patent rights on inventions 
and discoveries of mechanical and scien- 
tific value made by employes of the 
United States Government during the 
war, the development of which, through 
the custody of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, is now the subject of legislation 
in this country. This is a subject to 
which Dr. Cottrell has been giving par- 
ticular attention as he believes it is a 
matter of great industrial and scientific 
importance. 

All matters of metallurgical or chemical 
importance that have out-cropped in Eu- 
rope during the war will be studied first 
hand by this commission of experts, from 
whose visit it is expected that the indus- 
tries of the United States will profit 
greatly during the coming years of re- 
construction. 


Marden, Orth & Hastings Sales Con- 


ference in Chicago. 


On February 5-6 the branch and de-

Soda Ash Manufactory in Canada 
Nearly Completed by Brunner- , 
Mond, Ltd. 


Toronto, Feb. 14, 1919. 


Within a few weeks the plant of Brun- 
ner, Mond, Ltd., of Canada, will be com- 
pleted and able to produce soda ash. This 
concern, located at Amherstburg, Ontario, 
hopes to undertake commercial production, 
as construction is being finished too late 
to engage in production for munitions. It 
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is expected that the output will be suffi- 
cient to provide for the entire Canadian 
requirements for this product. American 
eapital is largely interested. Canadian 
raw materials are to be utilized. The 
“Solvay” process will be used. 

Under construction since March, 1917, 
the plant has cost over $3,000,000 and 
occupies 650 acres. The main building 
is ten stories high. A pumping station 
and purifying plant for water has been 
installed, to supply the town as well as 
the company. <A power generating plant 
has also been built. 

Limestone will be secured from the 
site and salt from the deposits four miles 
distant. Production at the outset is ex- 
pected to be 120 tons a day, and the man- 
ufacture of other alkali products may be 
entered upon later. 

Production in this country and utiliza- 
tion of the country’s raw materials have 
never been undertaken in Canada hither- 
to. Consumption of the soda ash has 
expanded steadily during the last few 
years. In 1912 imports were 46,875,207 
pounds, of which 30,317,496 pounds came 
from the United Kingdom and 16,550,511 
pounds from the United States. For the 
fiscal year ending March, 1916, imports 
amounted to 71,984,700 pounds, of which 
60,796,741 pounds were of United States 


origin.

FOREIGN TRADE 


Convention to Be Held at Congress 
Hotel, Chicago, April 24-26. 


James A. Farrell, chairman of the Na- 
tional Foreign Trade Council, has issued 
the formal call for the sixth national for- 
eign trade convention to be held in the 
Congress Hotel, Chicago, on Thursday, 
ae and Saturday, April 24, 25 and 26, 

“Foreign Trade Essential to American 
Industry” will be the theme of the con- 
vention. 

This year the convention has assem- 
bled a large amount of valuable technical 
information, which is available to all 
delegates who wish to use it. This infor- 
mation will be furnished by the volunteer 
trade advisors of some of the most expe- 
rienced business houses and by the repre- 
sentatives of the government trade agen- 
cies. A number of prominent business 
men of long experience in every branch of 
foreign trade have offered their services 
as volunteer advisors. The information 
they can give is based on personal expe- 
rience, and as such is doubly valuable. In 
addition, the Department of State will 
co-operate by assigning to the conven- 
tion some members of the Consular Ser- 
vice, who will just have returned from Eu- 
rope, Latin America and the Far East. 
The Department of Commerce will send 
a number of its experts from the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. The 
Shipping Board will be represented. The 
Pan-American Union will be present to 
give information on Latin-American rela- 
tions. These men are thoroughly familiar 
with their respective fields and can sup- 
ply a great fund of valuable information 
if called upon.

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CUSTOMS HOUSE OFFICES CENTRALIZED, 
EXPEDITING VAST VOLUME OF BUSINESS 


Many changes in business methods, 
which are of interest to the public, have 
been made in the United States Customs 
Service at the port of New York, in a 
recent radical reorganization of the ser- 
vice here, and it is understood that sim- 
ilar changes will shortly be made through- 
out the country. Under the direction of 
F. M. Halstead, chief of the Customs Di- 
vision, changes have been put into effect 
by Paul Cook, special agent of the 
customs service at Washington, whereby 
it has been made possible to place all 
of the principal divisions of the cus- 
toms service at this port on the main 
floor of the Customs House, greatly facili- 
tating the huge volume of business trans- 
acted in those offices daily. 

Under the old system an importer would 
file his entries and pay his duties on the 
second floor; the entry was liquidated on 
the sixth floor and refunds and increases 
were handled on the fourth floor; and 
the business public spent a considerable 
portion of its time traveling from floor to 
floor and division to division in transact- 
ing its customs business. 


Division Offices Consolidated. 


Other outside offices, such as the In- 
ternal Revenue bureaus of the Department 
of Commerce, and other organizations 
were scattered throughout the building 
and mixed with the customs. The cus- 
toms quarters were divided into small 
rooms and many minor organizations. 
The new plan has made it possible to 
give an entire floor to the collector of in- 
ternal revenue, whose work has greatly 
increased, as well as to provide quarters 
for the Shipping Board, branches of the 
army and navy and other government 
bureaus. 

The interior of the building has been 
remodeled, partitions and corridors re- 
moved and divisions consolidated, so that 
the customs work is now performed in 
large units and practically all on one 
floor. 

Among the notable changes is the con- 
solidation of the cashier’s office, disburs- 
ing clerk’s and audtior’s office into one 
division known as the Division of Moneys 
and Accounts. The new division is lo- 
cated on the second floor of the Custom 
House and occupies the room formerly 
used by the cashier’s office alone. Under 
the old arrangement these three offices 
occupied twenty-four rooms... All col- 
lections, disbursements and accounting are 
now handled in this new division. The 
Entry Division and Warehouse Division 
have been consolidated into one division, 
located on the second floor of the Custom 
House, 10,000 square feet of space being 
saved by this one operation. The Liqui- 
dating Division and Protest Bureau have 
been moved from the sixth floor to the 
main or second floor. 

Under the old ssytem there was a 
multiplicity of customs records. Under 
the new system the records have been 
standardized in such a manner that only 
one record is made of a transaction, with 
carbon copies for the officers at Wash- 
ington. All of the bookkeeping is now 
done mechanically. The customs bond 
system has been radically changed and 
the great number of customs bonds for- 
merly in use have been reduced to three 
or four general forms. The various forms 
of entries, permits, statistical returns, 
etc., have also been standardized so that 
importers can make up all of their cus- 
toms documents upon the typewriter in 
one operation if they so desire. 


Model Statistical Methods. 


The export procedure and the statisti- 
cal methods of the customs service have 
been entirely remodeled and this work is 
now done on electrically operated ma- 
chines. The plant, which is located in the 
New York Custom House, handles the for- 
eign trade statistics of the entire coun- 
try. This plant is one of the most in- 
teresting institutions of its kind in the 


world and has been pronounced by ex- 
perts to be a model It is visited daily 
by statisticians of foreign governments 
and private concerns interested in this 


branch of work. 

Importers and exporters were particu- 
larly benefited as they would have other- 
wise been subjected to the necessity of 
preparing separate reports for the vari- 
ous War Boards, whereas, under the re- 
organization, it was only necessary for 
them to prepare an additional carbon 
copy of the requisite customs document. 

Most of the work has been carried out 
under the administration of Byron R. 
Newton, the collector of the port, whose 
great interest in the work has made it a 
success. 

A Bureau of Public Information was 
installed to answer all questions of the 
public as to customs forms and procedure. 
This fills a long-felt want as the public 
is entitled to the aid of government offi- 
cers in revenue matters.

Uncle Sam is going to test industrial 
gas masks and give them his stamp of 
approval. This is one of the first prac- 
tical advantages to the industries from 
the Chemical Warfare Service. The U. S. 
Bureau of Mines officially announces that 
it is making a preliminary investigation 
of gas masks with a view to establishing 
a list of approved devices for use in the 
mining and allied industries, 


The new chemical laboratory at the 
Salt Lake City station of the U. S. Bu- 
reau of Mines has been completed. 


Reports to the U. S. Bureau of Mines 
from the Seattle station show that at 
Moscow, Idaho, good results were ob- 
tained on both Tamarack and Hecla ores 
from flotative mixtures of soda ash, coal 
tars and charcoal. 





Washington Briefs. 





Investigations of recovery of potash 
and of processes for treatment of man- 
fanese ores have been discontinued at 
the Tucson station of the U. S. Bureau of 
Mines on account of the changed condi- 
tions resulting from the signing of the 
armistice. Certain potash tests will be 
carried out by the Portland Gold Mining 
Company. 


C. H. Beale, who has been designated 
by the U. S. Bureau of Mines to co-oper- 
ate with the Treasury Department under 
the direction of Ralph Arnold, in obtain- 
ing of data from the various oil producers 
of California for the purpose of estimat- 
ing the depletion of oil properties, has 
been in Washington this week and reports 
the heartiest co-operation from all the 
California operators. 


Tests being made by the Bureau of 
Mines at the Columbus station indicate 
that the imported graphite can be re- 
placed by American graphite. These in- 
vestigations are being continued, and 
also the application of a glaze to the 
clay-graphite bars in order to prevent 
oxidation. Experiments have proved that 
the graphite ash materially decreases the 
softening temperature of the bond clays. 


Satisfactory results are reported from 
the Bartelsville petroleum experiment sta- 
tion of the U. S. Bureau of Mines on the 
investigations with regard to the efficiency 
of casing head gasoline plants. 


On account of the excessive amount of 
nitric acid required in the evaporation 
process, attempts to recover vanadium 
from the alkaline solution resulting from 
the fusions in the form of pentoxide, as 
carried on at the Golden station of the 
U. S. Bureau of Mines, has proved unsat- 
isfactory. 


Recovery of molybdenum has been 
raised in the experimental work to about 
990 per cent. at the Golden station of the 
— of Mines, by flotation of molybde- 
nite.

CONTINUED-EMBARGO PLAN BA 


Definite Program of Co-operation Agreed Upon by 


February /7, 1949 


) 
ottonseed Oil 


and Lard Industries and Food Administration. 


Washington, Feb. 14, 1919. 


All branches of the cottonseed oil and 
lard substitute industries have agreed on 
a definite program of co-operative effort 
to relieve local congestion, which has 
caused considerable apprehension. They 
have decided upon co-operative endeav- 
ors, assisted by the U. 8S. Food Adminis- 
tration, to continue the price-stabilization 
program. A cablegram giving these re- 
sults of a big conference here this week 
at the Food Administration has been sent 
to Food Administrator Hoover. 


The delegations representing the cotton 
producing States, planters, seed dealers, 
ginners, crude mills, refiners, lard substi- 
tute manufacturers, wholesale distributers 
and all other trade interests, left Wash- 
ington much encouraged regarding the fu- 
ture of the cottonseed industry. 


Embargo Discouraged. 


A proposal made by the Southern farm- 
ers, who made a strong effort to have an 
embargo declared against foreign oils, was 
not put through, and was discouraged by 
those who have been in touch with the 
broader views as affecting the oil seed 
industry as a whole. The War Trade 
Board has consented to grant a hearing 
to a representative of those interests, but 
it has been made plain that those in 
charge of the government policy are well 
fortifed with arguments and facts indi- 
cating that an peng os as proposed would 
be inimical to the industry as a whole. 

It was emphasized by those who have 
been in touch with the activities of the 
oils and fats division of the Food Admin- 
istration, and of the War Trade Board, 
the Department of Agriculture and the 
Shipping Board, that the importation of 
foreign oils is not the real cause of any 
congestion in the domestic vegetable oil 
industry. 

It was pointed out that if the domestic 
industry should continue to export month- 
ly as they have been doing, there would 
not be sufficient cottonseed oil to meet 
the requirements of the lard substitute 
manufacturers. The cottonseed stocks 
are now moving as fast as they moved 
any other year, and, as a matter of fact, 
there is less crude oil and no more refined 
cottonseed oil in the country today than 
any other year. The government advisers 
stated their opinion that the farmers 
have been seeing only the easiest way out. 


Objections to Embargo. 


The result of the proposed embargo 
would be unfortunate at this time, the 
government experts said, and in this opin- 
ion other branches of the domestic indus- 
try agreed, because :— 

First, the treaty between Japan, China 
and the United States would not permit 
any unjustifiable embargo. 

Second, if it should be affected the ram- 
ifications would cause no end of trouble. 

A—It would embarrass this country for 
materials needed from the Far East. 

B—Judging from activities and inside 
information, Japan and China would 
promptly look elsewhere for a market for 
soya bean oil. It is a known fact that 
they can land this soya bean oil in Eng- 
land and in Continental Europe so cheap, 
if not cheaper, than in the United States. 

Therefore, assuming that an embargo 
should be placed, foreign countries would 
purchase soya bean oil, laid down, say, at 
8c. per pound, and the cost for refining it 
and preparing the same as summeryellow 
cottonseed, at about ic. per pound. The 
foreigners naturally would resort to this 
grade of oil in preference to paying 20 
to 22%c. f. o. b. New York for the same 
grade of cottonseed oil. 

The result would be to shut off experts 
= the United States to foreign coun- 
rires. 

Should the imports of forei oils be 
embargoes, the industries of this country, 
which are larger consumers of fats and 
oils than the lard substitutes industry 
would be greatly embarrassed, and be vir- 
tually at the mercy of high-priced cotton- 
seed and other high-priced technical oils 
and fats, which would naturally rise in 
price immediately after the embargo or 
restrictions were placed on the foreign 
fats and oils. 


Consumer Would Object. 


It is anticipated by those who have 
taken a broad look over the entire indus- 
try that these larger consumers would 
let up a howl, and that joining with them 
would-be consumer who has eventually 
to pay the bills. So that Congress would 
feel in duty bound to recognize that the 
cottonseed products industry, which has 
had favorable conditions for years, would 
be forced to give away to the advantage 
of the larger majority interest. 

At the conference it was pointed out 
that the cottonseed oil amounts to about 
one-sixth of the fats and oils production 
of the country. Including approximatel 
2,000,000,000 pounds of butter of whic 
the butter fats or milk consumed as such 
are not included. 

Leaving aside the butter fat production, 
cottonseed oil is one-fourth of the fats 
and oils production of the country. 'There- 
fore, a warning was given that before the 
cottonseed interests or the farmer seeks 
legislation or starts a propaganda for an 
embargo or restrictions on imported oils, 
the interests of related industries must 
be considered. 

Take the soap industry, as one of the 
large consuming units:—It is almost en- 
tirely isolated from any interest with the 
producing element of fats and oils, and 
entirely at the mercy of the producers. 
The soap igeuery, consumes each year 
approximately 1,250,000,000 pounds of 
‘fats and oils, which is equal to the total 
annual production of cottonseed oil. 

Another industry is the margarine in- 
‘dustry—consuming between 200,000,000 
and 300,000,000 pounds of fats and oils— 
which consumption is on the increase, and 
it was argued that this industry should 
have some voice in the matter before an 
embargo was declared. 

Other industries, such as the paint and 
varnish interests, are also large consum-

This was the clinching argument that 
has given pause to the plan of the cotton 
seed producers for embargoing the impor 
tation of foreign oils. 


Food Administration's Statement. 


Following the conference the Food Ad 
ministration issued the following state 
ment :— 

- The following situation was brought out, t 
gether with certain suggestions and recom 
mendations and a free statement from all th 
different elements concerned as to what they 
were willing to do in order to carry through 
to a successful termination the marketing o 
all cottonseed and its products at sta 
prices. 

The situation:—Statistics compiled by th 
Census Bureau show that on January 1, Iii, 
the general condition of the cottonseed iniw 
try as to the seed in the hands of the farme 
and crushers, the amount of seed crushed, th 
amount of crude oil held by the crushers, tt 
amount of refined oil produced and the 
of refined oil in the hands of the refiners, Wi 
in a normal state as compared with the mm 
date last year. This indicates that there li 
been a normal flow from the crude P. 
the refined products, and that if this flow ct 
tinues the whole cottonseed crop and its prod 
ucts will be marketed in a perfectly m 
way without fluctuation of prices. 

It is, however, true that in certain localitié 
due to local conditions, there has been # 
accumulation of stocks of seed and oil, whit 
has caused apprehension on the part bys 
industry. Another cause of apprehension dl 
been the uncertainty as to the continuation 
the stabilization program agreed to be 
the industry and the Food ‘Administration. 
Furthermore, a very large amount of 
oils has been imported and has been 801 tt 
the market price of cottonseed oil, oe 
fecting somewhat the domestic demand for 
fined cottonseed oil. a7

Post Conference Called at 
Washington Next Week. 


Washington, Feb. 7, 1919. 


The drug industry is one among many

Coconut Cake as Feed for Cows In- 
creases Fat in Milk. 


Washington, Feb. 14, 1919. 
Coconut cake, left after expression of 
the oil from copra, is of value as cattle 
food, either as such or when ground in 


the condition of meal, according to a re- 
port received from Archipelago, Dutch 
East Indies. It is said the cake is read- 
ily eaten by all classes of animals, Be- 
fore the outbreak of the war it was used 
largely in Germany as a wooning stuff for 
live stock. In the case of feeding to 
milch cows in Germany, England and 
elsewhere, it is declared, almost without 
exception, that feeding with coconut cake 
increases the percentage of fat in the

PATENTS IN EUROPE. 


Cottrell and Commissioner to Size Up 
Situation in Other Lands. 


Washington, Feb. 14, 1919. 


_ Special attention to the patent situa- 
tion in the war-torn countries of Europe, 
with a view to seeing how their policy 
lines up with the practice and law in the 
United States, will be given by Dr. F. G. 
Cottrell, chief metalurgist of the U. S. 
Bureau of Mines, and the commission 
that is accompanying him over-seas. 

The patent situation concerns many 
phases of American industrial life and 
commerce, but especially the infant and 
developing domestic dye industry. Dr. 
Cottrell has been taking a strong interest 
in the legislation proposed in a bill in- 
troduced by Senator Kirby, which con- 
cerns all patents developed in the gov- 
ernment service. During the period of 
the war there has been a tremendously 
ares number of valuable patents of this 

nd. 

Heretofore the policy and practice has 
been to throw them open to the public, 
but this has proved inefficient on the same 
principle that it is unworkable to grant 
franchises indiscriminately to any num- 
ber of people who might wish to organize 
public service corporations. Those who 
have been attempting to smooth out some 
of these difficulties are agreed that as- 
surance of some degree of monopoly must 
be given in order that the patent may be 
properly worked for the benefit of the 
public, 

The bill now before Congress provides 
for taking the government developed 
patents by a distinct government agency, 
which shall have charge of leasing them 
out. It is proposed that this task shall 
be taken over by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, because it has had _ similar 
charge of the patents taken over by the 
Custodian of Alien Property. The pend- 
ing bill would authorize the Federal 
Trade Commission to accent and adminis- 
ter for the benefit of the public and the 
encouragement of industry, inventions, 
patents and patent rights.

Payment of Claims and Protection 
Urged for Chrome, Manganese 


and Pyrites Producers. 
Washington, Feb. 7, 1919. 


In behalf of the chrome, pyrites and 
manganese producers of the United States, 
whd came to the support of the govern- 
ment in an emergency, and who are 
threatened with serious loss unless their 
caims against the government are 
promptly settled, Representatives Gra- 
ham of Illinois, Dent of Alabama, and 
Howard of Georgia made important state- 
ments during the debate on the measure 
to validate informal war contracts.

W. E. Sharp, president of the Nebraska 
Potash Producers’ Association, told the 
committee that unless Congress takes 
some steps to provide relief for the pro- 
ducers, they will be bankrupt. He said 
that protection against the cheap potash 
imported from Germany must be given 
the domestic producers during the period 
of perfecting means of reducing the cost 
of production in this country. Already, 
as a result of the curtailment of the in- 
dustry in Nebraska, following the sign- 
ing of the armistice and the report that 
cheap foreign potash soon could be had, 
3,000 laborers are out of employment. He 
said that there are $15,000,000 invested 
in Nebraska in the potash industry. In 
Nebraska, he said, 60,000 tons of potash 
would be produced this year. He told the 
committee that production last year had 
cost from $3.25 to $4.10 a unit, but that 
by 1921 the cost will have been reduced, 
by improved methods, to $1.50 a unit. 

Mr. Sharp said that the administration 
is working out a plan for reducing freight 
rates on potash at the request of the 
producers, who claimed that the existing 
freight rates take all their profits.

Ecuador Places Salt Mines Under 
Government Control by New Law 


—wWill Fix Prices. 


Ecuador has placed salt mines under 
government control and will fix prices 
through legislation lately enacted. The 
new law of the republic will create a 
government monopoly in salt, for under 
its precepts the proprietors and owners of 
salt mines will not be permitted to sell 
their salt products to any individual out- 
side of the republic. The law also pro- 
vides that the government has the ex- 
clusive right to fix prices for these prod- 
ucts, and a provision prevents purchase 
of amounts by individuals other than for 
current consumption. Prohibition of im- 
ports of salt into the republic is also im- 
plied in the new law. Application is not 


made to refined salt unless the govern- 
ment should establish refineries for such 
work. The law makes provision for the 
establishment of refineries should the 
Executive of the country see fit to invest 
the public money for such an enterprise.

Harrison Law Blocks Anti-Drug 


Crusade in Baltimore. 
Baltimore, Feb. 10, 1919. 


Another effort made by the Baltimore 
authorities to check the illicit traffic in 
narcotics, which is stated by the police to 
have attained proportions greater than 
ever before, came to naught in the Cen- 
tral police station on the 6th inst., when 
two men were arraigned on, charges of 
violating the Swann ordinance. This meas- 
ure was enacted by the City Council as 
a local provision, with a view to supple- 
menting other legislation, but Justice 
Dawkins ruled that inasmuch as the ac- 
cused had obtained the drugs found in 
their possession on the prescription of a 
physician, under the Harrison anti-drug 
act, they could not be punished, as they 
had committed no legal infraction. The 
Harrison act was held to nullify the pro- 
visions of the ordinance, which makes 
having narcotics in one’s possession evi- 
dence of a violation of the law and a 
penal offense. 





Narcotic Drug Coitial Requirements 
Amended by N. Y. State 


Commission. 


Albany, Feb. 15, 1919. 


Two additional requirements have been 
issued to doctors and druggists by the 
Narcotic Drug Control Commission. These 
are called “regulations,” and numbered 
1 and 2, respectively. Number 1 relates 
to the keeping of a record of cocaine pre- 
scriptions, and reads:— 


A physician in the course of his practice 
may in the treatment of a patient administer 
a solution of cocaine as a local anesthetic, 
provided he keeps a record of the date when 
such stock solution is made and when ex- 
hausted, and a record of the gross amount 
used in such solution. 

The second regulation refers to the fil- 
ing of triplicate prescription blanks, and 
is of considerable interest to the trade. 
It reads :— 


The pharmacist on filling a prescription is- 
sued on _ the triplicate prescription blank, 


should indorse on the face of the original and 
the duplicate the date of filling, file number, 
his name and business address, and the name 
of the person to whom the prescription is de- 
livered, if other than the person for whom the 
prescription was issued.

PEPPERMINT.—The primary mar- 
ket is said to be asking not less than 
$7 per pound for the material, and sup- 
plies available are reported to be very 
limited. On spot the situation has be- 
come virtually nominal as sellers are 
conserving their holdings by offering 
jobbing lots only at prices which are 
dictated by the individual sale. So far 
as might be judged, the quotation 
stood at $6 per pound in tins, $7 per 
pound in bottles, and $6.60 per pound 
for the rectified oil. 

SPEARMINT.—The situation in pep- 
permint is applicable to spearmint so 
far as the spot market is concerned. 
There is very little oil available at 
less than $6.50 per pound, and all quo- 
tations are nominal, 

WINTERGREEN. — Oil of sweet 
birch is scarce and held in strong posi- 
tion by the lack of material coming 
forward from distilleries. The closing 
quotation stood at $5@5.50 per pound, 
as to quality and seller. Oil of leaf 
gaultheria is even harder to obtain, 


and a nominal situation is said to 
exist. At the close $6.25@6.50 per 
pound is reported. 

SHELLAC, 


The market has been quiet and vir- 
tually without change on spot through- 
out the week. The tendency is toward 
conserving buying at Calcutta and re- 
ducing it to the lowest possible limits, 
in view of the large losses which would 
ensue were purchases to be made and 
the market abroad continue to decline 
at the rate reported of late. Importers 
are expecting the decline to continue, 
and for this reason are simply cevering 
actual sales.

BEESWAX.—tThe material is meet- 
ing with a good request, but sellers 
report no material change in the mar- 
ket. White, pure, was reported at 65@ 
66c. per pound; crude, dark, at 42%@ 
43c.; light, 43%@44c.; refined, dark, 
46@464c.; light, 47@47%c. per pound. 

CANDELILLA.—The material is in 
poor request, and the week has been 
dull to the extreme. At the close of 
the period, small isolated lots could 
probably be bought at 30c. per pound, 
but the market stood generally at 32@ 
64c. per pound, as to seller. 

CARNAUBA.—The market has been 
relatively quiet throughout the entire 
period. No cables were received from 
South America and hence no further 
information relative to the easier quo- 
tations which came North last week 
has been obtainable. On the spot, the 
material has held fairly firm with 
prices well maintained at the following 


positions:—F lor, 83@85c.; No. 1, 80@ 
8l1c.; No. 2, regular, 72@73c.; No. 3, 


chalky, 53@54c.; No. 3, North Country, 
56@57c. per pound. 

JAPAN.—While there is no change 
reported in the primary market, on the 
spot a considerable amount of business 
is reported at the close. A consider- 
able amount of this moved into export 
account and by the end of the period 
some 400 cases were reported bought 
for shipment. At the close, 18c. per 
pound was apparently the minimum 
quotation for prompt material. The 
wax was bought at prices sharply below 
this price, but the inquiry seemed to 
stiffen the remaining holders’ ideas. 
The market could hardly be called firm, 
but probably is best described as de- 
veloping. firmness in undertone.

BELLADONNA ROOT EXTRACT—Has de- 
clined owing to the decline in demand and the 
reduction in the cost of production. It is now 
quoted at 2.30 yen per kin. 

CAFFEINE ALKALOID—Is weakening still 
and it is quoted by Tokio holders at 16 yen per 
pound. America’s lifting of its ban on these 
goods does not affect the market here. 

CAMPHOR—Is again showing a steady tone, 
but that is due only to the paucity of cargo in 
the market. Buyers are completely inactive 
and keep aloof. Canes are quoted at 300 yen 
per picul, while oil is up to 80 yen per picul. 
Japanese-made Borneo camphor is in a strong 
condition, partly in sympathy with the cam- 
phor market and partly on account of the 
paucity of cargo. The price halts around the 
last marks, however. The best grade is quoted 
at 11 yen per kin, while the lowest grade is 
offered at 8.40 yen per kin.

Glycerine from molasses is found another 
example of the resourcefulness of the 
American chemists. The attention of the 
United States chemists was drawn to the 
process to obtain glycerine from sugar 
and alcohol and glycerine from molasses 
by the shortage of fats caused by the 
world war. Both experiments were con- 
ducted under the direction of Daniel C. 
Roper, Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 
The experiment to extract glycerine from 
sugar and sweets was prompted by Dr. 
Alonzo Taylor, who was in Germany 
two years ago and heard of the efforts 
of the Germans along these lines. 
Non-edible molasses is used as the 
foundation in the method to obtain the 
alcohol and glycerine that it contains. It 
comes from the West Indies and is com- 
monly known as “blackstrap.” It is said 
that despite the wave of prohibition, the 
distillation of alcohol will not stop, as 
there are many industrial needs for it. 
The demand for glycerine for manifold 
purposes has increased since the war, for 
a complete realization of its worth became 
known when its scarcity was felt. Out 
of the residue of the “blackstrap,” a ver 
excellent dynamite glycerine is obtained, 
and experiments with its use have been 
pronounced all that was desirable. 


Eimer & Amend Sue C. G. Richard- 
son for $6,165 Alleged Due on 


Nitre Refining Contract. 


Trenton, N. J., Feb. 14, 1919. 


A suit for the recovery of $6,165.22 
from C. Gordon Richardson, of Elizabeth, 
N. J., has been filed in the Federal Court 
here by Eimar & Amend, of 205 Third 
avenue, New York city. It is alleged the 
money is due because of breach of con- 
tract in the alleged failure of the defend- 
ant to supply under contract 30,000 


pounds of refined nitre to the plaintiff, as 


sales agent of Richardson, as well as for 
moneys due to the plaintiff, which had 
been loaned to Richardson . 

Eimer & Amend assert that on Sep- 
tember 11, 1917, they entered into a writ- 
ten agreement with the Elizabeth man, 
and that by the agreement, the plaintiff 
gave the defendant as a loan $3,000 to be 
applied on a contract for the refining by 
Richardson of the crude nitre to the de- 
gree of 99 per cent. purity to comply 
with the United States Pharmacopoeia. 

Relying upon the agreement made, the 
plaintiffs assert they received sales for 
19,108 pounds of the refined nitre at 30 
cents per pound, and thereby became en- 
titled to a commission of 15 per cent. of 


-the gross receipts of such sales, amount- 


ingto $831.26. 

It was also averred by the plaintiffs 
that the contract had to be cancelled on 
March 5, 1918, owing to the non-delivery, 
and that the plaintiffs had advanced to 
the defendant $1,433.29 previous to the 
cancellation, and which was the net sum 
the plaintiff would have received for the 
sale of the nitre if it had been delivered. 
Storage charges of $390.33 are included in 
the total. 


Narcotic Drug Law in Pennsylvania to 
Be Made Drastic by Proposed 


Legislation. 
Philadelphia, Feb. 14, 1919. 


The Philadelphia Drug Exchange at its 
monthly meeting on Lincoln’s birthday 
adopted resolutions of condolence on the 
death of Benjamin H. Shoemaker, Henry 
B. Maris and Mrs. Eugene G. Eberle, wife 
of the editor of the Journal of the Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical Association, who died 
last Sunday at her home, 4113 Pine street, 
and who was buried this weeK at Hone 
Grove, Tex. Treasurer Anthony 
Hance called attention to the conferences 
being arranged by the State Health De- 
partment of Pennsylvania, with members 
of the Senate ,with a view to formulating 
drastic legislation against the drug habit 
and believed to be essential, now that 
prohibition is assured. The new bill is 
to be fathered by Senator M. C. Leslie, of 
Pittsburgh, who charges that many drugs 
are illegally brought into the State from 
Toledo, through Cleveland and Pittsburgh. 
The new legislation is designed to give 
teeth to the recently established Bureau 
of Narcotics. It will in a general way 
require all manufacturers, jobbers, physi- 
cians, pharmacists, veterinarians and 
others handling narcotics to make a 
os report of all transactions in de- 
tail. 


SOFT DRINK TAX. 


Comptroller Travis Proposes Method 
to Retrieve Loss in Revenue 


by Prohibition. 


To retrieve in part the loss in revenue 
sustained by the wave of prohibition, 
Comptroller Eugene M. Travis, in a state- 
ment prepared for the joint legislative 
Committee on Taxation and Retrench- 
ment, suggests that soft drinks be taxed. 

Income from this source would amount 
to at least $6,000,000 annually, the comp- 
troller estimates. This amount would 
equal approximately one-half of the rev- 
enue derived from the excise tax for the 
fiscal year for the State. Because of the 
provisions of the excise law, which pre- 
scribe that one-half of the proceeds de- 
rived from the tax on liquors goes to the 
State and the other half to the localities 
where the tax is collected. Comptroller 
Travis calculates that there will be a total 
deficit of revenues to the extent of $29,- 
600,000 for the State and the localities. 

While the tax on non-alcoholic bever- 
ages is being considered, the State Tax 
Commission is studying other methods 
for increasing revenue.

The 
leading producer of the goods an- 
nounced a new price of $1@1.10, which 
is a reduction of 10c. per pound from 
the former quotations. There was 
some little trading on the basis of the 
new figure, but it was for the most 
part for small parcels only, and there 
has been no large inquiry in the mar- 
ket.

The demand for this material con- 
tinues to be good and supplies are be- 
ing well taken up by the consuming 
trade.

Holders report that there 
is little, if any, prospect of a resump- 
tion of the grades and are confining 
their attention to the matter of finding 
supplies of the 65% in sufficient volume 
for the demand. 

BICHROMATES. — Bichromate of 
potash is quoted by the producers at 
37c. per pound, but there are moderate 
resale lots reaching the market at con- 
cessions from this figure. No quota- 
tions below 36c. could be confirmed by 
actual transactions, but offers at 35%c. 
were reported as being made in one 
direction. Producers of the material 
report that their product is being taken 
up steadily by both the domestic and 
foreign business, and that the latter is 
taking care of a large part of it. 
Bichromate of soda is in little demand 
at present and supplies are so free that 
considerable concessions are being 
made in most quarters for a turn over 
of the goods. One of the leading pro- 
ducers revised his schedules during the 
week and is now quoting at 12%c. per 
pound, Other first hands are not as 
yet meeting this figure, which is the 
basis of dealers’ quotations, but are still 
holding the material at 15c. per pound. 

BRAZIL WOOD.—The demand for 
this material is light and supplies for 
the first time in many months are now 
in excess of this demand. Quotations 
on the whole have not changed since 
last week, but the absence of demand 
is serving to pile some material up on 
spot and this will doubtless seek the 
market at lower than the present 
quotations. Prices range from $48 to 
$55 per ton, according to holder. 

COCHINEAL.—The absence of any 
activity in the market for this material 
has had the expected effect of bringing 
prices down to somewhere near the 
ideas of the buyers. Importers of the 
goods report that they are doing little 
business even at the new figures, and 
that supplies are so large that further 
steps may be taken in the way of con- 
cessions. The silver variety is now 
quoted at 75@85c. per pound, the rosy 
black at 70@80c. and the gray black at 
72@82c. per pound. The Madras va- 
riety is still out of the market. 

CUTCH.—The market for this mate- 
rial was easier during the week, and 
reports of price cutting were general. 
These could not be confirmed, how- 
ever, and quotations of dealers in the 
material were still nominally at the 
old levels, although it is doubtful if 
there was any actual business at these 
figures. Supplies of the material are 
arriving in good volume and there is 
little demand to take these supplies 
off the market. Holders are asking 
18@20c. per pound for the bales and 
26@27c. per pound for the boxes, but 
there is little doubt that these quota- 
tions could be shaded on a firm offer. 

DEXTRINE.—The market for the 
various kinds of dextrine was more 
active than the general dyestuffs mar- 
ket. The activity of second hands in 
the matter of offering attractive 
prices made for more action, and the 
market in general is less concerned 
with the activities of the textile in- 
dustry than some of the other items on 
the list. Imported potato dextrine 
sold at 15@17c. during the week. Sup- 
plies are not large, but the demand is 
light and prices are held at their pres- 
ent level by the absence of trading. 
British gum is firm at the repeated 
quotation of 5% @6%c. per pound. De- 
mand is good and is barely covered 
by the existing supplies. Domestic 
potato is rather scarce, and the range 
of quotations was somewhat higher 
durifg the week. Seventeen and a half 
cents was done in one direction, and 
this is the lowest figure quoted in the 
spot market. Corn dextrine weakened 
under pressure to sell by overstocked 
second hands, and, as a result, the 
quotations of most holders declined

There is a rumor 
in the trade that the country agents 
who have been offering nitrate to the 
farmers for the government have been 
advising the farmers not to place or- 


ders for fertilizers at present prices. 
Whether or not there has been any 
such propaganda or not is, of course, a 
question; but it would not seem that 
the farmer has needed the advice of 
any one to induce him to hold back his 
orders as long as possible. Of course, 
it is to be expected that there will be 
a much better chance to rush matters 
than there was last spring, as there is 
no longer any scarcity of labor to in- 
terfere with production, and the rail- 
roads are now able to move goods 
promptly. However, it is hardly a 
healthy situation to have everything 
held back, and the time is drawing 
very close when the heavy demands of 
the ultimate consumer should be felt if 
there is to be that generous use of 
fertilizer that the Department of Agri- 
culture urges as a necessity to meet 
worldwide conditions with large Amer- 
jean yields of everything that comes 
out of the ground. 

As a rule, there has been little dis- 
position to cut prices this week. This, 
perhaps, is due in part to the lack of 
demand. The nitrate business is still 
confined to the sale of accumulated 
stocks at reshle—that is, aside from 
what the government is doing in the 
way of selling direct to farmers. There 
is some export demand for sulphate of 
ammonia, but in general the demand 
for this material is not active, and do- 
mestic consumers are holding back in 
the hope of securing a lower price. 
The price has come down to $4.55 per 
100 pounds. The reduction in the prices 
on packinghouse fertilizers has not yet 
resulted in any active demand for 
them, and the fact that there is a 
steadily increasing movement from 
South America makes the undertone 
of the market easier. The export de- 
mand for acid phosphate and phos- 
phate rock—while the future promises 
much—is hardly as brisk as it was 
hoped that it would be at this time. 
There is still a great deal of difficulty 
experienced in disposing of the stocks 
of American potash which have been 
accumulated, and the tendency is 
toward a still lower range of value. It 
is reported in the market that Ne- 
braska potash is now being’ offered, 
delivered in New York, at $3.75 a unit. 

The consuming trade undoubtedly 
still hopes for a very material reduc- 
tion in the price of all sorts of fertilizer 
materials in the near future. No one 
is disposed to deny that prices are very 
high, but the matter of getting them 
down to the price ideas of consumers 
just at this time is a very difficult one. 
There is some tankage and _ blood 
coming in from South America right 
along, but in the main the movement 
of foreign materials to this country is 
still very light, and will be for some 
time to come. The cost of production 
of domestic materials comes down very 
slowly, and producers are not yet ready 
to try and anticipate the future by 
offering goods at less than the cost of 
Production. The government is much 
interested in the whole matter, but thus 
tr this interest has not improved the 
erage situation to any extent, and the

ting. There has been a reduction of 
roundly $2 a unit from the top in this 
sort of fertilizer material, and the trade 
believes that this should discount the 
change in the situation to date. There 
is little demand, however, and it is still 
a waiting market. 

DRIED BLOOD.—There continues to 
be a quiet market in blood. The local 
dealers are asking $6 a unit, and are 
not anxious to make any further cut 
just now. There has been a long period 
of waiting for business to develop, and 
the trade seems willing to wait a while 
longer before attempting to force the 
situation any further by price cutting. 
However, a more active demand at any 
time might change the situation. It is 
not difficult to hold prices as long as 
there is little demand, but when there 
is business in sight there is another 
story. The consuming trade has 
profited by holding back its orders for 
packing house fertilizers, and may be 
expected to hold back as long as pos- 
sible. 

FISH SCRAP.—The fish scrap sea- 
son is over, and stocks are pretty well 
cleaned up. There may be a little of- 
fering yet, but not enough to make a 
market. 

HOOFMEAL.—There is little to be 
said about this material. There is lit- 
tle demand, in spite of the fact that 
there has been a material reduction in 
price, and there has been no change 
in the situation since our last report. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The govern- 
ment still has this market sewed up 
very tight, and the trade will not know 
where it stands until it is known how 
much nitrate the government has sold 
direct to farmers. There is no demand 
at the government fixed price, which is 
a joke as long as the government is 
underselling the trade by fixing one 
price and selling at another. There is 
still a demand in the South for re-sale 
nitrate of soda, however, and the price 
holds at $4.35 per 100 pounds, in spite 
of the direct selling of the government 
at $81 a ton. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The 
price of sulphate of ammonia is grad- 
ually coming down, in spite of the fact 
that there is little or nothing coming 
in from the other side. The leading 
producers are now Offering at $4.55 per 
100 pounds f. o. b. at point of produc- 
tion, as against a former price of $4.75. 
There is as yet little disposition to book 
orders for future delivery, and the de- 
mand for immediate delivery is not 
what it should be at this season of the 
year. It is the case with other fer- 
tilizer materials,. the public still re- 
gards the price as too high, and con- 
sumers are going to hold back as long 
as possible. This is but natural, and 
there is nothing that might be gained 
by trying to anticipate at this time. 
There is an increasing export demand 
for this material, and American pro- 
ducers are giving a good deal of atten- 
tion to this branch of the business. 


PHOSPHATES. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.— There has 
been an improvement in the situation 
in the acid phosphate market because 
of the fact that Southern producers 
have received large orders for export. 
These orders have been placed, and de- 
livery upon them will be made as soon 
as possible. This business has not re- 
sulted in any change in quoted prices, 
and the New York quotation is nomi- 
nally unchanged at $17 per ton. The 
fact that the looked-for export demand 
has really made its appearance is nat- 
urally a matter of satisfaction to pro- 
ducers. The domestic demand, how- 
ever, is not what should be looked for 
at this time. This, however, is a gen- 
eral condition and not one peculiar to 
any one line. The domestic consumer 
is still waiting for a lower price level, 
and can be expected to hold back or- 
ders as long as possible. The fact that 
export business has commenced to de- 
velop upon substantial lines means a 
great deal to the industry at this time. 

BONES.—tThere is little to be said 
about this sort of fertilizer material at 
this time. There is not an active de- 
mand, and the market shows no signs 
of improvement until there is a read- 
justment of prices. At the same time, 
stocks are small and there is little 
pressing for sale. The cost of. labor is 
still high, and no one seems willing to 
try and start a demand by slashing 
prices. There has been no change in 
the situation this week and prices are 
nominally unchanged. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—There is 
some export demand for phosphate 
rock, and it promises to increase right 
along, although it has been rather more 
backward than had been expected by 
those who jumped at the conclusion 
that peace conditions would at once 
follow the suspension of actual fight- 
ing. There is a disposition on the part 
of domestic consumers to hold back for 
lower prices, but producers do not see 
their way clear to mark prices down

POTASHES. 


The government is very much trou- 
bled because there is not a greater de- 
mand for potash. The experts of the 
Department of the Interior say that 
there are 100,000 tons of Nebraska 
potash lying unsold in storage ware- 
houses in the Southeastern States, and 
that it is difficult to understand the 
lack of demand: The price may have 
something to do with the demand. The 
government press bulletins give an in- 
teresting statement of consumption and 
importers of potashes in the past, but 
say nothing about the prices. The 
holders of Nebraska potash— whith, as 
the department statisticians point out, 
is held largely in warehouses in the 
Southeastern States—were asking $4.35 
a unit ex store a couple of weeks ago. 
Now there seems to be no longer any 
central selling agency, and the price 
has already come down to $3.75 a unit 
delivered in New York. There is a 
tendency on part of consumers of all 
sorts of fertilizer materials to hold 
back orders as long as possible in the 
hope that prices will come down, and 
as in many lines prices are coming 
down steadily there seems reason for 
this position. It is natural, therefore, 
that there should not be a great rush 
to buy potash at prices which, compared 
with those existing before the war, are 
still very high indeed. In the days 
when high-class potash could be bought 
at $40 a ton there was naturally more 
incentive to large consumption than 
with prices where they are today. The 
consumer has begun to believe that he 
was probably in the old days induced 
to use more potash than was necessary, 
and is therefore not overanxious about 
going it too deep. There is little high- 
grade goods coming in from abroad, and 
the market on high-grade potashes is 
nominal. 

PYRITES.—There is little change in 
the pyrites situation, and there will not 
be until there is a movement from 
Spain. There is a promise of a good- 
sized movement in the next few months, 
unless importers are mistaken. 


CHICAGO. 


Chicago, Feb. 13, 1919. 


Prices for fertilizers continue to drop in the 
Chicago market this week, and most of the 
ammoniates were being offered at lower fig- 
ures. Very little trading in any quarter was 
going on according to most dealers, and it was 
declared that the prospects were not very 
bright for the immediate future. 

Following were the nominal quotations, based 
per unit of ammonia, loaded in bulk in cars, 
Chicago:—Packers’ high grade ground blood, 
$5.50; packers’ unground and crushed blood, 
$3.75@4.25; packers’ high grade ground tank-

The lists as printed indicated 
the names of the original patentees or 
assignees on the date of the issuance of 
the letters patent, and there were no in- 
dications of changes in ownership made 
subsequent to the seizures made by the 
government. Contained in the published 
list was Patent No. 1,131,503 filed on the 
application of Robert Gans on March 5, 
1915, and which published as having 
been assigned to the J. D. Aktiengesell- 
schaft. This particular patent does not 
belong to the latter, but, according to rep- 
resentatives of the Permutit Company, a 
Delaware corporation, belongs in reality 
to that corporation by virtue of an as- 
signment to it subsequent to the issuance 
of the patent.

Pro- 
ducers report that they are moving a 
fairly good quantity of the material, 
but that they are not receiving any 
inquiries for large quantities of the 
goods. Supplies are in a good position, 
and while there is as yet no surplus in 
the market, it is believed that the 
present condition of the market will 
lead to some excess of the supplies if 
it is in evidence much longer. Quota- 
tions are steadily maintained at 3%@ 
3%c, per pound for the iron free grade 
and 2@2%c. per pound for the commer- 
cial grade. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—Producers of the 
various grades of aqua ammonia have 
revised their selling schedules down- 
ward on account of the continued ab- 
sence of any activity in the market. 
It is reported that there were some 
fairly large inquiries in the market at 
the close on the basis of the new quo- 
tations, but there is still a very quiet 
undertone to the market. The 26-de- 
gree grade of the material was quoted 
by most factors at 7@9c. per pound, 
the 20 degree at 6@8c. per pound, and 
the 16-degree at 5@7c. Supplies are 
more than adequate for the existing 
demand, and second hands have quan- 
tities of the material to offer. 

ANTIMONY.—Supplies of antimony 
are arriving in sufficient volume to 
take care of the existing demand. Or- 
ders are being filled by importers of 
the Chinese goods in good volume, and 
the market is steady with a rather 
strong undertone. The needle variety 
is quoted at the repeated figure of 10% 
@13c. per pound, depending on the 
holder of the material. Antimony ox- 
ide is fairly steady since the recent 
decline in quotations, and is still held 
at 11%@l4c. per pound. The sul- 
phuret grades are steady at the same 
levels which have obtained for some 
little time back, and are on the basis 
of 25@26c. per pound for the red 
grade. 

ARSENIC.—Producers of the white 
arsenic are quoting on the basis of 
9%@l1l1c. per pound for this material. 
The inside figure is the price to mak- 
ers of insecticide and represents a 
slight advance in the quotations to 
this class of the trade. The general 
trend of the market, however, is some- 
what weaker, as is evidenced by the 
quotation of 1lc. per pound to the gen- 
eral trade. This is a decline of 1c. on 
the pound for this business, and is 
probably caused by the continued ab- 
sence of any active demand in the 
market. The red grade of the mate- 
rial is unchanged, and quotations are 
still on the basis of 45@55c. per pound 
for this variety. 

BARIUM CHLORIDE.—The de- 
mand for this material continues to be 
fairly good and supplies are about 
keeping pace with it without admitting 
of any surplus to engage the attention 
of the speculative interests in the mar- 
ket.

The surplus of supplies is large on 
account of the release of some of the 
government material, and there may 
be further concessions if consumers 
are consistent in their present atti- 
tude. 

CARBONATE OF POTASH.—tThere 
has been a marked decline in the quo- 
tations of the leading factors in this 
material. At the opening of the week 
reports of 12c. carbonate were heard, 
but this later proved to be the inferior 
grade of the goods which has been 
stored on the spot for some time and 
causes periodic flurries in the market. 
There was, however, a substantial re- 
duction in the schedules of .some of the 
leading producers, due to the light 
demand for the material, and quota- 
tions were heard as low as 18c. per 
pound for the 80@85 per cent. mate- 
rial. The range was from this figure 
up to 34@37c. per pound for the 96@98 
per cent. grade. The continued ab- 
sence of any active demand was re- 
sponsible for the decline. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—There has 
been no change in the market for this 
material. Producers report That they 
are experiencing a fair amount of ac- 
tivity in the domestic market on the 
basis of the former price schedules and 
that there is, besides, a good amount 
of export business coming through 
from time to time. Supplies are mov- 
ing inte the market in fair volume and 
are taking care of the demand in good 
shape without leaving any marked 


surplus. As a result, quotations are 
steady on the basis of 65@70c. per 
pound for the 88@92 per cent. grade 


and 55@60c. per pound for the 70@75 
per cent. grade of the material. 


CAUSTIC SODA.—There has been 
no general change in the market for 
this chemical during the week. It is 
reported that there have been some 
fairly large orders taken by the pro- 
ducers at figures slightly higher than 
those which are prevailing in the spot 
market generally. Second hands are 
disposing of their surplus at low fig- 
ures, and producers are, to some ex- 
tent, beginning to offer the same con- 
cessions. Sales were made during the 
week for goods ex store at $2.90 per 
cwt., and while the general range was 
somewhat higher the bulk of the busi- 
ness was transacted in the neighbor- 
hood of $3. Producers are rather in- 
clined to be optimistic in the matter 
of future business. They believe that 
second hands are rapidly being sold 
up and that they will begin to receive 
the bulk of the business in the near 
future. 


DRUG REPORTER 


CHLORATE OF POTASH.—tThere 
is a good demand for this material in 
évidence, and producers report that 
their supplies are being well taken 
care of by their domestic trade. In 
addition to this feature, there is a good 
demand for export and a fair volume 
of the goods is being moved in this 
way. Asa result of these two factors 
the market is in a steady position and 
quotations are held firmly at the for- 
mer levels of 40c. per pound for both 
the crystals and the powdered varie- 
ties. 

COPPERAS.—There is no feature 
to report in the market for this mate- 


rial. The demand continues to be very 
light, and trading is confined to the 
matter of obtaining supplies for im- 


mediate consumption rather than larg 
quantities to cover several months’ re- 
quirements. There has not as yet 
been any change in the quotations of 
the leading factors in the market, but 
it is intimated that desirable business 
might cause some shading of the 
prices. Quotations are now on the 
basis of 1%@2c. per pound. 

CYANIDE OF SODA.—There is lit- 
tle demand for this material at pres- 
ent, and there has been no special fea- 
ture in the market for some time back. 
Reports to the effect that reductions 
in quotations are being offered in some 
directions could not be confirmed up 
to the close, but it is probable that a 
firm offer would have produced th« 
goods at somewhat lower prices than 
those named by holders of the mate- 
rial. Prices in the absence of trading 
are held at 30@35c. per pound in 100- 
pound cases. 

GLAUBER’S SALT.—The continued 
dullness of the market for this chem- 
ical had the effect of weakening the 
quotations of the leading factors dur- 
ing the week and a decline of \c. on 
the pound was recorded. There has 
been so little activity in the market 
for some time back that supplies were 
piling up in the market and this con- 
cession was made to move some of 
these supplies if possible. There has 
been little activity at the new quota- 
tion of 1%@2c. per pound, but makers 
of the material are of the opinion that 
there will be larger orders in the 
market in the near future. 


LIME SULPHUR SOLUTION.— 
There is a fair demand in evidence for 
this material and leading factors in the 
market report that their supplies are 
being well taken up by the demand. 
There is no surplus and at the present 
rate some shortage may be experienced 
before long unless production is in- 
creased. Quotations are firm at the 
same level reported last week and 
business was done at 15%@20c. per 
pound. 
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NITRITE OF SODA.—There has 
been some good business in the market 
for this commodity during the week 
and producers report that they are 
well satisfied with the course of events 
since the recent reductions in the 
quotations went into effect. Supplies 
in the hands of dealers, which have 
been more than adequate for the de- 
mand, are being taken up in good 
shape and there is little prospect of 
any further reduction in the quota- 
tions. The tone of the market is 
steady at the repeated price range of 
14% @15%c. per pound. 

SAL AMMONIAC.—Lump sal am- 
moniac is easier and there has been 
some decline in the quotations of the 
leading factors in the market for this 
material. Reports that there had been 
offers of 55c. per pound for this grade 
of the material could not be confirmed 
by any actual business, but sales were 
made at 65c. per pound, and from this 
figure up to 80c. per pound was the 
general range of the market. Supplies 
of the gray and the granulated kinds 
are easy and the lights demand has 
made it difficult to obtain the quota- 
tions on these grades of the goods, but 
there has as yet been no change from 


the previous level at 16@18ec. per 
pound for the gray and 15%@16%c. 
per pound for the white granulated 
grade. 


SAL SODA.—Producers of this ma- 
terial report that the market is steady 
and that they are experiencing a good 
demand from their domestic trade. Be- 
side this some exportation of the ma- 
terial took place during the week, and 
a good volume of the goods is passing 
into the hands of foreign concerns 
from day to day. Quotations are steady 
and unchanged at $1.60 per cwt. for 
the domestic trade, regardless of the 
quantity involved. It is reported that 
the foreign business is bringing up to 
$2.10 per cwt., depending on the holder 
of the material. 

SALT CAKE.—The demand for salt 
cake is quiet, but there is a fair vol- 
ume of the goods passing into the 
hands of the consumers from time to 
time. Supplies, however, are more 
than adequate to the demand, and there 
is some surplus being accumulated by 
the producers of the material. So far 
this surplus has had no unsettling 
effect on the market and quotations are 
still on the basis of $23@28 per ton for 
the unground material and $25@30 per 
ton for the ground. 

SALTPETER.— The leading  pro- 
ducers of this material are faced with 
the same condition which is in evi- 
dence in the general chemical list. The 
demand is so light that supplies are 
piling up rapidly and, as a result of 
this, a surplus has accumulated and 
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concessions are beingeoffered for the 
moving of this supply. As a result, 
quotations on this material were re- 
duced sharply during the week and 
new schedules are reported on the 
basis of 28@28%c. per pound for the 
crystals. The ground and powdered 
varieties of the matter are now quoted 
on the bases of 25@25%c. and 25%@ 
26%4c¢. per pound, respectively. 

SODA ASH.—The demand for this 
material is reported as somewhat bet- 
ter than has been the case for some 
time back, but supplies in the hands 
of dealers in the material are still so 
large that there has been no tendency 
toward a steadier tone in the market. 
Quotations are still at the point where 
no reasonable offer is being refused 
and sales were reported during the 
week down to $1.35 per cwt. for the 
58 per cent. light grade in bags. Pro- 
ducers are in most instances. still 
above the market, but there has been 
some tendency among these factors to 
offer some concessions. The dense ma- 
terial is also weak and the demand is 
lighter than usual. The effect of na- 
tional prohibition on the glass making 
industry is feared by the producers of 
this material. Quotations are barely 
held at $2.60 per cwt. for this grade 
in bags. 

SILICATE OF SODA.—There has 
been no resumption of the demand for 
this material and reports to the effect 
that there were some concessions be- 
ing offered were confirmed during the 
week. The 60-degree material was 
sold at 5e. per pound, which is a de- 
cline of %ec. from the previous quota- 
tion. The 40-degree grade is held at 
2@3c. per pound, but there is little 
trading in evidence. 

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—There is a 
good demand in evidence for this ma- 
terial and quotations are steady on the 
same basis reported last week. Sup- 
plies are not free enough to admit of 
any surplus, but are about adequate to 
take care of the business which is 
coming through the regular channels. 
The 60 per cent. fused grade is quoted 
at 4% @6%c. per pound and the 30 per 
cent «rystals are steady at 2%@sc. per 
pound, 

TIN OXIDE.—There has been lit- 
tle in the way of active trading in this 
material for some little time back, and 
as a result of this and of the freeness 
of the supplies the position of the 
chemical is decidedly weak. There has 
not been any change in the quotations 
of the leading holders during the week, 
but there is little demand and quota- 
tions are barely maintained at 70@80c. 
per pound. 

ZINC DUST.—There has been no 
change in the position of this material 
during the week. The demand is very 
light and quotations are trending 
downward. There has been no thange 
in the quotations of the leading hold- 
ers, who are still quoting in the neigh- 
borhood of 12%c. per pound for this 
material. Higher grade through finer 
mesh brings up to 14c. per pound. 

ZINC CHLORIDE.—There has been 
no further change in the quotations 
of the leading holders of this material. 
There is some evidence that the pres- 
sure to liquidate, which was the cause 
of the recent decline in the price of 
this material, has been successful, and 
a better tone is in evidence in the mar- 
ket. Quotations are still at 14@14%c. 
per pound and the market is fairly 
steady at this level. 


ACIDS. 


The acid market has been rather in- 
active during the past week. Buyers 
are still awaiting reductions in the va- 
rious items before they come into the 
market to any extent and are buying 
little at present excepting to cover 
their immediate requirements. This 
condition has been in evidence for 
some time back, and it would seem 
that it is becoming a matter of some 
concern to some of the factors, for it 
was intimated in some directions that 
concessions would be made for imme- 
diate business in some of the items. 
Declines in quotations have not been 
general, however, and producers are 
still unwilling to change their quota- 
tions from the basis which prevailed 
— the period of government con- 
trol. 

They report that their costs of pro- 
duction are still as high as they were 
at that time and that the prices which 
were agreed upon with the War Indus- 
tries Board are just sufficient to cover 
these costs without making for anv 
large profits. There has been some 
curtailment of production on account 
of the light demand, and this will 
probably take place to greater extent 
in some of the items which were stim- 
ulated by the necessities of the war. 
Sulphurie and nitric acids will be in 
excess unless these steps are taken to 
hold the production nearer to the level 
of the consumption, and other items 
are in the same class. 

The export business has been rather 
disappointing to the producers of the 
various items. While there is a fair 
volume of inquiries being received, it is 
nothing like the expectations of the 
manufacturers on this class of the 
trade. The outlook on the first of the 
year was excellent, but there have been 
several factors which have made this 
business lighter than was expected. The 
slowness of the release of tonnage and 
the consequent uncertainty in the mat- 
ter of securing the necessary shipping 
have made for a reluctance on the part

LONDON CHEMICAL 
MARKET. 


London, Jan. 22, 1919. 


Under the influence of a slow demand and 
more plentiful supplies, the tendency generally 
is in buyers’ favor. Among the items ruling 
cheaper are citric and tartaric acids by %d.@ 
1d. per pound; cream of tartar has lost 10s. 
per cwt. during the last week. Alkali on the 
spot has declined 10s. per ton, but bleaching 
powder rules steady for contracts. Copper sul- 
phate is nominally lower, home and export 
quotations being unified at £50 per ton. Sev- 
eral of the potassium compounds are quoted at 
a smaller basis, including the carbonate and 
caustic, while permanganate for forward de- 
livery is easier, if anything. Of the soda com- 
pounds, bicarbonate is 10s. per ton less and 
ordinary hyposulphite has yielded £3 per ton. 

Motorists generally complain of the action of 
the benzol suppliers, who are alleged to have 
agreed among themselves to fix the price of 
benzol on a level with that of-petrol, despite 
the suspension of the tax on the fuel. Be- 
sides this, the quality of the benzol is regarded 
as extremely poor. Great hopes had been 
raised about the fuel (of which about 100,- 
000,000 gallons per annum could be produced in 
this country) for it was believed that when 
taxation on home-produced motor fuels was 
suspended the existing monopoly in motor 
spirit would be weakened. Those hopes have 
not been fulfilled, and the government is looked 
to for action.

Savannah, Ga., Feb. 15, 193 

Large quantities of valuable mer: 
dise, including stocks of naval g 
cotton, nitrate of soda, sugar and lm 
were destroyed by fire yeesterday, 
the plant of the Southern Fertilizer af 
Chemical Company was burned to ¢ 
ground. The fire burned a swath th 
city blocks long and about 200 feet yj 
through the terminals of the Seaboard 
Line Railroad on Hutchinson Island, 
a loss estimated in millions of dolla

BALTIMORE. 


Baltimore, Feb. 13, 1919. 
The general tone of the fertilizer trade here 





continues to show marked quiet, with the 
tendency among buyers of mixtures to hold 
back with orders, on the theory that prices, 


now that the war is over, ought to come down 
very much—even more pronounced than before. 
Not a few of these buyers refuse to consider 
the fact that the raw materials put into the 
mixtures now offered to the general trade were 
purchased at top values and that even at the 
present list prices the manufacturers stand to 
make only a very small profit or none at all. 
Those buyers also find it convenient to ignore 
the fact that, at the time when all kinds of 
materials were steadily advancing after the 
commencement of the war, they were purchas- 
ing mixtures at the level of values then fixed, 
which showed a steadily increasing divergence 
from the cost of raw materials to the manu- 
facturers. They further take no account of the 
additional fact that the manufacturers, whom 
they now ask to shoulder serious losses, could 
have disposed of their crude stocks prior to the 
time when the mixtures now offered for sale 
were put up at considerable advances over the 
figures these same manufacturers will get on 
the basis of the current quotations for mix- 
tures; but that the manufacturers preferred, 
because they were patriotic and as a matter of 
assisting the farmers in every way possible, to 
keep themselves in a position to take care of 
the calls for mixtures. They regarded it as 
correct policy and good business ethics to stand 
by their trade, even though this trade hap- 
pened to be far from profitable, in order that 
the users of fertilizers might be assisted to the 
fullest extent in their endeavor to produce 
large quantities of farm products and in order 
to maintain relations permanently satisfactory. 
The manufacturers wanted to keep their cus- 
tomers and serve them, and they are still try- 
ing to do this. 

They point out that the farmer is not asked 
to take less for his wheat, though the neces- 
sity for maintaining production at the highest 
possible notch no longer exists, and in the 
face of the fact that if the law of supply and 
demand were allowed to assert itself to the 
fullest possible extent, wheat would drop far 
below the prevailing quotations. The govern- 
ment is even feeling impelled to guarantee a 
price of $2.26, though this serves to about 
double the price of bread. And yet the grow- 
ers of wheat expect the manufacturer of fer- 
tilizers to at once drop to the former basis 
when it comes to mixtures. The situation as 
to labor has not materially Changed, and over- 
head expenses are going on very much the 
same. Freight rates have not declined, and 
wages are as high as ever. Raw materials are 
declining, slowly, to be sure, but the mate- 
rials purchased at the lower prices will not 
figure in the cost of mixtures to be put on 
the market for some time. Meanwhile, if the 
buyers of mixtures have their way, the manu- 
facturers ought to sell on the basis of what 
the crude stocks are likely to cost them two 
or three months hence. It is this refusal to 
recognize and allow for the position of the 
manufacturer which constitutes perhaps the 
chief reason for the prevailing quiet. The 
movement in mixtures is considerably below 
what it ought to be by the middle of Febru- 
ary under the existing circumstances of trans- 
portation and other factors, and predictions 
are made that some of the users of mixtures 
will delay too iong in their endeavor to force 
reductions and will find themselves left. Of 
course, another possible or probable reason 
why the inquiry for mixtures does not attain 
larger proportions for the present is the open 
winter, which leaves most of the roads very 
soft and in bad condition for hauling. Farm- 
ers have been backward in many cases, per- 
haps, because they felt it would do no harm 
to wait awhile on the chance that the roads 
hardened by 


will dry out somewhat or be 

frost. But the manufacturers have begun 
to think that the time has come to warn 
against further procrastination, since there 
is danger that the procrastinators may be 
caught and find it impossible to make pro- 
vision for their needs. Of course, as long

The manufacturers have not 
been moving the output of their factories with 
anything like celerity because of the feeling 
among the buyers of mixtures that by waiting 
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concessions may be forced, and they are con- 
sequently not in a mood to enter into exten- 
sive commitments for crude stocks. Besides, 
they have no means of knowing at this time 
how much, if any, of the mixtures now made 
up will be left on their hands after the cur- 
rent season's business, and to what extent 
supplementary orders for crude materials may 
be necessary. Apart from the deliberation 
manifested because of the decline from the 
top level of quotations, there are no develop- 
ments of consequence in the trade. Nor can 
the latter be regarded as presenting a really 
unfavorable aspect. The producers of crude 
stocks and the manufacturers of mixtures, not 
less than the buyers of the latter, expected 
that the market would ease off, and they are 
shaping matters accordingly. There is no ex- 
citement or apprehension, the future being re- 
garded with confidence. Applying the drop in 
the West on tankage to the Baltimore market, 
the quotations on 11 and 15 high grade stocks 
would now be about $5.60 and 10, c. a. f. basis 
Baltimore. 

GROUND BLOOD.—There has also been a 
marking down iw the West on ground blood, 
but the latest quotation on this animal am- 


moniate is only 25 cents lower than the 
previous one, which, taken from $6.20, c. 
a. f. basis Baltimore, would make the cur- 
rent. figure $5.95, a difference in favor of 


blood so large that it will not be accepted 
without question. The price given on tank- 
age would seem to be too low, though both 


quotations are to be regarded as largely 
nominal. The call for ground blood is 
hardly more active than that for tankage, 


although the season in the South, as the 


chief source of the demand for blood, is 
several weeks ahead of the North ordi- 
narily. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—tThe situation with 


regard to acid phosphate would seem to be 
about what it has been for some time. It 
does not appear that pronounced marking 
down of the quotations is to be made, the 
cost of crude stocks being about as before, 
with the inquiry coming into the producers 
sufficiently large, according to reports, to 
take up the output. Bids have been re- 
ported of late on the basis of $15.50 for 16 
per cent. stocks, though to what extent 
they have found acceptance, if any, there is 
no definite information. This figure would, 
of course, make 14 per cent. acid phosphate 
about $14.50. In this connection it may be 
mentioned that there is considerable talk 
about a large demand from foreign sources, 
which only awaits more adequate shipping 
facilities and lower freight rates to assert 
itself in a way to give the producers a good 
market, 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Conditions in the 

market for nitrate of soda are about as 
they have been of late, with spot quoted at 
the fixed price of $4.42% and resale lots 
at $4.25. But no supplies are being offered 
at resale, and there are also reports in cir- 
culation about large reshipments of nitrate 
to Europe at attractive prices. One such 
shipment was started for Denmark in the 
course of last week The quotation on re- 
fined nitrate is $4.55. 
SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Nothing has 
occurred to give the market for sulphate 
of ammonia a different aspect. No supplies 
are being as yet received from abroad, and 
the stocks from domestic sources of pro- 
duction are very light, with the quotations 
virtually about the same as they have been, 
at $4.50. 

POTASH.—Pronounced quiet also pre- 
vails in the market for potash. No new 
stocks are coming out in impressive quantities, 
and the inquiry is limited. At the prevailing 
prices potash is not so attractive as to cause 
a rush, the situation being affected, like other 
divisions of the market for crude stocks, by 
expectations that the range of values will go 
lower. There is still talk of sales of Nebraska 
potash on the basis of $4 flat. 

BONE.—Stocks of bone in this market appear 
to be light, with the offerings not of a press- 
ing character and with the buyers disposed to 
go slow about placing orders. The market is 
being watched, and may be expected to keep 
pace with that of other ammoniates. For the 
present the quotations are unchanged at about 
$40.50 for 442 and 48 ground raw bone and at 
$36 for 3 and 50 ground steamed bone.
